I know all about grapes and have spent two lonely summers with 
nary a one, a fruit salad without grapes is certainly lacking — 
but now I am also tortured with the question of raisins. They all 
seem to be from California and thus I fear that they too might be 
a scab product. (O, granola without raisins, how sad). No one 
locally seems to be able to assure me that they are UFW picked 
so I come to you seeking assurance that at least a dried grape is 
edible within the boundaries of good conscience. Hopefully, I re- 
main waiting to hear. — S.B.S., Cambridge. 

I’m afraid your fears are confirmed and I can’t give you much 
assurance that they aren’t scab. Normally table grapes are pick- 
ed up by hand where wine grapes and grapes for raisins are 
usually picked by machine. The UFW contracts with the wine 
growers are in fairly good shape so normally you wouldn’t have 
to worry about raisins but scab grapes are now being dumped on 
the market and one place they are being dumped is for raisins 
and wine. Also the scab pickers are not very experienced so they 
are picking a lot of second rate grapes for table grapes which are 
then converted into raisins or wine grapes. So, I’m afraid if your 
conscience is at the level it appears to be it’s granola without 
raisins for you.

MAKING A CASE 


To the Editor: 


About ‘The Government Just 
Can’t Win a Case,’ (Sept. 11), 
did it occur to you that maybe 
they don’t want to and never in- 
tended to win any cases. If any 
actual crime was committed in 
‘any case, the case should NOT 
be thrown out: we should 
recognize that the agents 
provocateurs are criminals too, 
and throw the whole bunch into 
jail. Whether or not the 
‘Gainesville 8’ were ever guilty or 
not would never have been 
presented to the jury. If we’re go- 
ing to prosecute for conspiracy, 
we must prosecute the govern- 
ment. We must prosecute the 
government and their dupes in 
the left. You know, it isn’t only 
Brezhnev that subverts left wing 
causes: its Nixon too. Detente 
and all that. 

Is it unreasonable to suppose 
the antiwar movement was a 
government plot? Vietnam was a 
fraud. The Communists duped 
the right with their scare talk 
into fighting a war they could not 
win. I. don’t believe any of this 
limited war junk: if we had oc- 
cupied Hanoi and destroyed all 
Soviet munitions ships on the 
high seas, we still could not have 
won. We were sucked into a trap. 
Then the antiwar resistance was 
practically encouraged by both 
the US and Soviet governments 
for cross purposes. Or was it the 
same purpose?

Registration will begin at 9 
a.m., and guided tours of the 
State House, documents office, 
library and other Com- 
monwealth offices will start at 
10:30. Participants will be in- 
troduced to the representatives 


from their districts. At 11:30 
there’ll be a lunch on the Boston 
Common, with speakers. 


Abbie on Bail 


Former Yippie leader Abbie 
Hoffman has been released from 
jail on bail. 

Hoffman was released from a 
New York City jail after posting 
the required $10,000 in cash; also 
released after posting bail were 
three of his co-defendants, 
Carole Ramer, Dianne Peterson, 
and Michael Drosman. 

Hoffman and the three others 
were arrested last month in New 
-York on charges of selling three 
pounds of cocaine to undercover 
policemen. The four could be 
given a prison sentence of 15 
years to life if convicted. 

Hoffman’s defense committee 
estimates that legal fees could 
run as high as $100,000, and is 
planning a series of benefit con- 
certs to help raise money. They 
plan to file a number of legal 
challenges to the 
arrest—including an argument 
that New York’s classification of 
cocaine and heroin under the 
same statute is unconstitutional. 


Keyed Off 


Two West German psy- 
chiatrists report that modern 
music, with its high noise levels 
and discordant harmonies, is 
causing musicians to suffer from 
nervousness, sleeplessness and 
sexual impotency. 

This is the finding of a survey 
of 208 musicians who were 
studied by Doctors Marie Luise 
Fuhrmeister and Eckart 
Wiesenhutter. They found that 
the louder and more discordant 
the music was, the more severe 
were the symptoms suffered by 
musicians throughout their 
careers. 

They found that most 
musicians who played loud, 
modern music complained about 
nervousness, irritability, 
aggressiveness, sleeplessness, 
head and ear aches, stomach 
pains and diarrhea. Several male 
musicians, they added, com- 
plained of becoming sexually im- 
potent. 

The two psychiatrists com- 
pared these musicians with 
others who played only har- 
monious, classical pieces, and 
discovered tdhat they did not 
suffer from similar symptoms. 

World Slavery 

A London-based anti-slavery 
group reports that there are at 
least 38 nations in the world that 
are presently practicing slavery. 

The Anti-Slavery Society 
states that 17 African, 15 Asian 
and six South American coun- 
tries are actively engaged in in- 
ternational trafficking of slaves. 
Interpol, the European police 
force, has discovered that there 
are at least two major inter- 
national rings which specialize 
in providing ‘‘white female 
slaves” to the Middle East. 

According. to Interpol, the 
traders lure young women from 
Europe to the Middle East by 
promising them jobs as 
secretaries or receptionists, or by 
arranging acting troupes to tour 
the Middle East. The Anti- 
Slavery Society says that 
Afghanistan is one of the most 
common places in the world to 
find human slaves—adding that 
there are ‘‘personal and 
household slaves, slaves for sex- 
ual gratification and slaves for 
work.” 

Interpol agents who have in- 
filtrated the international slave 
rings report that slave traders 
use their own coded language. 

An example, a “bottle of 1950 
cognac” means a 23-year-old 
French girl; an “English dic- 
tionary published in 1954’ is a 
19-year-old English redhead. 

The Anti-Slavery Society es- 
timates that there are at least 10 
million human slaves in the 
world today.

The National Aeronautics and 

Space Administration (NASA) 
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The Movement: ‘We Just Can’t Do Nothing’

Bad news on the doorstep 
I can’t remember if I cried 
When I read about his widowed bride 
Something touched me deep inside 
The day the music died. 

— from Bye Bye Miss American Pie. 


That moment when we thought history 
was us has passed. 

Elinor Langer tells us in a forthcoming 
issue of Working Papers, “our generation 
is dead.” And we are left facing the 
realization of our fears, the evidence that 
gives substance to our old paranoia, detail 
perfect. It is painful to be so right. There 
is no joy in winning the point because 
many of us feel we have lost the argu- 
ment. 

Our generation as an historical force is 
dead but most of us are not. We are left to 
ask the unavoidable question: What is to 
be done? ‘The answer,” as Langer writes 
for us, “‘cannot be ‘nothing.’ ”’. 

Picking up the pieces. Salvaging our 
sanity, our happiness. Understanding 
what we did ‘‘wrong.” Middle class white 
radicals, born to immediate satisfaction, 
now learning patience, to keep on keeping 
on as Fannie Lou Hamer used to say with 
the bone. deep patience of hundreds of 
years of waiting. Building. 


It is happening in many different 
places, in different ways. In this post- 
linear, post-print, post-literate age there 
are two new publications to keep alive 
and chronicle the on-going battle. They 
are the Cambridge Institute’s quarterly, 
Working Papers for a New Society and the 
Popular Economics Press’ first of four 
booklets titled “Why do we spend so 
much money?” 


Working Papers, as contributor Derek 
Shearer describes it, is the first 
cooperative venture by a left-wing think 
tank to make ideas on the left accessible 
to people, to communicate in a formal 
way. 

Unlike the projects born of the sixties, 
it starts off muted, acknowledging the 
rock bottom despair of those who fought 
hardest. “The heady fantasies of the 
1960s have proved evanescent, and most 
of those who believed in them have 
become politically demoralized. 
Demoralization has been followed by 
apathy, and apathy by creeping ac- 
quiescence. Americans hate losers,” 
Christopher Jencks, one of the magazine’s 
editors writes in his introductory notes. 
Working Papers modestly offers itself as 
“a forum for those who still have some 
hope, or who would like to catch an oc- 
casional glimpse of sotheone who'does.” It 
is holding out an alternative to despair 
and surrender for those who find the two 
morally and politically untenable. For the 
most part the modes of communications 
built up within and around the Move- 
ment have withered and died. Now that 
the general mood points toward retrench- 
ment from the exposed positions of the 
sixties, positions to which even the most 
established. media finally had to give 
voice, Working Papers speaks at least 
partly to those out there still struggling, 
and gives them the invaluable sense that 
they are not alone in their isolation. 


The Intended Audience 


A publication’s intended audience 
reveals more about its intentions than any 
fine flowing editorial promises. “Working 
Papers is for policy analysts, cabinet 
makers (I was assured the pun was un- 
intended; perhaps that makes it all the 
more revealing), and futurologists; for 
doctors, housewives, and urban 
revolutionaries,” the first issue an- 
nounces. The diversity of its hoped for 
readership and the resulting eclecticism 
of the articles say much about the 
ideological and material state of the Left. 

We’ve given up finding the one true 
way. Even when some of us thought we 
had it too few bought it. There is a return 
to the American pie beliefs in pluralism 
and pragmatism. Make friends where you 
find them, including within ‘‘the 
economic, political, and intellectual 
elite,” as Jencks puts it. What works, 
works: experimentation and speculation 
will be encouraged. Anyone looking for 
definitive articles should turn to Time or 
the Daily Worker (it’s the Daily World. 
now) Jencks suggests. 

The Left concedes revolution is not im- 
minent, “except perhaps from the right,” 


Jencks says. So, to the extent we see 
ourselves as revolutionaries we have 
succeeded in writing ourselves out of the 
script. Right onto the cutting room floor 
of history; unless we can persuade 
ourselves we were wrong, that it is possi- 
ble to work within the Beast, to make in- 


cremental changes. Institutional change - 


will come about through a change in pop- 
ular attitudes and values, Jencks main- 
tains. The argument is part New Left 
politics — change in our heads, other 
people’s heads must precede meaningful 
and lasting institutional changes. Jenck’s 
analysis is that the Movement failed in 
the Sixties because it offered no ‘“‘‘plausi- 


of the editors of Working Papers) are back 
now, back at their old jobs of writing and 
thinking because that’s what they are 
good at and that’s what they know how to 
do best. (In the first issue Kopkind tells of 
his year on a Vermont commune, of the 
personal and political insights he gained, 
and of the future potential for the com- 
munal movement.) 

Given its mission — to provide the vi- 
sion and the concrete proposals the Left 
has lacked — Working Papers has decided 
to steer clear of exposes, detailed guides to 
just how and why the system fails. That, 
editor John Case says, happened in the 
early Sixties; also, other publications like

institutions. Richard Appelbaum, assis- 
tant professor at the University of Califor- 
nia, gives the history and the lessons 
_ learned from efforts to find an appropriate 
form of government for Isla Vista, the 
sprawling, largely student populated un- 
iversity town. And there are some very 
specific proposals for reclaiming 
ownership of land (by former OEO 
economist Geoffrey Faux) and converting 
military establishments (by Ramparts 
columnist and former B.A.D. editor Derek 
Shearer). 
The Popular Economic Press’s 
booklet, Why do we spend so much 
money? puts forward a very clear political 


ble vision of how things might be different 
— and better.”” That’s where Working 
Papers comes in. Not that come the 
Revolution we will rush to the magazine’s 
files for the blue prints of the new age. 
Rather, Jencks sees this kind of thinking 
asa ‘‘strategy for reviving the Left. in 
America.” Criticizing the Nixon ad- 
ministration will not produce the new 
ideas, the change in the tone of public 
debate which will prevent us making the 
same mistakes in “the next political 
thaw.” 

The argument is an attempt to have it 
both ways. Reformism will not work; our 
social system must be completely 
overhauled. And yet we recognize that is 
not likely in the immediate future, that 
its failures have not been great enough to 
persuade the majority or even a goodly 
portion of the population that it needs the 
Left to lead the way towards radical 
change. But Jencks manages to write in 
the next paragraph, “existing institutions 
are quite likely to fail and large numbers 
of people are therefore likely to become 
interested in radical change over the next 
generation.” Quite. 


Having rejected the Marxist dialectic, 
we can not honestly accept the breakdown 
of capitalism as a tenet of our faith. Nor 
do we want to accept that the answer 
might be “never.” Just maybe we are to 
the second American revolution what the 
Narodniki were to the Bolsheviks. In the 
end we have to have that hope or Working 
Papers and the attempts at radical alter- 
natives it reports on will function largely 
as a source of amusement. The tenuous 
nature of that hope, the problems of 
fighting the absurd with further absur- 
dities (such as the radical lawyer who con- 
tinues to practise law to do away with the 
legal system), drove away from the front 
lines of the Movement many who could 
not commit themselves to instant revolu- 
tion; drove away from their ‘radical’ jobs 
and into the woods, literally and 
metaphorically. A few have given up their 
professions and their privileges per- 
manently to work in steel mills or fac- 
tories, but many, like Andy Kopkind (one 


Ramparts already provide the service. 
True, and within the context of the new 
pluralism, it is an ideologically attractive 
position for this new magazine. But it is a 
dangerous one. As Jencks points out 
“programmatic thinking is generally 
sterile unless it is based.on an. analysis. of 
current problems.’’ Beyond that, there is 
a danger that the magazine’s anti- 
ideological ideology will mask and stand 
as a substitute for careful examination of 
the belief system it espouses. Just as in 
the early Sixties radical critics destroyed 
Daniel Bell’s end of ideologies’ ideology, 
punctured the myth behind which all the 
old unchanged values had taken refuge, a 
latter generation may make the same 
criticism of Working Papers. 


However, the editors have not made a 
mistake in banishing rhetoric from their 
pages. The articles are consistently 
readable. A few, such as Eli Langer’s up- 
coming reminiscences on the Sixties, 
sparkle. It is refreshing as it is rare to find 
a publication which takes itself seriously 
in the political and academic worlds and 
is also enjoyable. 


The first issue, while not as rigorous in 
its program proposals as the second, 
covers a wider range of issues presented in 
different formats: developments of new 
towns, reorganizing the factory assembly 
line, a piece on food coops, a futuristic 
view of problems of a North American 
Commonwealth of ethnic and interest 
groups, and Kopkind’s very personal 
piece. Writers range from Left heavies 
like Staughton Lynd, Andre Gorz (under 
his journalist’s pen name), and Arthur 
Waskow to lesser known academics and 
journalists. The second and only other 
issue so far is more coherent if denser, 
concentrating on democratic politics and 
economic reforms. Jane Mansbridge’s 
piece examining the limitations of par- 
ticipatory democracy at a town meeting of 
those who felt excluded from real power 
even in this most direct form of govern- 
ment, combines the sensitivities to unar- 
ticulated personal oppression gained of 
the Sixties with a more formal criticism of 


position We are losing our shirts on all 
vital services and the monopoly 
capitalists are walking off with the bun- 
dle. What’s more we’re not getting what 
we pay for. Services, from transportation 
to housing to health, are terrible. And the 
regulatory agencies ‘prime function seems 
to be to assure ever greater profits to the 
regulated. 


The story is told with the facts, 
courtesy of the Establishment (the New 
York Times, Fortune, Business Week), 
and simple, strong language. The authors, 
a group of graduate students at the Cam- 
bridge Goddard school studying political 
economics with Derek Shearer, have 
taken every day situations and real life 
economic questions (‘“‘Why are rents so 
high?”) and given easily understandable 
answers. The text is boldly laid out with 
numerous graphics and newspaper clips. 
It is the easiest most painless way to a 
quick understanding of problems plagu- 
ing us all — high rents, high cost of food, 
and so on. 


Unlike Working Papers, the authors 
feel it is necessary to give a rundown of 
why things don’t work to stimulate people 
to take action for change. It is a booklet 
liberal arts majors, high school students, 
and union members will all find useful. 


The group which has formed the non- 
profit Popular Economics Press to bring 
out three more booklets (on work, money, 
and a proposal for an economic bill of 
rights) put up their own funds to produce 
the book. 


Like many radicals, they have close 
knowledge of the system they attack. 
Most are the children of big industrialists. 
Steve Babson of the Babson Institute 
family (the school just graduated Edsel 
Ford who did not work with the Popular 
Economics Press; he joined his father’s 
firm) is one of the co-authors.

It’s for Pedestrians Only 


One of Boston’s oldest 
neighborhoods has become the site for 
one of the city’s most contemporary 
design innovations: the pedestrian 
mall. The beneficiary of Boston’s first 
ban on cars is the North End’s Salem 
Street, whose sidewalks have always 
been flanked by shop windows full of 
sausage and veal specials, even when 
the streets were filled with cars. Now 
that autos have been gone during 
business hours for the past six weeks, 
business for the Italian and Jewish 
storeowners has never been better, ac- 
cording to Vito Aluia of the North End 
Little City Hall, which brought the 
idea from the Salem Street merchants 
to City Hall. With aid from the 
Bicentennial Commission, which 
hopes eventually to reroute the 
Freedom Trail down placid Salem 


Street, merchants brought benches 
and litter baskets, which residents 
decorated in colors of the Italian flag. 

Originally designed as an eight-week 
experiment, Aluia says the mall is sure 


to be continued, and perhaps extended 


to other parts of the crowded North 
End. Plans are afoot to provide cheap 
bus service between the Government 
Center underground parking lot and 
the North End, both for tourists, 
restaurants fanciers, and North Enders 
themselves, who may park their cars in 
the garage at night. 

“‘A year ago if you had talked about 
closing the street to cars people would 
have laughed at you,” says Vito Aluia. 
“Now they wonder why they didn’t do 
it sooner.”’ One thing for sure: it costs 
less than the Quincy Market renova- 
tion.

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Divorced Fathers 
Fight Court System

“We're not fighting our wives or ex- 
wives, we're fighting the court system.” 
—Robert G. LeClair, member of Fathers 
United for Equal Justice. 


They meet once a week to counsel and 
discuss equality, motivation and self- 
respect. Sounds like a women’s lib group, 
but they are all men. Divorced men. And, 
to be more specific, divorced men who are 
separated from their children, wish they 
weren't, and are willing to do something 
about it. 

‘When they first began meeting weekly, 
the divorced fathers were concerned most- 
ly with morale boosting. With time they 
discovered they could do more than just 
talk about problems of losing spouse, 
home, and a large portion of their salary 
for years to come in alimony, child sup- 
port and legal fees. The emotional horror 
was losing custody of their children and 
knowing that the chances of getting them 
back were ridiculously slim. They started 
watching the courts, observing patterns, 
compiling facts to back up their conten- 
tion that judges rule consistently for the 
woman, no matter what the facts of the 
case. 

The organization, now nearly 200 strong 
and six months old, decided to do 
everything they could to fight the court 
system they say is inequitable. The for- 
mal aims of the Fathers United for Equal 
Justice include: 


— Equal custody rights for men. 


— Procedures to determine the best in- 
terest of children. 


— Securing and enforcing reasonable 
visitation rights. 


— Securing meaningful procedures 
before forcing men from their homes. 


— An end to the practice of forcing men 
to pay unjust attorney fees. 


— An end to the ancient thinking about 
the proper role of the woman in the home 
and the conception that men are “just the 
wage earners.” 


— An end to forcing men into poverty 
by taking thir homes and earnings; then 
denying them an adequate amount to 
provide for their own subsistance. 


“The man always gets the blame. There 
is this typical image that if something 
happened in a marriage, the husband 
must have been running around,” said 
one divorced father. “I’ve heard so many 
times of lawyers advising their clients 
(the wives) that they don’t have a worry 
in the world. They’ll get whatever they 
ask for. And they do.” 


One member of Father’s United talked 
about his trip through the courts. He was 
evicted from his home when he refused his 
wife the divorce she wanted. The wife un- 
derwent a series of emotional traumas and 
was hospitalized after she attempted 
suicide on two separate occasions. She 
called him once, threatening to kill their 
children, and had to be subdued by 
police. The father tried to get custody of 
the children. The evidence seemed to 
assure his case: the wife had been 
diagnosed by her doctors as self- 
destructive, and an investigation of the 
home by a_ court-appointed guardian 
recommended that the father be given 
custody. The judge refused to grant 
custody to the father, and the children re- 
main with their mother. 


In another case, the mother was an ad- 
mitted alcoholic who had rejected her 
children, refusing to see them for long 
periods of time. The judge awarded 
custody of the children to her. Why? The 
judge told the father (who had been 
fighting for custody of his children) that 
“I’ve seen some families where one of the 
parents was an alcoholic, and some of the 
kids turn out just fine.” 


Thomas Phillips, a member of Father’s 
United executive board, lives in a room he 
rents for $20 a week from a family in Ran- 
dolph. His ex-wife and four children live 
in the six and a half room house he bought 
years ago. Members of Father’s United 
say he is typical. Most fathers are reduced 
to a lifestyle that they hate to show their 
children. (“I can’t take them to that 
crummy room,” one member said, referr- 
ing to his rented room “They’d be shock- 
ed. They’d be disappointed and em- 
barrassed for me. They’d feel sorry for 
me.”’) 

Phillips sometimes take his eldest child 
up to his room to play cards, or read. She 
knows he has no phone or cooking 
facilities, and has to share a bath. Phillips 
doesn’t know how she feels about his un- 
familiar poverty, but he mentioned that 
he gets to see her less now, and has to dis- 
cipline himself to accept it. “My visita- 
tion rights say I can see her from 10 to 5 on 
Sundays. . . but she’s fifteen, and Sunday 
is a big day for her to see friends... friends 
her own age.” Now he sticks to 4 to 6 p.m. 
visitation hours twice a week. 

Phillips gave an example of the court’s 
refusal to take facts of the case into con- 
sideration. Under his wife’s health plan at 
work (Boston Stock Exchange Clearing 
Corporation) the family can get full 
health insurance for twelve cents a week. 
The court ordered Phillips to take out in- 
surance at a cost of $9.60 a week. 

“T don’t think they (the courts) put any 
more thought into custody than they did 
into that financial arrangement,” Phillips 
said of the insurance ruling. 

“The courts force a kind of adversary 
system — one of the parties has to be 
found guilty — and they turn the solving 
of family matters into a dehumanizing ex- 
perience.” Phillips said. “The system 
creates bitterness. It turns custody into 
ownership of the children, and nothing 
should force you like that to be a non- 
parent. 

“The worst part of the divorce is the 
destruction of the relationship between 
the parent and the child.” 

“And visitation rights,” another father 
added, “have to be the cruelest form of 
mental torture ever devised.” 

Father’s United is trying to help its 
members win custody, but the statistics 
(if not the courts) are against them. 


Contest on a custody case occurs in only. 


about five percent of divorce cases. Of 
those cases where the father tries to get 
custody only about three percent succeed. 
The system prevents many men from try- 
ing to get custody, Father’s United 
members say, for financial reasons. “It 
takes from $3,000 to $5,000 just for your 
own legal fees... and then you might have 
to pay your ex-wife’s fees too. I know of a 
guy who’s already spent almost three 
years and $20,000, maybe $25,000 trying 
to get custody....” In the meantime, he 
attends Father’s United meetings and 
counsels others who have decided to give 
it a try, whatever the odds.

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Boston Cops: What They Read?

The problem with cops, said the 
sociologist of the Sixties, was that they 
talked only to other cops. The next logical 
question, a point of curiosity today as 
much as then, was: “Well, what do they 
say?”’ The answer is forthcoming, 
monthly in print. 

The Boston cops have a newspaper, Pax 
Centurion, born the bane of the Mayor of 
Boston and Robert diGrazia, the new 
reform-minded Commissioner of Police, is 
being put out by the Boston Police 
Patrolmen’s Association (BPPA). Tabloid 
in size, the third issue of the Centurion, 
crammed with ads, is being sent to the 
printer this week. Circulation is now run- 
ning about 12, 000, nine thousand to police 
in Boston and across the state. 

Like some pornographic books which 
come off the presses with sticky pages, 
Pax Centurion is dusted with gunpowder, 
fanged by police dogs and folded with bil- 
ly clubs. You expect a police union 
newspaper to be conservative, but this is 
really a surprise. 

Local politics have to be considered 
separately. The BPPA and the city are in 
contract negotiations and a reform police 
commissioner is making no secret of the 
fact that his job is to clean up a police 
department riddled with corruption. On 
top of that, the BPPA leadership was up 
for re-election (the current militant 
leadership was re-elected last Wednes- 
day) and there are self-serving factors in 
the paper’s bombastic excess of anti- 
administration rhetoric. (Page one 
headline, July: “Mayor White Takes 
Anti-Labor Position;” August: “Mayor 
White Befuddled by First Pax Cen- 
turion”’) 

But still! Pax Centurion is the view 
from the cesspool, a bewildering cooly 
hysterical way of looking at the world. 
The Centurion’s politics range to an area 
somewhere to the right of Herod — and 
from within the cesspool, it all seems 
quite reasonable, surrounded as we are by 
“maggots” (a word here as much the

dergrounds). 


Bircher Material 


Five pages of the August issue, for 
instance, are lifted from The Review of 
the News (unidentified by the BPPA as 
the John Birch Society magazine). 
Richard Nixon is seen in this article in 
cahoots with the “radical” Ford Founda- 
tion in a “‘well-coordinated conspiracy to 
convert the United States into a dic- 
tatorship;” a Communist dictatorship, 
since Bircher logic has Nixon a Commie 


puppet. Ultra-rightist Louisiana 
Congressman John Rarick (who was 
assisted by this reporter last year in 
locating the Army Intelligence file on his 
KKK activities) is here seen as a 
crusading saint, while the “radical” 
Police Foundation (from which Keven 
White drafted his top aide, Robert Kiley) 
who chose diGrazia, is a front for the con- 
spiracy. 


For ‘filler there are items like the one 
noting that in Iran possession of more 
than ten grams of heroin means the firing 


squad, and little essays like the one titled: 
“Old West Alive and Well in Boston.” 
“The wild cowboy is replaced by De Mau 
Mau, the P.R. Indepentistas, the white 
middle class maggots in West Roxbury, 
the local street punks. . .,”” wrote this of- 
ficer. ““The big rancher (who has the local 
pols at his mercy) has been replaced by 
the fawning liberal” with big money and a 
biased press. 


Officer Arthur Porter, who edited the 


first two issues, wrote a column in which 
he puts the red star brand on State 
Secretary of Human Services Peter Gold- 
mark (‘In his college days he was a 
member of SDS!’’) and a “Mr. Wasser- 
man’’, who was recently appointed to be 
in charge of training at the Boston Police 
Academy, Wasserman is inexplicably 
condemned for graduating, just 
graduating, from “‘ultra-radical” Antioch 
College in Ohio. 

“Could it be,” muses Officer Porter, 
“that these ‘students’ of the late sixties 
who could not beat us in the street are do- 
ing it another way — by becoming our 
bosses?” 

The Centurion also published some 
reputable conservative political commen- 
tary, like a long article on the Supreme 
Court swing to the right from the Penn- 
sylvania Law Enforcement Journal. 
However, the ideological tone is set by 
headlines like “To Wall for Dope in Iran” 
and the item on a 1969 survey showing 50 
per cent of American men agreeing that 
shooting was a “good way of handling 
campus disturbances” and 63 percent 
agreeing that “police should shoot during 
ghetto disturbances.” (A bad month in 
‘69, when that poll was taken!) There are 
also monthly self-defense columns and 
several items on different types of guns. 
The only Boston pol given favorable men- 
tion was the obsequiously pro-PPA city 
councillor Albert ‘‘Dapper’” O‘Neil, who 
rated four stories in two issues. 

Two other elements go into the monthly 
design of the Centurion. ‘‘Frankly,”’

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Black Liberation Army Arrests in N.Y.

“There will be no pictures of the pigs 
shooting down the brothers on instant 
replay. The revolution will not be 
televised.”

NEW YORK — They televised 1801 
Bryant Avenue the other night; close-ups 
of the heavy metal doors to apartment B, 
riddled with something like 50 bullet 
holes, of the splintered wooden door to 
apartment C, of bullet holes the size of 
your fist through the walls; the aftermath 
of the 15-minute shootout between the 
Black Liberation Army and the New York 
Police Dept. in a South Bronx tenament. 
It started about 7:30 on the evening of 
Sept. 17, when a raiding party of about 35 
from the tactical patrol force, the transit 
authority police and the FBI converged on 
Bryant Avenue and E. 174th St. Their 
target was an apartment (described by 
poli¢e as a BLA “‘haven”’) occupied by 23- 
year-old Eleanor Brown. The TPF and the 
FBI were apparently after Twymon, 
Myers, who was indicted in Brooklyn last 
month with 8 other alleged BLA “chief- 
tains” on charges ranging from murder to 
grand larceny and who is also wanted “‘for 
questioning”’ in the slaying of two 
policemen in the East Village last year. 
The MTA cops were after Robert Hayes, 
wanted in the killing of a transit authority 
policeman in a shootout last June in the 
174th street station of the IRT elevated 
subways, only a few blocks away from the 
Bryant Avenue apt. 


The cops (who were accompanied by 


two units from the Fire Dept., just in case 
things got out of hand with the tear gas) 
made sure the suspects were in the 
building, then proceeded to cordon off the 
block and clear the streets. A few minutes 
later they rushed the building without 
identifying themselves and the shooting 
began. 


Who Fired First? 


It’s not clear who fired first, but the 
police say they were met by_a volley of 
gunfire when they broke down the wooden 
door. One of the MTA cops was hit in the 
leg. The metal door refused to budge, 
although bullets fired sliced through it 
like cheese. One of the men inside ap- 
parently stumbled out to surrender, but 
when the police called on the others to do 
likewise they say they were answered by 
another volley of gunfire. Then, despite 
the known presence of a small baby in- 
side, tear gas was used to flush out the oc- 
cupants. 

The haul: three men, three women and 
a two-week-old baby. The men were 
Melvin Kearney, wanted in the killing of 
two cops in the East Village and named in 
the Brooklyn indictment; Avon White, 
also indicted in Brooklyn and hunted on 
suspicion of attempted murder oftwo other 
cops, and Robert Hayes. The women were 
Eleanor Brown, Michelle Scott of Harlem 
and Brenda Hayes, Robert’s 19-year-old 
wife. The baby was with Mrs. Hayes. 

But there was no Twymon Myers. Early 


police reports said Myers had been 
spotted “‘in the vicinity” and- police had 
hoped to capture him. (They claim to 


-have had the apartment staked out for 


months, and to have delayed the raid un- 
til an informant reported that Myers was 
inside.) Police Commissioner Donald 
Cawley refused to confirm the early 
reports, but he travelled to Washington 
the next day in a successful effort to per- 
suade the FBI to put Myers on the Ten 
Most Wanted List. Later police reports 
dropped the emphasis on Myers and said 
the raid was based simply on reports that 
Hayes was in the apartment, leading to 
speculation that Myers may have escaped 
during the shootout. The MTA police 
claim to have gotten a tip off on Hayes 
nine days before the raid. 

The toll: three cops and one suspect in- 
jured, and reports of one bystander killed. 
One of the wounded cops was the MTA 
patrolman; the other two were detectives 
from the City’s major case section; one 
reportedly shot in the buttocks and the 
other reportedly shot in the hand but 
released from the hospital after treat- 
ment. The wounded suspect was Hayes, 
who police say was shot in the face during 
the shootout but who appeared in court 
the next day with a bandage around his 
head and over one eye. 

The New York Times story the day 
after the shootout carried ‘early uncon- 
firmed reports” that “an unidentified 
man’ was shot and killed during the gun 
battle. The man was reportedly found ly- 


ing dead inside a neighborhing tenement 
house shortly after the raid. Police later 
denied any knowledge of the death. 


The police staged another show of force 
the next day when they transferred the 
prisoners from a local stationhouse to the 
Bronx Criminal Court for arraignment. 
Two van-loads of shotgun toting cops ac- 
companied a third van carrying the 
prisoners to the courthouse, where more 
than 100 officers were lined up inside to 
provide security. 


Guerrilla War 


It was the aftermath of the latest battle 
in the continuing guerrilla war between 
the NYPD and the Black Liberation Ar- 
my. The officials were jubilant at this 
latest victory; Police Commissioner 
Cawley declared that it had “‘substantial- 
ly crippled” the BLA, a claim he has 
made after each police assault. The police 
have consistently argued that the BLA 
has no more than 25 or 30 “hard-core” 
members and maybe 75 supporters. With 
the three men behind bars on $250,000 
bail each and the three women likewise 
with $50,000 each, that leaves Myers as 
“the only leader of the Black Liberation 
Army that police are searching for now.” 
And they are searching: Myers is believed 
to be still in the New York City area, and 
every patrol car in the city carries his mug 
shot with a notation, “‘believed to be arm- 
ed and extremely dangerous.” 
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Agribusiness Gold:75 Cents on YourFood Dollar

The real story behind the fatter and 
fatter checks you’re giving out each week 
to your supermarket isn’t about the flood- 
ed soybean crops, a shady corporate grain 
deal with Russia, or even the failure of 


Nixon’s latest price “control” programs. 


It lies instead in the corporate offices of 
the agribusiness conglomerates who are 
seizing control of the food chain between 
farmer and consumer — dictating crop 
prices and controlling food processing, 
packaging, transportation, distribution 
and retail sales. 

These middlemen list names on their 
mailboxes like Tenneco, Ling-Temco- 
Vought, ITT, Goodyear Tire and Rubber, 
Bank of America, Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric, Standard Oil of California and — 
don’t look for any garden plots in the 
Plaza — Prudential Life. And they’re 
soaking up two-thirds of your food dollars 
in the process. 

Amidst all the nonsense about the food 
crisis being spread by the government and 
most of the media, there’s a lone voice 
picking apart the economic realities — a 
combined effort by the Washington- 
based Agribusiness Accountability Pro- 
ject, Fred Harris’ New Populist Action 
and the Nader-backed Project on Cor- 
porate Responsibility. the groups have 
launched a nationwide Food Action Cam- 
paign — recently they sponsored a public 
hearing in Boston — to try to teach eaters 
that it’s not the struggling farmer or 
destiny who’s boosting food bills but the 
nation’s largest conglomerates. 

The way USDA paints the picture, 
over half the farmers in this country are 
“small” farmers, subsisting on less than 
$5,000 per year in sales, and they sell to 
32,000 different food manufacturers. But 
as the Food Action Campaign points out, 
huge agribusiness firms are making two- 
thirds of all farm sales, and a tiny 0.3 per 
cent of the manufacturers are reaping 71 
per cent of the profits. By vertically in- 
tegrating the food chain, they dictate 
terms and prices at every step of produc- 
tion and marketing. 


The Food Action Campaign has 
selected Del Monte, the world’s largest 
canner of fruits and vegetables, as its 
target. This billion dollar per year mul- 
tinational conglomerate produces 16 per 
cent of the canned foods in the United 
States and over 20 per cent of the canned 
foods in Canada. First, Del Monte takes 
raw produce directly from its 55 farms, 
ranches and plantations in the US, 
Canada, Kenya, the Philippines and 
Latin America, and then buys the rest of 
it from 10,000 “independent” farmers un- 
der contract. USDA reports that 78 per 
cent of all the processed vegetables in this 
country are sold under contract, a con- 
temporary serfdom which binds a farmer 
and crops to the corporation. Under con- 
tract, farmers agree a year in advance to 
sell a fixed volume of their future crops at 
a fixed, pro-rated price — trading 
marketing independence for “‘security.” 
As the Food Action Campaign points out, 
this kind of security is scarcely worth it. 

Consider asparagus. Del Monte and two 
other firms produce 45 per cent of the 
canned asparagus, which-they buy from 
farmers in six states. (Just four cor- 
porations, according to the Federal Trade 
Commission, produce 72 per cent of the 
canned tomato sauce, 62 per cent of the 
apples, 53 per cent of the corn and 53 per 
cent of the peas.) The companies have 
each staked out their regional turf, so 
nearby farmers either take the contracts, 
or sell to nobody. Del Monte, agreed in 
advance to pay 23 cents per pound last 
year — except for that part of the 
asparagus crop which company inspectors 
deemed not “acceptable.” That part of 
the crop earned the farmers .0005 cents — 
that’s not a typo, .0005 cents — per 
pound. Under the contract, a farmer may 
not sell the asparagus elsewhere if Del 
Monte wants these culls. And a shrewd 
company like Del Monte rarely passes up 
a good deal. 

The company doesn’t pass along the 
savings to consumers either : you pay just 
as dearly for Del Monte’s asparagus cuts 


and tips (the .0005 cents per pound “re- 
jects”) as you pay for the rest of the crop. 

Once it buys the produce, Del Monte 
processes the food at its own canneries 
and frozen food plants, in cans manufac- 
tured by its own can manufacturing 
plant, and then ships it from its own air 
freight stations, ocean terminal and

trucker outlets to over 700 nursing homes, 
hotels, schools and factories (and United 
Airlines) and restaurants — and countless 
groceries. 

The Food Action Campaign stresses 
that it has chosen Del Monte only as a 
symbol of the food industry; it could have 
focused.on other corporations just as well, 
like Tenneco. This petroleum con- 
glomerate farms 1.7 million acres of land 
through its Kern County Land Company 
in California (the farm received $1.3 
million in USDA farm payments in 1971). 
It raises its fruits and vegetables using its 


oyoyd asowrsseg 


own fertilizers and pesticides, manufac- 
tured by Tenneco Chemicals, Inc.; and 
harvests them in tractors, built: by its sub- 
sidiary J.I. Case, and powered by Tenneco 
Oil Co. fuel. Tenneco packs the food in 
containers — made by its Packaging Cor- 
poration of America, and distributes them 
through Heggblade-Marguleas, the 
largest distributor of fresh fruits and 
vegetables in the nation. Finally, the con- 
glomerate sells its Sun Giant brand 
produce in its own retailoutlets,cropping 
up next to Tenneco Oil gas stations across 
the country. 

Whenever I watch CBS and NBC 
reporters interviewing craggy-faced 
overalled farmers about soaring food 
prices, on the evening news, I wonder why 
they never interview the farmers who real- 
ly have the answers — for example, the 
Del Monte Board of Directors. That 
would include directors of AT&T, the 
Bank of California, Standard Oil of 
California, Chrysler Corporation, Wells 
Fargo Bank, First National City Bank, 
American Express and Pacific Gas and 
Electric. They know where the money’s 
going. “Join the second gold rush!” a 
Pacific Gas ad in the New York Times 
shouted a few years ago. “Discover the 
gold in agribusiness: the . . . super- 
business.” 

While consumers pay exorbitant prices 
in the markets and shake their heads at 
the shortage of meat, the food con- 
glomerates are crying — all the way to the 
banks. Iowa Beef Processors reported a 
112.6 per cent increase in profiis during 
the first six months in 1973; other com- 
panies didn’t do quite as well. Campbell’s 
Soup eked out a 40 per cent profit increase 
in the second quarter of 1973, Stokely- 
Van Camp 24 per cent, and Del Monte in- 
creased its profits only 13 per cent. 
Profits for food companies in general, the 
Wall Street Journal reports, surged 16.2 
per cent. That’s a fairly decent showing, 
considering that consumers face an 
economic crisis, for any business which 
complains it’s on the skids. 
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School Reformers Can Thank Gabe!

It’s not at all clear that City Councillor 
Gabriel Piemonte knew what he was do- 
ing, but by the time he had done it last 
Monday, a chance for reform of the 
Boston School Committee had been 
resurrected and pointed toward a special 
election next April. 


The lame-duck Piemonte, who had 
been called the swing vote in a Council 
closely-divided over restructuring of the 
scandal-tainted Boston School Com- 
mittee, wrought the compromise which 
sent home happy some 300 reformers who 
had packed the usually-vacant Council 
‘gallery. 


“You could call it a comeback victory of 
major proportion,” said David Smith, 
Northeastern professor of the Coalition 
for School System Reform. He referred to 
the 8-1 vote which may place four School 
Committee reform plans on an April 
special primary ballot, with the highest 
vote-getter of the four to face the status- 
quo — the unpaid five-man Committee 
elected at-large — in a runoff in 
November, 1974. The “home-rule” peti- 
tion to that effect passed by the Coincil 
must gain approval from the Mayor, 
Governor and Legislature, all of which are 
expected. Reform — even abolition of the 
Committee, could take place by 1976. 


“It’s not exactly what we wanted,” con- 
tinued Smith, who had pushed for a 


referendum this November, “but we can 
live with it. The only reason it happened 
is because several hundred citizens just 
didn’t give up.” 


It would be nice for the sake of pop- 
ulism to think that true, but evidence 
points to a deft combination of 
parliamentary manuevering, flattery, and 
bluff-calling on the part of the Council’s 
pro-reform minority as the real agents in 


the compromise victory. It may even have 
been fatigue on the parts of some as the 
Council dragged into its second overtime 
meeting in as many weeks. 


For until halfway through the session, 
the majority of the Council had seemed 
quite unembarrassed and ready to again 
let a reform referendum go the way of the 
West End, as they had voted, 5 to 4, to do 
the week before (Phoenix, Sept. 10.). 


The Four Reform Plans 


It now appears that the following 
four plans for restructuring the Boston 
School Committee will find their way 
to a special referendum next April. 
The one most favored by voters will 
then be pitted ayainst the existing 
system in a run-off. This is a rough ap- 
proximation of the ballot you may see 
if you live in Boston: 

1) Abolish the School Committee 
and replace it with 36 parent-teacher- 
student coucils to run newly-drawn 
neighborhood districts. This has been 
termed the Mayor’s plan. It has been 
endorsed by the Coalition for School 
Reform, a group composed mainly of 
liberal educators and the black com- 
munity. 

3) Expansion of the Committee to 1 


members, all elected by districts, as 
opposed to the 5 who are now elected 
city-wide. The 11 would be advised by 
a 22-member community council. This 
has been devised by the Parents 
League for Better Education, a 
Dorchester — East Boston group. 


3) A plan proposed by current 
School Committee Chairman Paul 
Tierney to expand the committee to 
nine at-large members, who would be 
paid for their services as a deterrent to 
fund-raising abuses of the current 
volunteer committee. 


4) City Councillor Gerald O’Leary’s 
plan to add 4 members elected from 
districts to the 5 current at-large 
positions. 


The same vote had been tallied on a 
move to reconsider that decision, and the 
same shouts of “‘sell-out’’ had re- 
emphasized the gallery’s view of the 
political web that binds the Council and 
the present School Committee. An out- 
raged, pro-reform Councillor Lawrence 
DiCara had gone so far as to give his 
colleagues a history lesson on that part of 
the Declaration of Independence that dis- 
cusses the need for periodic change of 
government. 


Then, without warning, the wheels 
began to turn — a nine-month old resolu- 
tion was withdrawn from committee — 
and open-mouthed reformers seemed 
genuinely grateful that they were on the 
favored side of some legislative foolery. 


The scenario: 

A move to reconsider the reform plans, 
shunted to committee last week, had been 
defeated. Before the curses of the crowd 
could descend, pro-reform Councillor Joe 
Tierney asked that the Council im- 
mediately consider a resolution filed last 
January by Gabriel Piemonte which had 
been mired in the Executive Committee. 
That resolution called on the Council to 
investigate holding a special referendum 
in November on possible district 
representation on the School Committee 
— the very thing Piemonte had just voted 
against.

to land in Chile, was ex-Christian 
Democratic economy minister Gabriel 
Valdez. He had left his UN post in New 
York, rumor had it, in order to become the 
first of several Chilean presidents install- 
ed by the Junta. The big men on the right 
in Chile, Eduardo Frei and Onofre Jarpa, 
would not be foolish enough to assume the 
Presidency until the Junta purified water 
had been tested once or twice for 
dangerous Leftist opposition and the na- 
tion somewhat stabilized 
politically—purged a better word. Tall, 
with the striking features of a hungry 
_ vulture, the tweeded and flanneled 
Valdez gave press conferences at each 
stop—Miami, Panama, Lima and Buenos 
Aires, coyly denying he had any interest 
in Chilean politics in front of eager TV 
cameras. One NBC man decided after the 
second hour of posturing that Valdez had 
begun the President rumor himself and 
refused to interview him any more. 

In any case, Valdez was not important 
enough to get clearance and after a con- 
fused two hour delay in Lima we flew 
eastwards over Bolivia to Buenos Aires. 

Before and during the flight news had 
been so sketchy that I found it difficult 
and disorienting to imagine what was go- 
ing on in Chile. Countless times in Chile 
scenarios for a military coup or civil war 
had been mulled over by just about 
everyone. Usually the scenario assumed 
the fracturing of the armed forces into op- 
posing camps—whether that meant that 
the army might go with the government 
against the airforce or that the rank and 
file soldiers would go against the orders of 
their more conservative officers were all 
possibilities worked out in detail. But in 
fact the military in Chile remained un- 
predictable, and little understood; 
months when both the left and the right 
were making open and exaggerated efforts 
to swing the armed forces to their par- 
ticular sides. 

The June 29th coup, aborted because of 
troops and Generals loyal to the Unidad 
Popular, was a hopeful indication of 


where the military was leaning. But 
Allende refused to deal with the plotters 
severely or aggressively end the opposi- 
tion inspired strike of teamsters and 
merchants and professionals.He continued 
to play the political game, changing 
ministerial posts several times a week in 
order to keep the crisis situation from ex- 
ploding, especially trying to please con- 
servative militaryelements.Allendeallow- 
ed as muchenergyplaced into repressing 
militant worker factory takeovers after 
the aborted coup as he did in trying to 
control the hundreds of terrorist attacks 
made by Patria y Libertad (Fatherland 
and Liberty—a fascist group lead by 
Pavlo Rodriguez and Roberto Thieme) 
which had helped plot the coup. 

Allende consistently and, I think, quite 
hopefully and sincerely acted to keep his 
government working within the Constitu- 
tion, even when the opposition had long 
ceased to do so. This attitude, one strong- 
ly espoused and defended by the Com- 
munist Party, severely restrained the 
organization and progress of the 
revolutionary left in Chile, especially the 
work being done by MIR (Movement of 
the Revolutionary Left) and large 
segments of of the Socialist Party and 
other parties. 
The Headlines 

Now, flying high above the barren 
mountains of Bolivia, I read through the 
brief headline reports like The New York 
Daily News story ALLENDE LIKES 
WINE AND ROSES, BOTH RED in 
which it editorialized he got what he 
deserved because he savored good Scotch 
whiskies or the Post’s idiotic 
REVOLUTION IN CHILE. In every 
North American paper the editorial at- 
titude towards the coup was favorable, 
leading the reader to believe that the 
Unidad Popular was something which 
had been foisted upon Chile and that the 
economic ills were the inevitable result of 
trying to impose an economic system 
which had, of course, already been proved 
a failure half a dozen times in the rest of 
the world. Communism, the Marxist yoke 
was in the process of being lifted from 
these unsuspecting folks who had naively 
ome the Reds to subvert their very 

ives. 


Wednesday night we arrived in 
Bueonos Aires and Allende was still dead 
and the news had grown worse. There 
were reports of just about every excess im- 
aginable in Chile and all but ham radio 
communication was out. Even the UPI of- 
fices had been destroyed. Many of the lef- 
tist newspapers and magazine buildings 
greatly resisted military attack but had 
been taken. The Socialist Party head- 
quarters was allowed to burn to the 
ground and the CP headquarters was cor- 
doned off with tanks and demolished. The 
Technical University had been blown to 
hell and 600 leftist students surrendered 
along with large supplies of arms and am- 
munition. Allende’s big house in the sub- 
urbs was destroyed after many of his men 
defended it through the first night—a 
large arms cache had been allegedly cap- 
tured there. But the centers of the 
resistance were predictably, in the in- 
dustrial zones of Santa Rosa, Cerrillos, 
Vicuna MacKenna and Gran Avenida 
where an estimated 80,000 workers 
mobilized and barricaded themselves into 
their factories refusing to surrender to the 
ultimatums of the combined military 
offensive. The total armed forces of Chile 
number 80,000 but are infinitely better 
armed than the civilians, with ready lines 
of supply from the U.S. by sea or Bolivia 
or Brazil by air in case of a prolonged 
struggle. The industrial belt around San- 
tiago will be the key to the successful Jun- 
ta takeover and undoubtedly be where 
most of the casualties occur. The Junta 
has reportedly ordered the shelling of oc- 
cupied factories with heavy artillery to br- 
ing a quick end of the resistance. Five 
hundred workers in the textile factory of 
Sumar were reported killed when it was 
bombed. 


Peronista Marches 


Upon arriving in Buenos Aires my dis- 
orientation was somewhat dispelled not 
by any positive official news, which 
remained for days at no more than a 
trickle of unconfirmed Junta com- 
muniques, but by a massive late night 
demonstration of an estimated 30,000 
Peronist Youth. The marchers circulated 
downtown for several hours, chanting 
solidarity with Chile and lamenting the 


heroic death of Allende, who had visited 
here only six months ago, an honorary 
guest with the President of Cuba at the 
inauguration of Peronist President Hec- 
tor Campora. At one point during the 
demonstrations a large group began 
applauding and cheering so I rushed to ask 
what they had heard.‘‘The workers have 
retaken Valpariso from the Junta,” one 
responded. This was the first word we had 
had of active resistance, though this was 
never confirmed in the press. It was mere- 
ly wishful thinking, I think. 

But resistance certainly has been tak- 
ing place throughout Chile. With Allende 
gone, the leadership of the left is left to 
one of the following: General Carlos Prats, 
head of the Armed Forces who put down 
the June 29 coup personally and seems to 
be the only big military man to have stuck 
by Allende; Luis Corvalan, head of the 
Communist Party but an unlikely leader 
for any active resistance; Carlos 
Altamirano, head of the Socialist Party 
and very left wing; and conceivably the 
head of the revolutionary group MIR, 
Miguel Enriquez whose following had 
always been small but determined. The 
word late Thursday the 13th was that 
Carlos Altamirano has assumed the head 
of the resistance movement and that 
General Prats was heading the Patriotic 
Army of the Popular Unity from its base 
in the southern city of Concepcion 
towards Santiago. Both these rumors were 
dispelled when it was heard that 
Altamirano was either dead or had sought 
asylum in the Chinese embassy and that, 
the 14th, Prats had appeared on Junta 
T.V. to say that he would never try to 
divide the military and was under house 
arrest. 

The leadership, if not the workers, seem 
to have been taken off guard. But it was a 
surprise to everyone that the armed forces 
rose up united. Hortonsia Bussi, Allende’s 
widow, told Mexican embassy officials 
that the last words Allende had spoken to 
her from the Moneda were that he had not 
expected the Carabineros, the police 
forces, to have betrayed him. So by the 
13th, 19 of 68 top Socialist and Com- 
munist leaders had turned themselves in 
to the Junta voluntarily. Sixty persons

per class neighborhoods. They would call 
up and say, ‘You’re in trouble. We’re not 
very happy that a certain person came to 
your house the other day.’ They would cut 
off electrical lines. People ‘got cut up in 
knife fights outside their houses.” 

Perhaps most damaging to the Allende 
government and Chilean society at this 
time, however, was economic sabotage. 
Rightwingers smuggled 200,000 head of 
contraband cattle into Argentina and 
slaughtered countless others. They bomb- 
ed local supply centers of the government 
food distribution program, and the homes 
of truckdrivers and stores of shopkeepers 
who refused to participate in strikes 
crippling the economy. Zimbalist reports 
also that rightest propagandists 
periodically announced shortages of 
specific consumer goods that actually 
. were plentiful, causing a run on the 
market and a depletion of those items. 


The Black Market 


By 1972 there was a flourishing black 
market supplied by small entrepreneurs 
hoarding domestic products — chicken, 
beef, pork, potatoes, yardgoods, radios, 
tires, photo equipment, even medicines — 
and selling them at inflated prices. Zim- 
balist saw huge warehouses full of food 
that he feels served no purpose other than 
as stockpiles for the illegal market. In ad- 
dition, the demand for American dollars 


was so great that speculators in currency 
prospered, too, further undermining the 
economy. 

The dollar was essential to the 
wealthier Chileans interested in foreign 
investment and they procured it wherever 
they could. “I got kicked out of my 
apartment,” says Zimbalist, “by rightw- 
ing people who wanted to rent to 
somebody who would give them dollars in 
rent, and it happened to all my friends.” 

Zimbalist conjectures that manipula- 
tion of the black market in currency may 
have been one way in which the American 
government intervened directly in Chile. 
Apparently about a year ago and again 
just before the coup, the black market 
rate of the dollar fell sharply because of an 
influx of American money info the coun- 
try; perhaps reflecting American finan- 
cing of the truck owners’ strike that began 
last October and the massive professional 
strikes that were plaguing Allende for 
several days before his downfall. Recent 
reports in Time magazine seem to sub- 
stantiate this opinion. 

Despite chaos during the latter part of 
Allende’s rule, the Marxist retained sup- 
port among some of the middle class and 
a majority of the poor. In March of this 
year, his Popular Unity government won 
43 per cent in congressional elections, the 
first time in Chilean history that a 
government increased its mid-term 
margin. 


* 
On September 13, two days after the 


takeover, U.S. State and Defense Depart- 
ment spokesmen issued denials to 


suggestions from the press that our 
government had advance knowledge of 
the specific date the generals would 
revolt, although Paul Hare of State said 
rumors had been floating back and forth 
from Santiago to Washington all month. 
Indeed, members of the American 
diplomatic and intelligence community in 
Chile were predicting an overthrow as far 
back as August, according to a New York 
Times report September 12. Far from be- 
ing the bemused onlooker, however, the 
United States government has been an- 
ti¢tipating and even fostering the con- 
ditions for a coup for a long time. 


Almost as soon as Allende was elected 


‘in 1970, the United States implemented a 
policy of economic sanctions that under- 
cut his social and political reforms. Ad- 
mittedly he was toeing a fine line, on the 
one hand attempting to nationalize key 
industries that formerly had been con- 
trolled by American corporations and on 
the other, to maintain a relationship with 
American and multi-national financial 
sources upon which his country had 
become sorely dependent. What he failed 
to take into account — or better, was 
powerless to deal with — was the in- 
cestuous interconnection between the 
financial interests and the U.S. govern- 
ment. 


Ever since World War II, the United 


States has supplied Chile with 40 percent 
of its total imports, in particular 
machinery, 
manufactured goods, chemicals, food and 
live animals, all vital to the economy. 
Chile could not have supported these ex- 
tensive imports without the aid of credit 
from private banks and suppliers, and 


transportation equipment, 


loans from U.S.-dominated international 
lending agencies. The crucial fact to 
recognize here is that the United States 
actively encouraged investment in Chile 
until threatened by a Marxist govern- 
ment. 


Loans Rejected 


Several requests for loans from 
organizations that formerly had been 
quite free with aid to Chile were one after 
the other turned down. In early 1971, for 
example, Allende solicited $21 million to 
finance passenger jets for the state-owned 
airline from the Export-Import Bank (Ex- 
Im Bank). In August of 1971, the request 
was denied, and a New York Times article 
indicated that the White House, 
beleaguered by American corporations, 
made the decision. Ex-Im Bank, part of 
the U.S. Treasury Department, had at 
one time provided about half of Chile’s 
foreign aid — about $368,779,000 from 
1964-70 — and had guaranteed private 
banks against losses incurred in their 
credit grants to Chile. An Ex-Im Bank 
affiliate, the Foreign Credit Insurance 
Association (FCIA), in addition insured 
exporters of goods to Chile. When Ex-Im 
Bank refused the loan, that was the first 
of many intimations to U.S. capitalists 
that Chile was no longer safe for invest- 
ment. 

Likewise the Inter-American Develop- 
ment Bank (IDB) refused to give money 
for the development of petrochemical, 
electrical power and liquid gas facilities. 
Since its founding in 1959, IDB had 
supplied Chile with $310 million in loans,

giving the Christian Democratic regime 
which preceded Allende’s $192 million for 
the construction of 27,000 homes and 
community developments, agrarian 
reform and small business ventures. 
While IDB is normally an international 
organization, the United States is its prin- 
cipal investor, supplying three-fourths of 
its capital and having veto power over 
most of its loans. 

Allende also unsuccessfully approached 
the World Bank to finance the continua- 
tion of fruit-growing and cattle-breeding 
projects started under World Bank 
auspices, and an electrical power develop- 
ment that the Bank had been supporting 
for 20 years. With former U.S. Secretary 
of Defense Robert McNamara at the 
helm, the World Bank rebuffed Allende, 
in line with its historically anti-Socialist 
policy. 

Where once Chile had gotten $220 
million in loans from private banks in this 
country, moreover, with the advent of 
Allende the aid dropped to $35 million. 
The reluctance of the banks to finance 
Chilean operations is partially explained 
by their intimate relaionship to the giant 
copper companies, Anaconda and 
Kennecott, whose resources Allende ex- 
propriated. All the major banks, Chase 
Manhattan, Chemical , First National Ci- 
ty, Manufacturers Hanover and Morgan 


Guarantee, that cut credit to Chile also | 


helped finance these copper companies.

once been an officer at Chase, and a

Also, the — are well-connected with 
government circles and particularly with 
the men who helped shape United States 
policy with respect to Chile. John 
Hennessey, for example, since 1970 Depu- 
ty Assistant Secre of the Treasury for 
the development of financial institutions, 


is a past general manager of the First 


National City Bank in Lima and La Paz. ‘ 


John Petry, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury for international affairs, was 
once a vice president at Chase Manhat- 
tan. George Schultz, formerly Director of 
the Office of Management and Budget 
and now Secretary of the Treasury, has 
numerous ties with business and banks 
from his one-time appointment as Dean of 
the University of Chicago Business 
School. 


Repayments Demanded 


In addition to the strangling of aid and 
credit to Chile, the U.S. maintained a 
hardline position on repayment of prior 
debts. In early 1972 at the multinational 
Paris Club meetings, U.S. representatives 
tried and failed to stifle negotiations. 
When all the other countries to which 
Chile was indebted agreed to renegotiate 
payment plans, much the same as we had 
done with the previous Chilean ad- 
ministration in 1964, the. United States 
refused to do so. 


All these financial maneuverings in- 
sured that Chile would experience spirall- 
ing inflation, consumer good and 
technical equipment shortages and a 
steep rise in debt. Allende tried to 
reorganize the country, seeking Euro- 
pean and Communist bloc country credit 
and switching from American-made goods 
to Russian. In this he was partially 
successful, receiving from China, for in- 
stance, interest-free loans. He was un- 
able, however, to revitalize the economy 
at the pace that American withdrawal 
was decimating it, particularly since the 
Chilean Right wing was making a con- 
scious effort to capitalize on the crisis. 
Eventually, time ran out. 


Nothing of substance has come out yet 
on the CIA in Chile. The New York-based 
North American Congress on Latin 
America (NACLA) has done a con- 
siderable amount of research that 


Hub Protests 


Movement activists in the Boston 
area have responded to the crisis in 
Chile in several ways.

suggests that, indeed, the CIA was there, 
perhaps encouraging the Chilean military 
to take control of the increasingly un- 
stable economy. NACLA maintains that 
the U.S. Embassy in Santiago has sup- 
ported at least ten CIA agents in 
diplomatic disguise since 1969. The ten 
are Arnold Isaacs, Frederick Latrash, 
John Tipton, Raymond Warren, Donald 
Winters, James Anderson, Daniel Arzac, 
Joseph McManus and Keith Wheelock, 
all of whom, according to NACLA 
biographies, most likely have extensive 
experience in counterinsurgency and coup 
management. 

Hinton, for example, says NACLA, was 


the director of the Agency for Inter- 
national Development in Guatemala 


when the United States was carrying out 
an intensive pacification program against 
urban and rural guerrillas in which a 
reported 20,000 people died. There he met 
Nathaniel Davis, then ambassador to 
Guatemala and now ambassador to Chile. 
Latrash and Warren, according to 
NACLA, were also in Guatemala, but 
during the coup there in 1954. Anderson 
was in the Dominican Republic during 
the 1965 invasion. Wheelock NACLA 
identifies as the possible U.S. Embassy 
contact with the fascist terrorist group in 
Chile, Patria y Libertad (Fatherland and 
Liberty) and Isaacs, a veteran of 
diplomatic service in Buenos Aires, “‘is 
well-known for his efforts to penetrate the 
North American left community” in 
Chile. 


Davis himself has an interesting career. 
With a background in diplomacy in the 
Soviet bloc countries, he served for one 
year as director of the Peace Corps in 
Chile in the early sixties and was a senior 
member of the National Security Council 
from 1966 to 1968. From Washington he 
= to Guatemala and in 1971 back to 

hile. 


NACLA’s thesis is that these men and 
perhaps others comprised a “‘coup team” 
similar to those that helped bring down 
the governments in Guatemala in 1954, 
Brazil in 1964, Bolivia in 1971 and 
Uruguay in 1973. 


NACLA’s. information seems meat 
enough for starters for a House Com- 
mittee to investigate undercover U.S. ac- 
tivities in Chile, proposed recently by two 
Massachusetts Congressmen, Michael 
Harrington and John (Joe) Moakley. As 
the post-Watergate cynics are saying, 
with an eye to ITT adventures in Chile 
prior to and after Allende’s election, the 
only surprise would be if the CIA was not 
involved.

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Lame Ducks Waddle into School Race

It is an office that may cease to exist in 
about two years, but there is no shortage 
of potential lame ducks wading in the 
current political hot water around the 
Boston School Committee. Five com- 
mitteemen must be elected this 
November, possibly the last time that will 
be true, and 22 people are vying for the 
posts. The first heat is set for this Tues- 
day with the non-partisan primary that 
will trim the field to ten for the November 
final. 

Tuesday’s primary has been something 
of a secret. Few visible campaigns have 
waged. The four incumbents — Paul 
Tierney, Paul Ellison, John McDonough 
and John Kerrigan — are keeping a low 
profile, knowing they’ve been hurt by re- 
cent bad publicity about their 
questionable past election fund-raising. 
They are counting on high name recogni- 
tion, important on a long ballot, and feal- 
ty from the city and school workers who 
traditionally form a large voting bloc in 
off-year elections. The same facts of 
political life in Boston work against the 
reform candidates — a minority of the 
remaining 18 — who have been hurt by a 
lack of financial backing needed to build a 
city-wide organization vital to winning 
what is, at least for now, a city-wide elec- 
tion. 


All of this makes Tuesday’s vote 
somewhat crucial for the emerging coali- 
tion of school system reformers. It will be 
a first test for reform voting strength that 
will face tougher tests in next year’s 
restructuring referenda. Only 10 of the 22 
primary candidates can survive the first 
round of political musical chairs. Should 
all the relatively progressive candidates 
be left without a place, the chance for 
orderly transition from the current 
patronage-oriented committee to a 
neighborhood-oriented system is remote. 
Also to be tested is the voter registration 
drive of the last six months conducted by 


the Boston Model Neighborhood Board 
and directed at the traditionally low- 
turnout areas of black and Spanish- 
speaking Boston. 


The Imbalance Issue 


The four incumbent committeemen, 
virtually certain of places on the final 
ballot, have stuck steadfastly to their 
traditional election platforms: opposing 
the state racial imbalance law with its 
threat of cross-neighborhood busing in 
Boston. This issue has polarized the city 
for more than a decade, with ree-baiting 
committeemen weilding power culled 
from the chaos. Incumbents’ racial views 
range from conservative to ultra- 
conservative. Chairman Paul Tierney 
wants to bus more blacks to the suburbs 
(under the ongoing METCO program), 
while John Kerrigan wants ‘“do-good 
groups like Common Cause”’ (which has 
attacked his fundraising) to concentrate 
their efforts on constructing “‘low-income 
housing in the suburbs.” 7 


The incumbents will likely be joined on 
the final ballot — if not the next Com- 
mittee — by former state Senator Robert 
Cawley of Hyde Park (all incumbents are 
from either predominantly white West 
Roxbury or Hyde Park). Cawley, a proven 
vote-getter in the Boston name game, is 
joined by other old-time pols William J. 
Foley (former City Councillor) and 
current state legislator Joseph Kearney, 
all eager for that solid political base of the 
Committee. Another conservative of note 
on the slate is lawyer Ronald J. Itri — law 
partner of Henry Wynn, the only member 
of the Boston Finance Commission to op- 
pose the ongoing Fincom investigation 
into the School Committee (Wynn’s 
secretary Jill LeCompte, by the way is 
running for City Council). 


The most concerted, financially broad- 
based reform campaign this year, as in 


teacher Kathleen Sullivan, 


the 1971 election, is being waged by 
Patricia Bonner-Lyons, a Roxbury nurse 
who finished a surprise sixth in the last 
election. Since then, she has served as 
something of a “sixth committeeman”’ for 
both school reformers and black parents 
seeking advice on getting their children 
into one of the city’s less decrepit schools. 
Bonner-Lyons probably profitted in 1971 
from the Kevin White organization — 
which pulls out the often apathetic Rox- 
bury —North Dorchester vote — but she 
hopesnowfor combination of poor white, 
student, Beacon Hill and Back Bay votes 
to complement her ghetto base. 


“One black on the committee may not 
seem like much,” says Bonner-Lyons, 
who would be the first in history,“but it’s 
a foot in the door. My biggest function 
would be to expose those com- 
mittee meetings where they give away 
that $106 million budget to their friends 
without even a public agenda.” 


Bonner-Lyons like all progressive can- 
didates, dismisses the spectre of forced 
busing — perhaps the most heated issue 
in city school history — as a false one. 
Along with a complex community control 
program that would give parent-teacher- 
student councils ultimate authority 
(money and hiring) over schools (and thus 
abolish the Committee), Bonner-Lyons 
proposes an end to racial imbalance by 
improving city-wide high schools. She 
hopes that the new English High in the 
Fenway and Southwest High in West 
Roxbury will act as magnets for a;mixed 
student body. 

That stand is echoed by Dorchester 
waging a 
large-scale billboard campaign reportedly 
backed by her father, sports magnate Bil- 


_ly Sullivan. Although she, like Bonner- 
_ Lyons, supports committee reform, she 


does support the METCO program, and 
favors only an advisory role for communi- 
ty councils under a central committee 


elected by districts. Bonner-Lyons sup- 
ports “rehabilitation” of the city school 
system rather than METCO. 


Fledgling Pols 


Beyond those two, the “liberal” field 
thins out quickly into fledging pols, and 
well-meaning leftists without much un- 
derstanding of the city’s voting patterns. 
West Roxbury attorney David Finnegan 
says “local groups should have control 
over their schools so far as it is practical.” 
Roslindale lawyer Ronald Pizzano says 
“schools are for children not politicians” 
but has concentrated his campaign 
publicity among municipal workers, not 
neighborhoods. 

Reformers of varying shades include 
Karen Paley (Progressive Labor Party), 
and Jeanette Bliss and Donald Gurewitz 
(Socialist Workers), all of whom see bus- 
ing as an issue to divide the working poor 
and have said so in leaflet campaigns. 

Other non-politicians in the race in- 
clude Northeastern education professor 
Melvin Howard (“give the School Com- 
mittee to professionals’), South Boston’s 
Rosemary McAuliffe (opposes forced 
busing), East Boston’s Edward Deveau 
(favors busing, limited community con- 
trol), and Laurence Sherman of the U.S. 
Labor Party (‘‘tax bankers’ income to 
reconstruct educational facilities’’). 

Also of interest in the coming primary 
and general election is promised close 
campaign contribution monitoring by 
Common Cause, which has already 
received pledges of early disclosure 
(before legal dates which are after the 
election) from all but the following can- 
didates: William Foley, Ronald Itri and 
incumbent John Kerrigan.) 

If you’re bewildered as you approach 
your baptism in wading through the long 
School Committee ballot, take heart: it 
may be your first School Committee elec- 
tion, but it may also be the city’s last.

has begun a series of medical 
tests for women astronauts. 

The announcement by NASA 
comes just one month after MS. 
magazine charged, in a cover ar- 
ticle, that the space agency was 
discriminating against women, 
and that it had quietly dropped 
qualifed women candidates from 
the U.S. space program. 

NASA said that if the 
volunteer women passed the 
medical tests, then women 
would probably be assigned to 
early space shuttle crews by the 
end of the decade. 

NASA has previously an- 
nounced that it has contracted 
with a private company to 
develop a special “space toilet” 
that can be used by both men 
and women during periods of 
weightlessness. 


It’s in the Bag 


Government officials in 
Washington, D.C., have gone 
security crazy. 

A survey of federal offices 
there has found that virtually 
every government agency 
provides at least some of its 
employees with “burn bags.” 
Burn bags are special white- 
rimmed waste baskets into 
which ‘‘sovernment 
secrets’’—information which the 
public is not supposed to know 
about—are dumped. The con- 
tents of these burn bags are 
meticulously destroyed by 
special security agents. 

The General Services Ad- 
ministration reports that it ac- 
quired and handed out an in- 
credible 900,000 burn bags to 
government agencies in 1972. 
This means that, on the average 
day in the nation’s capitol, 
government workers are dispos- 
ing of at least 3000 bags of 
secrets. 


An Exception 


The average American Mayor 
regards controversy the way the 
average Orthodox rabbi regards 
bacon. But Paul Soglin is an ex- 
ception to the rule. 

Soglin is 28 years old, a 
lawyer, and the first-term mayor 
of Madison, Wisconsin, the 
home of the main campus of the 
University of Wisconsin. He is 
also the former law partner of 
Melvin Greenberg, the Madison 
lawyer who is defending 
Karleton Armstrong on a first 


degree murder charge in connec- 
tion with the bombing of the 
Army Mathematics Research 
Center at the University in 1970. 

Soglin held a news conference 
last week, according to the New 
York Times, to release a report 
which calls for the abolition of 
the Army Center. The report, 
which was prepared by Science 
for the People, charges that the 
Center is working directly for the 
Army, contrary to the claims of 
the Center’s administrators. 

Soglin has supported 
Armstrong’s defense campaign 
since Armstrong’s arrest last 
year for the bombing, in which a 
graduate student was killed. He 
was joined in press conference 
last week by a man with an old 
Wisconsin name, State Senator 
Douglas LaFollette, who 
demanded a public inquiry into 
the charges made in the Science 
for the People report. 


Leaded Milk 


Consumer Reports magazine 
states that it tested the six 
leading brands of canned milk 
for the amount of lead they con- 
tained, and found that all six ex- 
ceeded federal limits set for lead. 

The magazine reports finding 
that the brands contained an 
average of 40 percent more lead 
than is the maximum allowable 
level under Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration recommendations. 
Lead has been shown to cause 
poisoning and brain damage, 
particularly to infants. 

The Consumers Union warned 
that lead in canned milk could 
be amajor health hazard to 
babies who are commonly fed 
the milk during their earliest 
years of life. 


New China Test 


The government of the 
People’s Republic of China is 
working with an American drug 
company to test the reliability of 
a year-long birth control device. 

One-hundred-fifty women in 
China have volunteered for the 
experiment, which involves an 
intrauterine device (an I.U.D.) 
that secretes the hormone 
“‘progesterone’’. This is the first 
time that the United States and 
China have worked together on a 
medical experiment. 

The new I.U.D. being tested in 
China slowly secretes the hor- 
mone progesterone over a year- 
long period. 
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Who’s Running for City Council? (Part

“T returned and I saw under heaven that 
the race is not to the swift...Ecclesiastes, 


An alternative quotation with which to 
begin this piece might have been from 
Tim Hardin: 

“Tf I listened long enough to you, I’d find a 
way to believe that it’s all true/knowing, 
that you lied, straightfaced...” 

This year, as in every year, there are a 
record number of campaign promises 
floating around Boston, with City Council 
candidates pledging everything to 
everybody, more or less. On Tuesday, the 
customarily small turnout of voters will 
cut the field of candidates from 21 to 18, a 
negligible achievement, except, of course, 
for the three who don’t make it through 
the primary. 

Community representation, the effec- 
tiveness of the Council, crime, urban 
blight, the schools, the Mayor, public 
housing, the flight from the core city, the 
quality of city services, and even the right 
to life are the issues being thrown around 
by the candidates this time. Some of the 
candidates are serious, hard-working, 
hard-campaigning, and sure to win. 
Others, whether they admit it to 
themselves or not, are running essentially 
frivolous campaigns, either to make a 
statement of conscience or to massage 
their egos. Some of them have well- 
thought out platforms, others seem to 
have no platforms at all. 

As we mentioned last week, this elec- 
tion will leave several areas of the 
Hub—Alliston, Brighton, and 
Charlestown in particular, without 
representation. Many of the candidates, 
but not too many of the incumbents, want 
to go back to the old system, under which 
Councillors were elected by districts. Any 
such change would require a time- 


consuming legislative procedure, and 
seems unlikely to come about in the near 
future. 

Here is the second set of profiles of the 
candidates and their concerns. The first 
appeared last week.

Patrick F. McDonough, 11 
n Road, Dorchester: 


Patrick McDonough is the incumbent 
president of the City Council, and as 
such, is extremely sensitive to the delicate 
tuning of the City’s power structure. He 
sees the major problem confronting the 
City Council at the moment as the “need 
for a City Council as independent as 
possible from the Mayor, so that when ac- 
tions are taken they are looked at by two 
separate arms of government.” 

McDonough, as president, knows 
whereof he speaks. ‘“There is a tendency 
for power to collect within the Ex- 
ecutive,”’ his description of the way City 
Hall works, may be Boston’s political un- 
derstatement of the century. The way 
McDonough thinks the problem can be 
rectified is by making it known to the 
public—a function he feels that the press 
should perform, but doesn’t. ‘Because of 
the way things are shown to the press, 
they see things the Mayor’s way. They 
don’t realize that they’ve been fed a little 
bit.” 

Make no mistake, of course; a more 
powerful City Council would reflect well 
on a City Council President who might 
have his eye on higher office. But a more 
powerful Council could also legislate more 
effectively, free from the hand of the man 
in the office across the hall who “hands 
out the goodies,” to use McDonough’s 
phrase. 

McDonough also supports legislation to 


deal with the crime problem, and to take 
cognizance of the fact that children enter- 
ing inner-city schools do so with poorer 
preparation than their suburban cousins. 
McDonough would pump more money 
into remedial programs to make up the 
deficiency. 


William J. Costello, 93 Burrell 
Street, Roxbury: 


William Costello is 26, a union plumber 
and painter, and a lifelong resident of 
Roxbury. He is a member of the Model 
Neighborhood Board and the Board of the 
Roxbury Comprehensive Community 
Health Centers, and a well know voice in 
the Roxbury community. He is also white, 
part of a group of white families with long 
standing in Roxbury who are often ig- 
nored when the problems of the area are 
discussed.“‘The sewers are never cleaned, 
the schools are lousy, the streets never re- 
main clean,” Costello says, “the City is 
not doing its part.” 

Costello points out that low income 
people in general have no representation 
on the Council. As a Councillor, he thinks 
he can influence city decisions which 
affect low income people. He wants to use 
the Park Plaza principle—the whopping 
tax break for a private developer—to im- 
prove the poorer areas of the city, rather 
than prime business land. 


Martin J. Ridge, 18 O’Callaghan 
Way, South Boston: 


Martin Ridge is a student of Boston 
State College making his first try at elec- 
tive office, after serving as Senior Class 
President at South Boston High School 
and legislative assistant to Rep. Ray 
Flynn (D-South Boston), and winning a 
Man of the Future award from the city. 
Like Ray Flynn, Ridge is opposed to bus- 
ing. “The big issue is the racial imbalance 


law,” he says, and he wants to see the 
laws repealed. 

Ridge is also critical of understaf- 
fing—and poor staffing—in the Boston 
Police department, charging that during 
the recent Jamaica Plain disturbances, 
there were no policemen in the entire J.P. 
section. He wants a more visible police 
force. The exodus from the cities is 
another of his concerns. 

Ridge cites his youth, and, in the age of 
Watergate, the fact that he has no 
political debts to pay off, as strong 
reasons for his candidacy. 


Jill LeCompte, 
Street: 


Jill LeCompte is a young graduate of 
the Rhode Island School of Design who 
works for a lawyer in Boston and has been 
active in local political campaigns for . 
several years. This is her first try for elec- 
tive office. “The biggest issue is taxes,” 
she feels. ‘““The city relies too much on the 
property tax, which is workable in an 
agrarian society but obsolete for a large 
city.” She attributes the high property 
tax rate to “inept fiscal administration,” 
and also opposes Park Plaza, “A blight on 
the city which will detract from the beau- 
ty of the Common like that phallic sym- 
bol, the John Hancock Building.” - 

Forced busing, she feels, detracts from 
the student’s quality of life, especially 
among younger school children; she 
thinks that the School Committee should 
be an elective body. She also wants to 
make the Council “‘a watchdog of fiscal 
responsibility,”’ in an effort to drive down 
the tax rate and improve City services. 
Thomas M. Connelly, Jr., 2165 
Dorchester Avenue, Dorchester: 


The main thrust of Thomas Connelly’s 
campaign is the elimination of what he 
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calls the policy of ‘wholesale slaughter” 
at the Boston City Hospital—the policy of 
performing abortions. As a Councillor, he 
feels that he will be in a position to help 
put an end to BCH abortions. 

Connelly is a graduate of Catholic 
schools who speaks in a reasonable, in- 
tellectual way about abortions, quoting 
Orwell, Nietzsche, and Ramparts, and 
arguing, among other things, that abor- 
tion is racist, and is used by politicians 
with a “‘cost-analysis” mentality to keep 
down the black and third-world popula- 
tion. He feels that the political system is 
breaking down, and the idealism of the 
60’s is evolving into a political structure 
based on cynicism and selfishness. 

Connelly, who is a former medical stu- 
dent, makes his living managing part of 
his family real estate business. 


Frederick C. Langone, 220 
Hanover Street, Boston 


Frederick Langone has been on the 
Council for a long, long time. He is run- 
ning for re-election, he says, because “I 


like it. Three generations of my family 
have been in politics. You like something 
and you do it.” 

As Chairman of the Council’s Public 
Housing Committee, Langone wants to 
get $32 million in federal and state funds 
to renovate existing projects and build 
new ones, charging that much existing 
public housing is ‘‘non-habitable.” 

Langone was influential in getting the 
Council to turn around on its previous 
vote last week and put the School Com- 
mittee issue on the ballot. He feels that 
the people failed to make their voice 
heard before the vote. “‘We had meetings, 
and nobody came,” and that his fellow 
Councillors didn’t realize that the public 
was interested—perhaps the most 
charitable construction one could put on 
the original Council action. 

Langone wants to expand parks and 
playground areas, and beef up security 
and maintenance in public housing pro- 
jects. He likes the Council structure just 
the way it is. A district-representative 
council, he say, is “provincial. This way 


we’re on a higher plane—we can act on a 
broader scope.” 


Lena Saunders, 
Street, Roxbury: 


Lena Saunders is black, a tenant in 
public housing, and the mother of six 
children. She is also a community 
organizer, member of the Model 
Neighborhoods Board, and Director of My 
Friend the Policeman, an organization 
dedicated to improving relations between 
the police and the community. 

“Having no representation, we don’t 
receive any services,” Lena Saunders says 
of her reasons for wanting to be the first 
black woman on the Council. Public 
works, parks and recreation, public hous- 
ing, and adequate income for the elderly 
are the points on which she feels 
strongest, and the thinks that the black 
community has been shortchanged on all 
of them. 

The conventional wisdom is that Kevin 
White is tacitly supporting Saunders, 
although she refuses comment on that 
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point. If so, and if she is elected, a close 
working relationship with the Mayor 
could make her an influential Councillor. 
If the Mayor is able to do for her what he 
did for Michael LoPresti in the recent 
Senatorial election, she stands a good 
chance of winning. 


John E. Powers, Jr., 5 Falcon 
St., East Boston: . 


John Powers is one of the two Socialist 
Workers Party candidates in this Council 
race. He is a hospital worker who feels the 
major issue before the Council is “the 
problems of the people in the City of 
Boston.” The largest of these problems, 
he feels, is economic: he predicts the cost 
of living may double within a year. 
Boston, he points out, also has one of the 
highest unemployment rates in the coun- 
try. 

Among his proposals for easing the 
economic situation are taxing institutions 
which are currently tax exempt, giving

forty hours’ pay for thirty hours’ work, at- 
tracting more federal and state funding 
for city projects, and setting up a group 
ot consumer price-watchers, who would 
use every means at their disposal to keep 
corporations from raising prices, and 

. would have the assistance of the City 
Council in doing their job. 

Powers also attacks racism in city ser- 
vices and the school system, charging that 
the schools do a totally inadequate job for 
blacks and Puerto Ricans, and says that 
only one Puerto Rican has graduated 
from a Boston high school in the last three 
years. He would also launch an investiga- 
tion of the Police Department, which he 
believes is racist ‘‘and probably as corrupt 
as the New York Police Department.” 
The number of hard drugs on the street 
could not be as great as it is without the 
complicity of the police, he feels. 

“Kevin White runs the city like his own 
personal feudal kingdom,” says Powers, 
who would eliminate patronage jobs. He 
would also set up free city birth control 
and abortion clinics. 


Anthony DeFeo, 209 North St., 
the North End: 


Anthony DeFeo is chairman of the 
North End Local Advisory Council, and a 
former vice chairman of his Democratic 
Ward Committee, who earned his 
political stripes co-ordinating campaigns 
for Tom Eisenstadt and Frank Bellotti. 


He was unavailable for comment, but a 
spokesperson listed his positions as 
follows: 

The major problem in the City at the 
moment, DeFeo believes, is the flight of 
working class and middle-class people to 
the suburbs, a problem caused by three 
factors: Crime, Inadequate Housing, and 
Disgust with City Politics. Much crime is 
drug-related, he believes, and he proposes 
a law similar to the New York anti-drug 
law, with mandatory life sentences for 
pushers, along with a program to develop 
better rehabilitation procedures for ad- 
dicts. For inadequate housing, he 


Debra Byrnes, 330 South Street: 


Debra Byrne is a student, and a can- 
didate running on the Socialist Workers 
Party slate. We. were unable to contact 
her directly, but she told the League of 
Women Voters that she wants to give 
Black and Puerto Rican communities 
control of their schools. She attacked sex- 
ism and racism in hiring practices and 
employment conditions, and proposed a 
100 percent tax on all incomes over $25, - 
000, with a graduated tax on incomes 
between $10,000 and $25,000. 


Albert L. O’Neil, 
Washington Street: 


Albert L. “Dapper” O’Neil is an incum- 
bent with a good shot at coming in first 
this time around, after finishing fourth in 
the last election. He did not return our 
phone calls, but it is safe to say that his 
platform includes heavy doses of support 
for truth, justice, and the American way 
along with a dislike for this (and almost 
any other) newspaper. Mr. O‘Neil is fond 
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of warning his fellow councillors that a 
day of judgment is at hand, and that 
“blood will flow in the streets.” He is a 
highly decorated World War II veteran 
and a political conservative. 


Robert P. Kane, 39 Mercer 
Street, South Boston: 


Mr. Kane is a devoted follower of Mr. 
O’Neil, and he wants to bring back 
capital punishment and has volunteered 
to pull the switch himself. It is most likely 
not within the power of the Boston City 
Council to do this, at least not without a 
drastic Charter amendment. 

Mr. Kane has told the League of 
Women Voters that he wants a grand jury 
investigation of the Assessing Depart- 
ment, and an end to the City’s tax deals 
with big corporations. 
proposes incentives for housing 
rehabilitation in the form of a freeze on 
assessments of houses whose owners make 
improvements. For disgust with politics, 
he proposes neighborhood control over 
such issues as busing, and other problems 
which affect people at the local level. 


James Michael Connolly, 18 Ar- 
dale Street, Roslindale: 


James Connolly is a Vietnam Veteran 
and a candidate for a Master’s degree in 
Urban Planning at B.U. He is running for 
the City Council partly because he feels 
that “there is nothing more rewarding 
than being a public servant.” If elected, 
he plans to work through the City’s state 
legislators for relief of the MBTA burden 
on the City, as well as the removal of the 
costs of the Chelsea court from the Hub’s 


budget. He feels that the suburbs must 
contribute to the city, in the form of a 
payroll tax of one percent on income earn- 
ed by workers from outside the City in 
Boston businesses. He is in favor of 
limited expansion of the powers of the 
Council, but favors the “strong Mayor” 
charter in general. He believes that the 
Council has been used by its members in 
the past largely for “obstruction and 
grandstanding” and would want a more 
responsible Council before giving it 
broader powers. 


Joseph M. Tierney, 38 Milton 
Avenue 


Joe Tierney is an incumbent City 

Councillor who thinks that money is the 
root problem of the city. Money for hous- 
ing, money for the elderly, money for 
police protection, money to combat van- 
dalism, money for drug rehabilitation. 
The Council, of course, cannot ap- 
propriate money in the budget, it can only 
cut the Mayor’s appropriation, but 
Tierney would like to get payments from 
tax-exempt institutions at a rate of 6 
cents per square foot rate of property to 
ease the buden on the individual tax- 
payer. The Council passed a resolution of 
his to that effect, but the Mayor has taken 
no action on it. 
- Tierney would also impose a head tax 
on users of Logan Airport; he is in- 
vestigating ways of establishing such a 
tax in view of the recent Supreme Court 
decision invalidating a similar tax in 
Philadelphia. 

Tierney is critical of the Mayor’s cut- 
backs in the health and hospitals budget,

few places to hide in Chile. 


Liquidation of the Left 


The anti-communist inspiration of the. 


coup is, of course, its driving focus and the 
liquidation of the massive Leftist move- 
ment will be its objective. Like In- 
donesia’s Sukarno, the ultra-rightist 
military officers have decided that if they 


are going to the trouble to chance a coup 
they might as well go all the way and in- 
sure that the Left will be so crippled it 
will never rise again in Chile; perhaps 
their thinking extends to the entire Latin 
American continent. Now, with Brazil, 
Paraguay, Uruguay, Bolivia, Junta- 
controlled Chile forms a thick belt of dic- 
tatorships which wait only for Argentina 
and Peron to show the slightest weakness. 
And Peru is now a pushover. 


Aside from the indigenous Chilean Left, 
the ten, maybe twelve thousand 
foreigners, particularly Brazilian and 
Uruguayan exiles and Cuban advisors, are 
falling victim to Junta reprisals. The 
Cuban news agency, Prensa Latina, was 
blown to bits, the embassy assaulted, a 
Cuban freighter in the harbor of Valpariso 
was reportedly sunk, and on the 14th, 147 
Cubans including their ambassador were 


_ put on a plane and flown off to Havana. 


Undoubtedly many of the political exiles 
are fighting alongside Chileans, if only 
because they have nowhere to go if they 
lose to the Junta. 


At this point, late Friday night, it 
seems that the Junta has control of most 
of the country. Yet the fact that they 
refuse to open the border to journalists 
and others, and the conflicting stories 
which the Junta itself releases bit by bit, 
would indicate that even Santiago is not 
under full control. 


Yet I have the terrible feeling that the 
Resistance is now desperate and that the 
so-called “suicide squads” on the Left do 
exist, that the ruthlessness of the Junta 
has convinced many on the Left that they 
will not live anyway, so why not go down 
fighting? 

Why did the Unidad Popular lose? Why 
did Allende lose? Throughout the world 
editorials are being written which explain 
that Allende broke the rules of the game, 
that he overstepped set patterns of decen- 
cy and democracy. But the truth will re- 
main that Allende is dead because he was 
the only one in Chile who did not break 
the rules. And though great politician 
that he was, he could not win a rigged

Piemonte will not run for Council again 
this fall. But, still, no one wants to look 
that silly in front of 300-odd people. And 
there was young Larry DiCara talking 
about the “wisdom and foresight of Mr. 
Piemonte.’”’ And Freddy Langone, Gabe’s 
friend from the North End, was saying the 
same thing. Said an aide to Mayor Kevin 
White, lobbying for reform, “You can 
never tell what Gabe is going to do.” 


The unpredictable Piemonte decided 
that yes, his resolution had been a good 
idea. Did that mean, asked Freddy 
Langone that we should have a special 
election next year on reform? One that 
would include the plans from the petition 
just defeated? Sure, said Piemonte, that’s 


what I mean. That’s what I’d wanted all 
along. 


With crucial swing-voter Piemonte hav- 
ing swung toward reform, a 5-4 vote in 
favor of the referendum seemed immi- 
nent. At this prospect, the other previous- 
ly conservative councillors suddenly turn- 
ed progressive. 


When the vote came it was 8-1 in favor. 


The classic compromise not only put 
school committee reform on the ballot but 
put it on a ballot that City Councillors 
would not be on. The embarrassment of 
taking sides on a controversial issue in an 
election year had been avoided. 


The only dissenter was Councillor 
Dapper O’Neill, who steadfastly refused 
to believe that the various reform 
coalitions wanted anything beside new 
patronage plums to be gained by 
redistributing the $106 million school 
budget. O’Neill accused the gallery of 


“greed, pure greed” — as if civic interest 
could not be generated by other than 


monetary motivation. For old-time pol 


Dapper it was a revealing, albeit unwit- 
ting, self-indictment. 


With something of a victory to show for 
the first real test of their political clout, 
school reformers were, at meeting’s end, 
far from ready to retire. Those with a 
vested interest in the present School 
Committee — including Council Presi- 
dent Patrick McDonough, with one 
brother on the Committee and another in 
the principal’s chair at a South Boston 
high school — are sure to use their in- 
fluence to back the mildest of reform 
plans. That one would merely enlarge the 
5-man committee to nine (see box), leav- 
ing a potent political patronage base in- 
tact in the at-large committeeman’s post. 

McDonough himself, witn an eye for 


the coming election, intoned last Monday 
that “this vote does not in itself mean 


reform. It can mean reform. It can mean 
the beginning of reform.” 


* 


As that first halting step toward school 
reform was taken, two attendance super- 
visors in the city school system each con- 
tinue to earn $46,000 annually (more than 
the Mayor or Governor). School 
employees continued to confess before the 
Boston Finance Commission to pushing 
tickets for fund-raising dinners of incum- 
bent Committeemen. How much of the 
vast school budget was divided without 
bids or relation to need is unknown. (The 
school budget was the only one of all city 
departments to increase in the past fiscal 
year). Not to mention the students atten- 
ding class in the L street bathhouse. 

“It'll bea sad day when we no longer 
have professionals running our schools,” 
said Dapper O’Neill, in opposing parent 
and student school control. There are 
many who think that day is here.

acknowledged BPPA attorney Frank 
McGee, “‘it’s primarily a_ political 
weapon.” The paper is the police union 
bludgeon against White and diGrazia, 
and the ideological content is merely sup- 
portive. As a union organizing tool and 
the Association’s propaganda machine 
(“‘We just don’t think we get a fair shake 
from the press in this city.”’) the Cen- 
turion comes in with a roundhouse every 
time diGrazia twitches. 

But the paper is more, it is a journal of 
the police experience, and it is in that 
sense that non-police readers will find it 
poignant and educational. 


Insiders’ Tales 

A chunk of each paper is devoted to 
“Guardroom Talk,” a gossipy insiders’ 
series of reports from the various police 
districts. It’s written in casual PTA- 


memo style (‘“Likeable Nappy Nolan 
should be released from the hospital’’) but 
woven into the reports from each district 
is a series of combat tales. Many are told 
with a touch of macho spit to the palm 
(“Eight of the rascals. . . jumped on. 
Roger, not knowing he was a TPF Ranger. 
Four went to Boston City Hospital, one 
went to District One and they are still 
looking for the other three.’’), but there is 
an undertone of bitter irony. 


Rape, rape, murder, shooting, stabbing, 
rape — the list drags out; they go for 
chuckles occasionally, but they know 
what isn’t funny. Some of the “maggots” 
get somber recollection: two officers com- 
ing on the scene of an attack on a five- 
year-old. “She was badly beaten about 
the face and body, bleeding profusely, 
and she had been brutally raped.” The 
maggot ran and “Pat dropped him with 
two shots from his service revolver.” 
Three men rob a sandwich stand, tie up 
the two kids working there, douse them 
with gasoline and set them afire. Yes, 
Virginia, there are evil people in the 


world. Officer shot, officer stabbed, officer 
beaten, officer clubbed. The OT Calls: 
Officer in Trouble. 

If this is all that police officers talk to 
each other about, God help them. Maybe 
God help us all. 


$400-a-Page Ads 

Pax Centurion is published in Detroit 
by All-Media Associates, a small firm 
which has been making a killing off police 
union papers over the past two years. All- 
Media publishes tabloid police union 
papers in seven major cities, and will soon 
pick up three more. By contract, the 
BPPA supplies all editorial content and 
All-Media ad salesmen solicit in the name 
of the patrolmen’s association. 

All-Media will pay the Association ten 
percent of the gross ad receipt or $5,000 
annually, whichever is greater. A team of 
ad salesmen operate out of a Dorchester 
office. The ads sell at $400 per page — a 
high bill for this 12,000 circulation — and 
the second issue had about 33 pages of 
paid ads in a 44-page paper. “It’s an all 
time honey deal,” said one jealous local 


publisher. Solicitations for the police are 


- treated like visits by the Boston building 


inspectors or health insurance; it seems 
silly not to pay. 

The BPPA newsletter committee — ten 
officers working full-time — contribute 
most of the material published. “We are 
not professional newsmen,” explained 
editor Porter, but “as Pax Centurion 
progresses, we hope to hire full-time 
reporters and an investigative team — 
and this is not too far in the future.” The 
contract with All-Media calls for the 
publisher to supply investigative 
reporters to work on stories targeted by 
the BPPA. 

Although Pax Centurion is sold dint 
exclusively by mail subscription, the 
BPPA is now looking into newsstand cir- 
culation. If that happens and the general 
public get a good look at what cops talk 
about in this city, the reaction may have a 
liberalizing impact on the paper. 

If not, Pax Centurion will be the most 
virulent shrill piece of anti-police 
propaganda on Boston newstands.

Steve Kiner Comes Home — Without His Bus

FOXBORO — When, slightly over a 
week ago, Dick Nixon’s friend George 
Allen outfoxed himself again and tried to 
slip Steve Kiner through on the waiver 
wire, the consensus of opinion was that 
perhaps he should have used a scrambler. 
Chuck Fairbanks, making his 847th pre- 
season roster change, snapped him up like 
a bulldog going after a mailman’s leg, and 
Kiner was not only back in a Patriots’ un- 
iform but back in the starting lineup three 
days later. 

It was a source of unending joy for New 
England football fans, who remember 
Kiner’s exciting performances during and 
after the 1971 season, back in the days 
before the Patsies, mysteriously enough 
since they so clearly needed him, banish- 
ed him to oblivion and the taxi squads of 
both of last year’s Super Bowl con- 
testants. Having made the full circle from 
New England to Miami to Washington 
and back to New England, Steve Kiner 
was home again. 

The Patriots treated the matter as the 
return of the prodigal son, as evinced by 


Fairbanks’ decision to start him right 
away. 

And the local media, predictably, 
reacted as if the Patsies had just signed 
Augustus Owlsley Stanley III to play 
weak-side linebacker. On one radio talk 
show the host persisted in asking Kiner 
about his “problems.” Calmly, even 
sweetly, Steve replied, “Don’t you have 
any problems?” 


Another reporter asked him if he’d 
changed since his last stint as a Patriot. 
“Yes,” answered Kiner, “I’m a little 
bigger.”’ (He is, at 208, compared to the 
197 he played at in 1971.) 


* * * 


His biggest problem right now is that 
his girl, Barbara Young, just transferred 
to the University of Maryland (where 
she’s studying dance therapy) to be near 
him in Washington, “She'll probably 
transfer up here after the first semester. 
I’m looking for a house for after the 


season. We want to live here. I’m really 
glad to be back in New England.” 


* 


Gone is last year’s cause celebre, the 
Greyhound bus Steve lived in most of the 
season. “I couldn’t afford it any more. I 
kept having trouble with it and having to 
fix things. When I went to Miami it broke 
down. I was late and Shula fined me. It 
got to where it just wasn’t worth it, so I 
took it back to Miami to the people I 
brought it from. They’re going to recondi- 
tion it and then try to sell it for me.” 

Besides the Miami episode, the bus 
had gotten him into trouble last season 
even before he had completed the first leg 
of his three-team odyssey around the 
NFL. 

“TI was driving to Amherst a couple of 
days before I was scheduled to report to 
the Patriots camp, and my bus broke 
down in New Jersey. I rounded up the 
money and got it fixed, but by the time I 
got through I barely had enough money 


for gas to get up here. 

“So I get to the Connecticut Turnpike 
and I didn’t have enough left for tolls. I 
explained to the guy in the booth what 
had happened and told him who I was, 
that I’d send the money when I got here. 
He was a pretty understanding guy, and 
he gave me this slip, some kind of 
voucher, and told me to give it to the guy 
at the next booth.” Through some un- 
fathomable logic, it seemed that 
procedure dictated that Kiner pick up a 
new slip at each successive toll booth. 
This worked fine for about two booths, at 
which point he encountered an unsym- 
pathetic attendant who was having none 
of it. 


“He didn’t want to hear it. He just look- 
ed at me and looked at my bus and told 
me he didnt care who I was, that if I 
didn’t pay him his money he was going to 
have me arrested.” 

“I didn’t want to hear that. SoI split.” 


Kiner’s reasoning at that point was 
that, having bolted one toll booth, he

might as well run all of them, so the 
Greyhound bus proceeded to cut a wide 
swatch across the state of Connecticut, 
leaving in its wake a cacophony of bells, 
alarms, and frenzied toll collectors. 


“T'was almost out of the state when the 
trooper caught up with me. They were go- 
ing to put me in jail, and then he found 
out who I was. It turned out the cop was 
(former Pats’ PR Director) Jack 
Nicholson’s cousin. He gave me an escort, 
with his light flashing and everything, all 
the way back down the turnpike and 
made them give me the slips like they 
were supposed to in the first place.” 

So he got to Amherst all right. He 
might as well have gone to jail. From the 
day he arrived he was embroiled in a 
double-barreled worker-management dis- 
pute with John Mazur and Upton Bell. 


The coach had never evinced a par- 
ticular fondness for Kiner in the first 
place, and fast began losing patience 
when Steve declined to practice with the 
team. “I still had a groin injury I'd gotten 
the season before, and it hadn’t healed. 


So I was getting ultrasonic treatments on | 


it every day and it was coming along. 
Besides, I was showing up for practice. I 
was doing a lot of running and working 
out by myself. I just wasn’t scrimmaging 
or going through the drills.” 


The General Manager and Kiner had 
reached something of an impasse as well. 
Kiner was holding out. 


“When he came here from Dallas I gave 
him a very generous raise,” explained 
Bell, ‘‘and I offered him another one. But 
what Steve was asking was outrageous. It 
would have made him the highest-paid 
linebacker in the NFL.” : 


“All I wanted was the same I made the 


year before,” countered Kiner. “‘Only this 
time after taxes.” 


Before the first exhibition game Steve 
was in Miami, traded for an offensive 
lineman who played less than three 
minutes in the preseason before he was 
cut. 

That in itself was indignity enough, but 
things were to get worse. The Patriots,

having literally given away the previous 
season’s top defensive player, were hard- 
pressed to rationalize dumping a player of 
Kiner’s stature on grounds like groin pulls 
and contract disputes. No one’s quite sure 
how the story started — and certainly the 
local media has to be more than a little bit 
culpable — but, since Kiner had two drug 
busts to his credit (one for ‘‘being under 
the influence of marijuana’? — which he 
wasn’t — and the other for possession of 
valium — given to him by the trainer — 
and cocaine), the rumor spread quickly 
around the league that he was into 
something heavier. 


He wasn’t, but the innuendo preceded 
his arrival in Miami. “They humiliated 
me down there,” remembers Steve. ““The 
Dolphins never really wanted me anyway, 
and Shula never gave me a chance. After 
games everybody else on the team would 
file into the locker room and they’d pull 
me into the trainer’s room for a urinalysis. 
It was really degrading. 


“| hadn’t touched any drugs of any kind 


= 


for months and months. They kept telling 
me that I was on drugs and I kept telling 
them I wasn’t. I don’t know what they 
were trying to prove by it all; I wasnt 
there long enough to find out. ” 


So after a few weeks in Amhergt and a 


few weeks in Miami, Steve wound up as a 


hidden member of George Allen’s cab 


squad. (NFL regulations provide for a 7- 
man limit on the taxi squad, but between 
the football players George Allen employs 
as ‘“‘groundskeepers,”’ “clubhouse atten- 
dants,”’ and water boys, the Redskins are 
widely believed to employ a taxi squad 
approximately the size of the Chinese Ar- 
my. Nobody knows for sure, since nobody 
sees them practice.) 

Steve was moved up to the legitimate 
roster (on the taxi squad) midway 
through the season, and when Jack 
Pardee retired (again) after the season, 
appeared to be in line for a starting job. 

“T got paid my full salary — $30,000 — 
for being on the taxi squad last year, but I 


< wanted to play. I thought I should’ve 


started last year. If we hadn’t been win- 
ning I probably would have. It was really 
frustrating, though. I had a couple of 
fights with other players in practice, but 
George seemed to like that. After the 
season I told him that if I wasn’t starter 
this year I wanted to go somewhere else. 
He said I had a good shot.” 

When the Redskins traded for Dave 
Robinson in the off-season Steve saw the 
handwriting on the wall. “I knew he’d go 
with the veteran, but George said ‘no,’ 
that I still had a good chance of starting. 
That’s why it surprised me so much when 
they waived me. I think they were just 
trying to slip me through so they could 
put me back on the taxi squad again. He 
was taking a gamble that nobody would 
pick me up (on the final cut, waivers are 
irrevocable). I’m glad somebody did. I 
want to play.” 


It was like homecoming on Sunday 
afternoon. Buffalo won the toss, meaning 
that the Patriots’ defensive unit was in- 
troduced to the Schaefer Opening Day 
crowd. When “Number 57, Steve Kiner”’ 
came over the loudspeaker the joint went 


crazy, giving Steve a standing ovation. 
Did it surprise him? 

“No,” he replied. It didn’t surprise me 
at all. I was right at home here. The fans 
in New England like me. They know what 
I can do.” 

On the second play from scrimmage 
Kiner broke through and made the tackle. 
The stands sounded like the mob in the 
Pamplonas arena yelling for ears. Kiner 
went on to make eleven tackles — five un- 
assisted — while the Patriots got 
themselves demolished at the hands of 
the Bills, with O.J. Simpson rushing for 
an NFL record 250 yards. 

“I didn’t have a good game,” says 
Kiner. “‘O.J. broke those two tackles on 
me.” 

He was reminded that O.J. had broken 
a lot of tackles on a lot of people Sunday 
afternoon. The Patriots had looked, in a 
word, like the Patriots. How did this 
year’s version stack up in his eyes with 
last season’s? 

Still in his shoulder pads, Steve Kiner 
stared straight ahead and pondered the 
question. ‘“‘Well,” he finally answered, 
“we're definitely a better-coached team 
this year.” 

“And,” he added softly, ‘“‘we’re a better 
team this year because we have me.” 

There are a lot of people who agree.

1973 Bobby Riggs has gone from a mid- 
dle aged tennis has-been to a middle aged 
tennis has-been, but what a ride for him, 
and for us, in between. 

But the ride should be over now. It 
should have ended in the Astrodome on 


Thursday night, by a score of 6-4, 6-3, 6-3. 


Billie Jean King, playing with all the cau- 
tion of a female kamikaze pilot and all the 
femininity of a women’s roller derby 
player, put an end to Riggs’ gigs in front 
of a prfme time television audience and 
over 30,000 people in the Astrodome — 
the largest live audience to ever watch a 
tennis match, anywhere. She did it with 
verve and determination and skill and in- 
telligence and all the impatience of a suf- 
fragette caught smoking in the basement 
by her old man. And she did it convin- 
-cingly enough so that no one should have 
paid any real attention when Riggs said 
afterwards, “I think it’s close enough — 
like Frazier and Muhammed Ali — to 
warrant a rematch. I feel like I want to 
make it right for the guys just like Billie 
Jean wanted to after Margaret lost.’’ Of 
course, Robert, what would happen if 
they gave a rematch and nobody came? 
“How did Bobby play?” Billie Jean 
repeated the question she’d been asked in 
the crowded press conference afterwards, 
held in what used to be the last bastion of 
-piggishness — the baseball dressing room. 
“He played like a woman — just like a lot 
of women I’ve beaten on the women’s 
tour.” This was in keeping, of course, with 
the basic contradictorines at the core of 
the event. Her nickname is “‘Old Lady” 
and it was Riggs who played like one. And 
her success hinged mainly on a relentless 
and successful attacking strategy which 
would have done any Rod Ashewallcombe 
proud. In fact, not since Ms.-ter 
Jorgensen’s own Battle of the Sexes has 
such a male-female tug-of-war been so 
confused. ~ 
The entire week was confusing. All of 
the assembled media people — there were 
over 300 of them — must have felt a little 


like they were at the site of a heavyweight 
fight instead of your ordinary $100,000 
winner-take-all tennis match (Which it 
really wasn’t. When it was all over, Billie 
Jean probably made about $190,000 and 
Riggs $100,000. But Riggs also, according 
to aide de camp Lornie Kuhle, lost ‘‘five 
figures” in bets on himself). The fight 
metaphor was constantly being aided by 
the things like a ““Tale of the Tape: Chest- 

— 33, Billie Jean, but expands to 35 
without a bra. The seats in the Dome were 
fight priced: $20 for the Field Boxes, $20 
and $15 for the Mezzanine, $10 for Loge 
and Pavillion and $10 and $6 for Uppers. 
The expected gate was $400,000. 

Jimmy the Greek was in town to 
oversee the action personally (one friend 
of Jimmy’s hinted that The Greek may 
have lost $50,000 on his own 2!2-to-1 odds 
on Riggs), and was asked on Thursday 
morning why the odds weren’t closer to 
the 6-to-5 Riggs was screaming for. Jim- 
my, dressed in black-and-white checked 
sports jacket, tailored grey slacks and 
sneakers, looked disgusted. 

“Riggs wants to make all the money,” 
Jimmy the Greek said. 

He was asked if there were any King 
bettors lurking. 

“I don’t gamble, sir,’’ Jimmy the Greek 
said with a pained, aristocratic expression 
on his face, looking for a moment like a 
bouncer who had come into money. “I 
simply offer one man’s opinion.” 

There were many opinions during the 
week about Billie Jean’s inaccessibility, 
aloofness and general bitchiness.

ning both while losing a total of four 
games. BJ even had her very own sparring 
partners. 

Riggs also had his own sparring 
partners, but the sparring was a bit 
different from that incorporated into the 
monastic existence which Ms. King had 
chosen for her stay in Houston. Riggs 
spent most of the early part of the week 
running around the lobby saying to any 
press person in sight, “Hey, why doncha 
come up to my room.” The parties would 
be impromptu. One of which found Riggs 
attired in a lime green pajama outfit. On 
the bar would be a huge plate full of 
vitamins, and the refrigerator was stuffed 
with avocados. The only other thing on 
the bar besides the vitamins was a bottle 
of Wild Turkey, which Riggs hadn’t 
touched according to his nutritionist, 
Rheo Blair. Blair is the man who put 
Riggs on the $15,000 vitamin and good 
diet regimen which is given much of the 
credit by Bobby for his excellent condi- 
tion for his Mother’s Day massacre of 
Maggie Court. Riggs takes up to 415 pills 
a day, after one gulping of about 30, Blair 
said, ‘‘Bobby has just taken the 
equivalent of 2000 oranges, four pounds of 
liver, 2 pounds of steak and two gallons of 
milk. 

“It is vitamins like this that are giving 
him a sharp mind and sharper concen- 
tration.”” One journalist referred to Blair 
as the “snake oil salesman for this cir- 
cus.” 

Riggs was also accompanied by Kuhle 
and Hans Wichery, a tanned German pro 
from San Diego who looks like a ski in- 
structor. He was playing Riggs for $200 
every night in Houston, and losing. And 
loving it. He is totally devoted to Riggs. 

Also present and accounted for were 
some of Riggs’ children from his two 
marriages, and his brother John, who was 
usually the one glancing at his watch and 
saying things like, ‘‘you really do need 
your rest, Bob.” Which as it turned out, 
Bob did. 

Though secure in its status as Eighth 
Wonder of the World, it may be safe to 
say that the Astrodome has never seen 


anything quite like the “Night of the 
Match of the Century Between the Battle 
of the Sexes.” There were concessions 
stands set up less than thirty feet from the 
court — a court which had been put in the 
night before — with huge slabs of roast 
beef being made into $1.75 sandwiches. 
Champagne was being sold at tables next 
to the roast beef concessions. The Cham- 
pagne was Henri Marchant, imported 
from abroad — New York State. 

Billie Jean was out at 5 o’clock to prac- 
tice with her coach Dennis van der Meer, 
and she looked as cheerful as an un- 
married libber who’s been told the rabbit 
died. She complained about the court sur- 
face: “It feels like a basketball court.” 
She complained about the lights: “Those 
lights are weird, man, really weird.” 

_ Riggs appears with Hans about 5:30. 
Hans practically leads him onto the court, 
which would have been sweet except that 
there were no crowds milling around Bad 
Bob. There is one funny incident. Riggs is 
warming up when the Spanish speaking 
attendants decide to give the court a 
quick vacuuming. They yell for Riggs to 
get off, and Riggs pays no attention to 
them. So the people already assembled in 
the stands witness the Chaplinesque sight 
of Riggs side-stepping the cleaner and the 
cord, all while he is having a hit with 
Hans. 

_ Brother John informs that Bobby had 
spent most of the afternoon playing gin 
rummy with old friend John White from 
Nashville. Brother John also informs that 
Bobby won $200 on the last hand — to 
break even. Rheo says that Bobby has 
taken only fifteen pills on the day of the 
match. . 

King appeared first on the court, and 
she must have been leaked as to what 
Riggs planned to do. She came out carried 
in a Sudan Chair, much to the delight of 
the crowd, which was solidly pro-King for 
most of the match. Riggs soon followed, 
being pulled in by rickshaw by Bobby 
Riggs’ Bosom Buddies, contest winners 
selected by, uh, physical endowment for 
this occasion. 

Riggs tried very hard to win this match. 
He really did. But it was as if someone 
had whispered to his legs before the

Behind Rory O’Connor’s 
premature death notices for the 
Bicentennial (Phoenix, Sept. 
18) I detect a hope for what 
might have been: 


‘*...bicentennial local arts 
programs, elaborate plans for 
turning the whole city, the whole 
state for crissakes, into one huge 
celebration, for the generation of 
a true and meaningful grassroots 
awareness of what this country 
was and should be.... The Bi- 
Centennial was a rare, golden 
chance to restore some vague 
kind of a belief in the philosophy 
behind all that rhetoric, and I 
might even have listened....” 


_ That "rare, golden chance” is 
far from dead, but we can’t very 
well expect the government to 
feed it with a silver spoon. After 
all, the Revolutionary War was 
won almost in spite of the Con- 
tinental Congress, and not 
because of it. 

Listen. If we want to restore 
our beliefs, we’ll just have to do 
it ourselves if necessary. To the 
extent that the government can 
help that’s fine with me, and I 
am grateful that the Boston Har- 
bor and Holyoke Mountains 
park projects are finally going 
through. Better late than never. 

But the ultimate responsibili- 
ty rests with us, with the people. 
So what if there are not govern- 
ment handouts to be had? We’ve 
got to depend on our own energy 
and, initiative and enterprise. 
Isn’t that part of what the 
philosophy behind the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the 
Constitution was all about? 

In many ways modern 
America is more of a wilderness 
than was colonial America, a 
wilderness of technology and 
change and identity and culture 
and belief and purpose.

ABBIE DEFENSE 
To the Editor: 


As we write this, Abbie, Carol 
Raner and Diane Peterson; have 
been released on bail. Michael 
Drosnin also was able to post 
bond and is free. Thanks in part 
+o an outpouring of letters 
protesting both the original 
$200,000 bail and the 
prosecutor’s office attempt to 
portray the four defendants as 
murderous criminals on a par 
with the mafia, bail was reduced 
to $10,000 cash each for Abbie 
and Carol and $7,500 each for 


Diane and Michael. 

We have the problem of rais- 
ing a $100,000 defense fund. We 
badly need the money to hire 
professional investigators and 
researchers and to pay the costs 
for the many motions the at- 
torneys plan to file, some of 
which will challenge the law 
classifying cocaine with heroin. 
The attorneys tell us that the 
case against the four is not what 
the cops and prosecutors have 
alleged in their prejudicial press 
conferences (two in two weeks) 
and public announcements, but 
it will take much professional leg 
work to prove it, and that is ex- 
pensive. The defendants insist 


_ they are innocent. 


The prosecutors office has 
already given ample evidence 
that it plans a political trial to 
make an example of Abbie, es- 
pecially now that New York 
State’s new drug law, the 
toughest in the nation, is in 
effect. The case is being 
prosecuted by a special office 
created about a year ago by the 
district attorneys of the five 
boroughs to handle all their nar- 
cotics cases. The office is filled 
with politically ambitious 
lawyers and clearly looking to 
make a name for itself after a 
year of being ignored by the 
press while prosecuting heroin 
smugglers. With Abbie’s 
presence drawing the media, the 


assistant district attorney asked 
during arraignment for $500,000 
bail, then equated cocaine deal- 
ing with murder; then implied 
that the lives of the narcs might 
be in danger if the defendants 
were out of jail, then said the 
case was considered so signifi- 
cant that plea bargaining was 
being ruled out, even though 
none of the defendants had ex- 
pressed any such interest. These 
were unprecedented statements 
for four people with no previous 
drug arrests (only Abbie has 
other arrests, all political), and 
they suggest the problem we are 
facing — an attempt to punish 
Abbie for his past political ac- 
tivities in the hope that it will 
win the approval of voters here. 
The sentence on a Class A 
cocaine conviction is mandatory 
life. If the judge is feeling mer- 
ciful on the day of sentencing; he 
can set parole eligibility after 15 
years. If not, parole doesn’t 
become available to a convicted 
defendant for 25 years. Should 
Abbie be convicted; he would be 
62 years old before he was eligi- 
ble for parole; so would Diane. 
Obviously we need help of any 
kind, especially money. We can 
be contacted c/o Lefcourt at 640 
Broadway, New York, N.Y.

STICKS AND BONES 


To the Editor: 

After reading, with much dis- 
gust, Vince Canzoneri’s review of 
Sticks and Bones I felt I should 
try to share the impressions of 
someone who did see himself in 
the play (ME) with Mr. Can- 
zoneri who didn’t. 

I disagree completely with 
those who put down a production 


because of its technical flaws . 


(which I didn’t see) or because of 
a dislike for the writer or 
producer (which I didn’t share); 
expecially a film with social 
message that would not get out 
otherwise. 

Post-Vietnam Struggle is the 
struggle to overcome various 
problems induced by military 
training and Vietnam Service. It 
is here, I think, that Mr. Can- 
zoneri missed the point. Yes, 
there is the point that the war 
was wrong, and that we are all 
guilty; but, to me, the major 
point was of the inability of 
relatives and friends to unders- 
tand, to cope with and help the 
veteran with these problems, 
and the inability of the veteran 
to relate, to his parents and 
friends, who often have the 
same, gung-ho, ideology as when 
he left, his change in views and 
reasons behind it. 

There haven’t been any (to my 
knowledge) comprehensive 


studies of reasons behind 
Veterans suicides, but I am sure 
that insensitive parents and 
friends are the most common. 

Yes, Sticks and Bones was 
overdone, but it was meant to 
be. In order to make most people 
see a point, you often have to 
point about a mile past it to be 
sure they see it. Sticks and 
Bones did this and, I think, did it 
beautifully. I compare the 
criticism of the producers of this 
film, with George Frazier’s 
criticism of David Deitch 
because he doesn’t use perfect 
grammar or perfect literary 
style. Readers of Deitch read 
FACTS, they don’t Proofread, so 
also, do people watch shows like 
Sticks and Bones for the subject 
matter, not to say, “Oh the 
producer should have shown his 
left side instead of his right, it’s 
better camera work.” 

As for Mr. Canzoneri’s not 
feeling anything, maybe he 
should come by the VVAW/WSO 
office and read up on P.VS., 
because I saw myself, relatives 
and friends, in Sticks and Bones. 
But then I’m a Vietnam Veteran 
with many of the problems the 
Vet in Sticks and Bones had, and 
I cried for quite a while after the 
play ended, uncontrollaby and 
unashamedly.

food. First of all, learn to use 
chopsticks; practice at home before 


making your debut in public. One of - 


the most absurd sights I have seen in 
a restaurant is a patron with one 
stick in each hand trying to tear 
apart a piece of food that doesn’t 
even need cutting. I suspect it is a 
popular conviction that chop sticks 
are barbaric eating instruments that 
lead some diners to refuse to use 
them and _ totally incapacitates 
others. They really are easy to use 
and eating with them is both swift 
and graceful compared to our 
American method — cut with fork 
and knife, put down knife, switch 
fork into opposite hand. So, confi- 
dent in your ability to use 
chopsticks, send back all the 
silverware. Soup and serving spoons 
will be provided when necessary. 
You do not need a teaspoon, for no 


_Chinese tea is drunk with sugar, 


milk, cream, or anything else, the 
one exception being a brew of 
chrysanthemum flowers which is

As for ordering, if the menu seems 
to be the Universal Standard Edi- 
tion of the American-Chinese menu, 
ask for any dishes that are not on the 
menu, or enquire about dishes on 
the Chinese version of the menu, 
which is usually almost totally 
different.

Boston Street Guide by R.L. Polk, published by Arrow Street 
Guides, $3.95. : 


“He had so much of the superfluous he didn’t need the necessary.” 
What was once said of Oscar Wilde may now be applied to the Boston 
Street Guide with the slight alteration that it is more necessary than 
superfluous. Amid the hurly-burly of our modern age with its “Deep 
Throats’, ‘‘Deep Thrusts’’, and ‘“‘Deep Dish Apple Pies”, it certainly 
is a reaffirmation of our fundamental ideals to be the recipient of Mr. 
Polk’s latest excursion into order. Although not entirely devoid of 
questionable passages (and here I refer directly to the more unsavory 
descriptions of various intersections —- Washington and Essex 
Streets but to name one), Mr. Polk’s Street Guide is sure to thrill, in- 
volve, titillate, and, above all, guide us all in our daily lives. Mr. Polk 
has become enmired in the Muddy River, swaggered unafraid 
through South Boston, courted nimbly in: Louisburg Square, and 
plunged headlong into Boston Harbor. And, throwing caution to the 
a he takes us by the hand into the nether reaches of the Mystic 

arf. 
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Not long ago, you may recall, all the grandeur and pellucid vapo 
of life were brought to the public by Mr. Polk’s first attempt, Street 
Guide to Somerville. Nor were we spared the clatter of the pavement 
itself — street by street, block by block, we passed each numbered 
phantasmagorical wonder of Somerville: Precision Motor Rebuilders, 
the Struzziero Funeral Parlor, the Porter Square Sears (Ah, but here 
I digress — we are encroaching on Cambridge.) Yet, somehow, in- 
tertwined in the delicate fabric of St. Botolph Street, Huntington 
Avenue, Alhambra Road, and Pilsudsky Way is the persistent theme: 
All is change and all is unity. What bizarre rituals are performed dai- 
ly in the depths of Hyde Park; what frivolities caress the twilight 
names of Uphams Corners, Savin Hill, or West Roxbury? 

Alas, Mr. Polk, you are strangely silent about these matters, and, I 
might add, strangely knowing. We see your wry smile lurking behind 
the Chelsea Rotary and we wonder about your motives. And this 
brings me to the only major criticism of the work. Throughout the 
Street Guide, just at the points of unbearable tension (Whiskey Point 
and Point - ‘O - Pines for example), we see creeping in at the corners 
of the pages the dull, ominous tones of the SUBURBS. I say we have 
seen all too much of the suburbs. Wasn’t the Grosset and Dunlap 
Interstate Road Atlas enough? Weren’t our sensibilities numbed by 
Hagstrom’s Westchester County? In spite of its resounding 
statements about urban problems, the Boston Street Guide, alas, 
falls prey to this common beast. 

As for characterization, the intricacies and nuances of struggle are 
masterfully blended into the plot. Take, for example, the 


protagonist, Franklin Park. Traversed by the highways of life’s mis- - 


fortunes (Routes 3 and C-28) he struggles to retain his values in a 
changing environment. Not far distant, his childhood companion, 
now a wealthy and respected gentleman of taste, Arnold Arboretum, 
displays an ugly hauteur for his crestfallen friend. Not until they 
meet in deadly combat upon the Jamaica Plains do we understand 
the real scope of the conflict. And as the maps of the book close, we 
still have no glimpse of the outcome. 

I trust the Mr. Polk is waiting in the wings to satisfy our curiosity 
with a still more controversial opus. Perhaps it is too soon, but I feel 
we might see before the year is out — The Revised Zip Code Direc-

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She’s A Woman

For once an artist’s appearance in 


Boston was not just another whistle stop 
in the course of getting the word out to 
folks. Maria d’Amato Muldaur’s single 
night engagement at Paul’s Mall last 


Monday reminded her many devotees of 


what Boston, in particular Cambridge, 
was like five to ten years ago, and il- 
luminated what vestiges of it remain to- 
day. A child of Greenwich Village who left 
Cambridge in 1969 to move to Woodstock 
with her husband Geoff, Maria was the 
emblematic female figure of the Village — 
Cambridge — Berkeley axis: the Italian 
Renaissance face, the unstudied tresses, 
the bohemian ornamentation. And Maria, 
in the otherwise all-male Kweskin Jug 
Band was something of an ornament 
herself. It seemed like every man I spoke 
to in the week preceding Maria’s 
appearance was still privately nurturing a 
crush on her. Yet, in the old days, when 
Maria sang “I’m A Woman,” her calling 
card, it was the hyperbole which we found 
charming: while Maria’s appeal was cer- 
tainly as some bold new feminine incarna- 
tion, beneath the bravado she could really 
be heard singing, “I’m a girl.”’ This ideal 
female turned out to be nutty, flawed, 
callow and therefore touchable. 

Today, in that self-same Cambridge, 
the dreamy contemplation of pulchritude 
unburdened by ideology or guilt is a 
fugitive pleasure at best. By the same 
token, surely nothing is more maudlin 


than some irrelevant folkie crying into his 


espresso over the good old days at the 
Club 47. Fortunately, Maria Muldaur is 


neither mannequin nor venerable jug | 


stomper, but is in fact the focal point of a 
remarkable new album which bears her 
name on Warner Bros. (MS 2148). Two 
albums which she shared with her 
currently estranged husband preceded this 
one, and taken together, they comprise a 
solo album for each spouse, since they 
observed the strange convention of alter- 
nating cuts, never singing together. Maria 
admits that despite the technical separa- 
tion, Geoff had a powerful influence on 
her musical tastes, so the quarantine 
might not have meant the independence 
it would seem to have. On Maria 
Muldaur, with the assistance of producers 
Joe Boyd and Lenny Waronker, she offers 
a breadth of genre, “as well as the less 
classifiable work of little known but out- 
standing writers — David Nichtern, Kate

McGarrigle and Wendy Waldman — 
which is unerring in its taste. A har- 
monious multiplicity here replaces the 
schizoid disjunctions of the Geoff and 
Maria albums. Maria is probably the last 
major folkie to have confronted the in- 
evitable post-Dylan choice — either to 
melt into comfortable obscurity and 
perhaps legend, or to take the bull by the 


horns in the larger arena of pop. She could 
even, I suppose, have chosen the unique 
option of joining the Lyman family. 
Without relinquishing any of the win- 
someness which made her the loved musi- 
cian she is, with this release she has plac- 
ed herself among that burgeoning corps of 
single-minded women artists like Bonnie 
Raitt, Joni Mitchell and Linda Ronstadt 


who have forged femininity with 
feminism. 
Maria doesn’t seize hold of songs the 


way Bonnie does, nor does she permeate 
them like Joni Mitchell, but birdlike, 
alights upon them. While she does have 
expressive range, which she must to han- 
dle many genres, it is always within the

The Johnny Otis Show at Paul’s Mall 
last week flashed and dazzled on stage 
like Prometheus in front of a mirror 
watching himself change. Otis, the old 
rhythm and blues master who for years 
has dodged the dumb race issue by being 
so apt with his music that no one could 
think to challenge him, has got his review 
organized and orchestrated with bodies 
moving on and off stage in harmonious or- 
bits. 

Delmar “Mighty Mouth” Evans did 
some sneaky stuff like ‘High Heel 
Sneakers”’ with able assistance by 
guitarist Willy Webb, whose tightly paced 
blues licss were bullseyes every time. 
Webb got in a lot of small solos, all of 
them perfectly paced. 

The Otis Show is fielding two vocal 
trios and in this department the careful 
organization didn’t quite compensate for 
the singers’ lack of brilliance. Adding to 
their lacklustre impact were some anemic 
vocal mikes which only the Mighty 
Mouth could overcome. 

Of the two trios, Marie Adams and the 
Three Tons of Joy handle the traditional 
rhythm and blues scam, while Stuff, 
Sugar and Honey shake it for Motown and 
Sly. Marie Adams and her compatriots 
collectively weigh approximately seven 
hundred pounds and Marie herself has 
twenty-inch biceps. Stuff, Sugar and 
Honey weigh three hundred pounds 
collectively and move so fast and nasty 
you don’t notice what they aren’t singing. 
Otis has a weird sense of cosmic balance 
to travel with these yin/-yang vocal 
groups. 

The Three Tons did Faye Adams’ 
“Shake A Hand” with Marie holding 
down the fort, while her two chums cir- 
culated gingerly through the crowd grasp- 
ing hands. They did a “‘Hitchhike” which 
no motorist could refuse, then Johnny 
joined them for a “Bye-Bye Baby”’ after 
which Delmar reemerged in a new outfit 
and delivered a funny “Don’t Start Me To 
Talking.”” Johnny did the obligatory

“Hand Jive” at a propulsive medium tem- 
po, then the voices stepped back for a 
blistering number by trombonist Mighty 
Flea, aka Gene Connors. The Flea blew 
through a fat plastic mouthpiece he 
designed himself and played an intensely 


rhythmic, exuberant trombone that 
stylistically recalled old Tom and Jerry 
cartoons of mice spitting out watermelon 
seeds at machine-gun rate. 

Then Stuff, Honey and Sugar came out 
and ran through some Temptations, Mary 


Wells, Carole King, all the time shaking 
their asses fast enough to make you forget 
the almost inaudible singing. During Sly’s 
“Dance to the Music” they demonstrated 
how three competent voices can bury an 
easy song by playing it cozy. Well, what

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* the hell, I’m sure Johnny doesn’t have 
them along for their musical contribution. 
During their set Johnny moved to vibes 
and got very fast. Instrumentally the 
band was extremely tight, hanging 
between Webb’s fine guitar work and 
Wayne Stone’s accurate drumming. Aside 
from Otis, Stone was the only white band 
member. 

For Otis, who, as “the Godfather of 
rhythm and blues” at one time included 
in his show Roy Brown, Ivory Joe Hunter, 
Eddie ‘“‘Cleanhead” Vinson, Little Esther, 
Pee Wee Crayton, Big Joe Turner, and his 
son Shuggie, inflation and the road have 
been particularly taxing. The present 13 
person show is obviously moving on a very 
- tight budget — but more importantly, the 


stars are missing, with no prospect of new 
stars to take their place. With the excep- 
tion of Evans and possibly Otis himself 
the show has no really exciting vocalists; 
this in a show that includes two vocal 
trios. Shuggie has been in a blue funk for 
about a year now, which has probably 
kept him from helping his old man out. 

When “Willie and the Hand Jive’”’ was 
released in 1958 it became an immediate 
hit. Everyone thought that Johnny Otis 
was another black R&B artist and he 
wisely did nothing to correct the mis- 
conception. In 1969 he released his last 
album for Kent, the kinetic Cold Shot! 
which featured Shuggie and Mighty 
Mouth. After that he signed with Epic 
and put together one of his greatest 


shows, featuring some of those fabulous 
performers, most of whom had made it on 
their own merits years previously, at least 
with black audiences. 

Otis’ looks haven’t changed through the 
years. He has always resembled a mean 
hot rodder with his long dark hair greased 
straight back over his dome, his eyes 
obscured by sunglasses. One odd thing 
about the present band is that the majori- 
ty of the musicians, singers excluded, 
wore sunglasses, as if to hide their im- 
poverished state from themselves. 

We talked with the Mighty Flea, who 
spends most of the year touring Europe 
with one or another of his own five piece 
bands. The Flea has worked with Count 
Basie, Dexter Gordon and a million 


others, and he had some interesting obser- 
vations to make about jazz here and 
abroad. 

“The American jazz crowd is too 
limited, you know. They get onto some 
new thing and that’s what they want to 
hear all the time. But F play Europe like 
all those other American cats because in 
Europe, you got traditional swing, bop, 
big bands, new stuff, every type of music 
there is and the people are into it and 
support it. I think that it’s getting a little 
better over here because of all the kids 
who were listening to rock eight years ago. 
They're into jazz now so it is getting 
better, but still if you’re a jazz musician 
it’s easier to live and work in Europe.

Chopin Shopping 


By Stuart Liebman 

Sooner or later, any pianist of conse- 
quence must prove his merit by confron- 
ting the special difficulties of Chopin. 
There certainly are contemporaries of 
Chopin’s who write more technically vex- 
ing music: Liszt is the obvious example. 
But Chopin, as the great French pianist 
Cortot remarked, is as inaccessible to the 
musician without virtuosity as he is to 
the virtuoso without musicianship. This 
observation provides a fine vantage point 
for assessing the quality of Chopin perfor- 
mance. 

All this is as introduction to the bumper 
crop of Chopin recordings that continue to 
pile up on the Ear Trumpet desk in 1973. 
Why so many top-flight interpreters 
should turn their attention to Chopin at 
the present moment is somewhat 
mysterious, for 1973 provided no 
centenary of the master’s birth or death to 
serve as a pretext for record companies’ 
promotional energies. As might be ex- 
pected, among the dozen and a half 
releases are some crashing failures, 
several timely re-cycling efforts, and a few 
inspired, revelatory achievements. 

No less than three complete sets of 
Chopin’s Etudes, Op. 10 and 25 have 
appeared. Young Italian Maurizio Pollini, 
who has such prodigious technical polish 
that the shine must wear off on the keys, 
appears on DGG 2530 291 magnificently 
recorded by Rainer Brock. For sheer ex- 
citement, this is the disc to own; for 
Chopin, look elsewhere. Pollini’s Op. 10, 
No. 8 is scintillating, aggressively at- 
tacked, as it should be. But Pollini is less 
than adequate on finer points, particular- 
ly the subtle inner polyphony of Op. 10, 
No. 6 which in his reading simply doesn’t 
sing. Russian virtuoso Aleksander 
Slobodyanik appears on two Angel- 
Melodiya discs (SR 40204 and SR 40205). 
Angel has improved its sonic depth: it’s 
now good enough to pick up the nervous 


coughs and grunts from the recital have Van Cliburn’s versions of Chopin’s 


audience whose presence is nowhere in- 
dicated on the’ record jacket. Live 
recording is acceptable for a rare old 
Hofmann or a Lhevinne, but for 
Slobodyanik? His noisy playing clicks in 
the twelfth study of Op. 10, the 
“Revolutionary,” presumably something 
the Russians know about. Only here, 
however, are Slobodyanik’s weighty for-

tissimos completely appropriate. 
Elsewhere this young Slav lumbers 
through insensitively. Ilana Vered (Con- 
noisseur Society CS 2045) plays a bright 
Baldwin with an inexplicably indistinct 
bass (despite the “Quad” sound). Her 
touch is delicate and sure and the music 
glides from her fingers in a pleasantly old- 
fashioned way. Her Etudes, though more 
flowing and less strongly contrasted than 
those of the other two, never lack convic- 
tion and quiet strength. Irving Kolodin 
has remarked about her, “She is a pianist 
above and beyond the ordinary.” Yes, but 
not extraordinary. 

RCA’s classical division was so 
threatened by debt two years ago that 
they turned to re-packaging old material 
from their vaults, a policy of mixed 
benefits. By the grace of RCA we now 


Greatest Hits (LSC 5014) with idiotic 
liner notes by one Charles Yulish. 
Cliburn’s Texas origins must account for 
his riding the “Revolutionary” as if it 
were a bucking broncg, or explain why he 
rushed through the “Raindrop” prelude 
as if he didn’t want to get wet, or why he 
stamps like a gunfighter through the 
Scherzo in B flat minor, Op. 31. This cow- 
boy is never sad: he smiles while hacking 
through the Op. 10, No. 3 (‘‘Tristesse’’) 
study. All these fiascos are recorded in 
that “You are there in the piano lid” 
sound which fatigues even the hardiest 
listener in a few minutes. 

The great Rachmaninoff appears as 
soloist on a Victrola mono recording (VIC 
1534). Most of the pieces — chiefly 
waltzes and the Sonata in B flat minor — 
were recorded in the 1920s and the sound 
is simply too sour for one to consider ow- 
ning his readings to the exclusion of all 
others. For piano buffs, however, 
Rachmaninoff’s reputation and the 
schmaltz he adds to Chopin’s scores may 
prove irresistible. There are, after all, no 
accurate tempo marks for the opening 
movement of the “‘scherzo” of the second 
sonata — which does allow for some inter- 
pretive latitude. Rachmaninoff’s 
grandeur and freedom may have greater 
appeal than Andre Watts’ somewhat flac- 
cid but respectful reading on Columbia 
(M 32041). 

The decision to purchase a Chopin 
release often depends on how well an old 


. favorite is performed. A case in point is 


the Ballade in G minor, Op. 23. Rubins- 
tein, whose name is popularly identified 
with Chopin performance in this country, 
presents (on RCA LSC 3322) the 
Ballade’s pensive, fragile lyricism. His at- 
titude can dangerously approach the over- 
ly sentimental and gummy, but his sense 
of purpose never fails him in his very in- 


dividual reading. Vladimir Horowitz 
(RCA Vic 1605, mono only) provides a 
reading of unparalleled vigor, though a bit 
sullen. This impressive re-release by the 
keyboard’s greatest living master suffers, 
however, from the reverberating bass and 
scratchy surface of outdated recording 
technique. Gary Graffman (Col. M 31934) 
is a student of Horowitz and retains the 
brilliant power and drive of his teacher, 
especially in the astonishing finale. 
Italian master Arturo Michelangeli also 
tries his hands at the Ballade (DGG 2530 
236), but there is not enough contrast in 
his largely drowsy reading. Michelangeli 
inclines toward over-subtlety and neglects 
the grandness fully appreciated by 
Messrs. Graffman, Horowitz and Rubins- 
tein. His light touch in the slyly singing 
Scherzo, Op. 31, with its irresistible little 
triplets, and in the Prelude, Op. 45, 
despite the too emphatic treble-bass 
separation, deserves high praise. 

I am not as excited as I feel I should be 
with Christoph Eschenbach’s readings of 
all of Chopin’s Preludes. These epigram- 
matic, lyrical works resemble the Etudes 
in the specific technical demands posed 
by each piece, but their concentrated 
evocation of a single intense feeling makes 
them more emphatically individual 
Romantic poems. To be fair, Eschenbach 
tears off the B flat minor (Op. 28, No. 16) 
in style, and crisply defines the right hand 
in the E flat major (Op. 28, No. 19). Yet 
he overuses the pedal in the F sharp major 
(Op! :28, No. 13), which muddies the 
delicate figurations. On the whole, 
Eschenbach’s tone is just not good 
enough, especially in the bass, and he 
seems to lack the heart which no amount 
of technical facility can replace. 

Arguably the finest, most forward look- 
ing Chopin comes from the last decade of 
the composer’s life (1840-49). It is here 
that his harmonic progressions become 
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492-6662 or write Cambridge Educational Associates, 1430 Massa- 
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more daring and the ornamentation of his 
melodies previews the chromaticism of 
Wagner. Odyssey has re-released Dinu 
Lipatti’s 1947-48 sessions (Odyssey 32 16 
0369) which have remained unmatched 
for their passion and grace. The sound is a 
bit watery and thin, but Lipatti’s sublime 
sympathy makes this record essential for 
any self-respecting collector. No less vivid 
to my ears are the superbly captured ren- 
ditions by Stephen Bishop (Philips SAL 
6500 393). His Barcarolle in F sharp major 
is lighter and more colorful in spirit than 
Lipatti’s but totally satisfying none- 
theless. Bishop’s advancing reputation, 
confirmed by recent recordings of 
Beethoven, Mozart and Bartok, is fully 
justified by listening to his luminous 
Chopin. 

A final note: indispensable to even an 
informal study of Chopin is the paperback 
edition of The Chopin Companion edited 
by Alan Walker (Norton, $3.95). The 
texts are expertly lucid, examples 
numerous and well-chosen, and the 
scholarly commentary serves as a critical 
foil to any deeply held prejudices regar- 
ding Chopin performance. 


Fried Rice

really tasteless send it back. Besides, 
seasonings have to be added during the 
cooking process to truly be effective. 
While we cre still on the subject of rice, let 
me say that you can flunk automatically 
if you don’t eat every grain. Rice was 
precious and still is in many parts of the 
world. For each gram left in his bowl, a 
child was told he would develop a pock 
mark on his face. It does of course take 
training to eat as much rice as the 
Chinese, but once you do, you won’t be 
hungry a half hour later (or develop an 
unsightly complexion). 


Now that the food has arrived, how do 
you eat it? Don’t scoop up your 
geometrically calculated ‘“‘fair’’ portion, 
place it on the plate, and then decide that 
you don’t want it. Take a piece or two 
from the serving dish with your 
chopsticks, put it on the top of your rice 


_ bowl and then eat it from there. Or, more 


authentically — and the only way to eat 
rice — put the bowl directly up to your 
mouth and with the chopsticks in the 
other hand, shovel in both food and rice. 
Disgusting? The sight of a big, bloody 
steak being carved at the table is 
repulsive to the Chinese. Do the same for 
the other dishes in whatever sequence 
pleases you — a little of this, then a little 
of that. The appetite is stimulated by the 
constant teasing of different tastes! A 
plate is only necessary for discarding 
bones or shells. Don’t dump the rice on it 
with the food making Chinese Gculash. 
Once you master this technique, you will 
actually enjoy eating much more. The 
amount you can pick up with chop sticks 
is enough for a savory mouthful, but not a 
stuffed one. There won’t be any assigned 
portions that you have to eat (except 
for the rice). For the hypochondriacs at 
the table, eating from the same dish as 
someone else does not seem to have hurt 
the Chinese, judging from their popula- 
tion. 


What do you drink with your meal? I 


prefer tea at the beginning and at the end. 
Not all areas of China serve tea 
throughout the meal. Beer is a favorite, 
especially with the spicy Szechuan food. 
Coca Cola is surprisingly good and a 
favorite of many of the local Chinese. 
Good wines are best avoided as they will 
not be appreciated because of the diversi- 
ty of tastes of a Chinese meal. A dry white 
will do, however. Sake is good, and if you 
can get it, hot Chinese rice or grain 
“wines”. At one banquet I attended, the 
sole beverage served from cold cuts to 
soup was J & B Scotch on the rocks. As for 
the dessert, there ain’t any. There are 
sweet dishes, but these are served during 
the meal. Fresh fruits — oranges, pineap- 
ple — are served by many restaurants and 
are refreshing. There is an old Chinese 
saying that “the best dessert is the 
remembrance of the meal you have just 
eaten.” If you have eaten Chinese style, 
then you should truly have had a 
memorable meal and your waiter — 
remember him in the first paragraph — 
should be shaking your hand and saying 
“Come again”. So much for inscrutabili- 


ty.

Alan Price;O lucky man (soundtrack) 
(Warner Brothers BS 2710) 


For almost ten years now Alan Price has 
been having one of the least known yet 
~ most varied careers in popular music. 
Founder and brilliant organist of the 
Animals, this unlucky man left because of 
fame’s pressures, made a brief 
appearance in the Dylan film Don’t Look 
Back, then founded the Alan Price Set. 
He again bowed out of the spotlight after 
they had several hit singles; subsequent 
work was done with Georgie Fame, in 


clubs and on television. Around 1968, - 


London released This Price Is Right, 

: which sank (particularly in America) 
. but which now, with the success of Lind- 
_ say Anderson’s film O Lucky Man and 
_ Price’s soundtrack thereto, has been re- 
released unchanged. 

As much now as five years ago, This 
Price Is Right is extraordinarily diverse. 
-Price is a solid musician with an honest, 
effectively rough voice, half Eric Burdon, 
half Randy Newman (but this before 
anyone other than Price knew who New- 
man was, which says much about Price’s 


us five Newman songs: “So Long Dad” 
and “Living Without You,” each as sen- 
sitive as the more familiar renditions by 
Newman and Nilsson; “Simon Smith 
and His Amazing Dancing Bear,’’ 
pleasantly done albeit with little 
awareness of any of the words’ bite (it was 
this hit, incidentally, that attracted the 
attention of Lindsay Anderson); finally, 
the lament “Bet No One Ever Hurt This 
Bad” and the utterly deadpan “Biggest 
Night of Her Life,” which has never been, 
I believe, recorded elsewhere. 

Price’s own contributions comprise the 
Newmanesque “House That Jack Built” 
(wryly surreal social situations); 
“Shame,” a business morality tale that 
presages much of the tone of O Lucky 
Man and contains some obscurely detail- 
ed organ playing; ‘“‘Don’t Do That Again,” 
trivial but with small surprises; and 
“She’s Got Another Pair of Shoes,” a 
stupidity in which everything is grossly 
out of tune with everything else—awful 
initially, doubly so in re-rerelease. 

There’s also a minor, characteristic 
Goffin-King effort, but the extremes of 
the record are contrastingly displayed by 
Price’s embarrassingly enthusiastic sing- 
ing of “Hi-Lili, Hi-Lo” and by the stun- 
ningly powerful “I Put A spell On You.” 
In the former, Price shouts his banal 
naivete like a Bobby Darin, but the latter 
is a tour-de-force: moody, Baroque-ish 
organ figures open it, the spare vocal 
builds to a dazzlingly swift organ break, 
after which the most intense singing and 
playing create an extended climax that 
reverberates in one’s ears as the quiet in- 
tro is repeated and resolves with a shock 
on the most inevitable (by now) of major 
chords. “I Put A Spell On You” is worth 
the price of the record, and much more; 
it’s hard to believe the same man sang it 
and “Hi-Lili.” 


Price’s second recording (there was one 
in between these two, about three years 


ago, that Wfrner Brothers refused to 
release) is also recommended, with 
qualifications. First, Warner Brothers 
really had to squeeze out this sound- 
track—the catchy title song “O Lucky 
Man” (a second version) is repeated and 
still we-get less than 25 minutes of music! 
Second, the material, though always 
musical, attractive, even memorable is on 
the slight side (especially lyrically) when 
heard out of the context of the film to 
which it is uncannily well-fitted. 

To be more specific, Price is from 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, of working-class 
origins, and though he’s clearly bright, his 
intelligence is of the sort that takesand 
produces cliches in lieu of deep insight. 
(In this country, compare to “I’ve Got To 
Be Me.”’) most of what one hears in the 
score to O Lucky 
Man is a bit simple-minded, and often 
clumsily put. In fairness, though, I should 
add that the songs improve as they 
become more familiar, as you begin to 
recall them or sing along—which process 
is common in pop music. Eventually it 
becomes possible to nod in total agree- 
ment to Price’s tough, new-found notions 
about success, independence, etc. 


The songs otherwise are mostly pretty, 
various in style—good standard pop fare. 
Price’s singing is smoother and more flexi- 
ble than on the first album, with touches 
of McCartney and Van Morrison added to 
Burdon and Newman. To these ears, the 
high points are “Changes,” rendered with 
unself-conscious bluster to the tune of 
“What A Friend We Have In Jesus;” the 
title track; and the two lovely, very 
English instrumental anthems ‘‘Pastoral”’ 
and “Arrival.”

Merle Ha - and The Strangers

It is part of his being country music’s 
finest male vocalist and perhaps best 
country songwriter that Merle Haggard 
has long cultivated a unique awareness of 
and allegiance to his roots. In the past, 
this folklorist aspect has emerged in inter- 


views and in two tribute albums, to Jim- 
mie Rodgers and to Bob Wills. In J Love 
Dixie Blues, appropriately recorded live 
in New Orleans with a Dixieland backup, 
Merle once again acknowledges his 
forbears and, for the first time, fully in- 
tegrates their work into his own. If It’s 
Not Love established Haggard as king of 
the country balladeers, Dixie Blues marks 
the maturation of an artist consciously 
creating a modern ‘country’ form in the 
tradition of syncretism that has 
characterized commercial country music 
from its beginning. 

Haggard pays explicit tribute to 
Rodgers, Wills, Hank Williams and a 
lesser-known country pioneer, Emmet 
Miller. Significantly, all four were coun- 
try pop artists who owed as great a debt to 
blacks and Tin Pan Alley as to mountain 
whites. Merle’s performances of Miller’s 
‘Big Bad Bill From Louisville,’ and Bob 
Wills’ ‘I Ain’t Got Nobody’ (though it 
lacks the honkey-tonk pathos of the 
Playboys’ original) are firmly in the 
ragtime-swing idiom. His ‘Lovesick 
Blues,’ the Hank Williams trademark 
song, is exquisite. He and Linda Ronstadt 
are probably the only two artists who do 
the song justice and, at risk of blasphemy, 
I’ll assert that Haggard’s rendition, with 
its Dixieland sendoff, is at least the equal 
of Hank’s.

‘Everybody’s Had the Blues’ is as strong a

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simplicity and style, tears placed perfect- 
ly, elongated vowels and forceful con- 
sonants, old-fashioned harp and unison 
vocal and steel on the bridge.

Haggard makes his clearest personal 
statement yet in the spoken introduction 
to the instrumental ‘Way Down Yonder in 
New Orleans.’

Despite his mastery of the ballad form, 
Haggard’s search for his roots has led him 
to an explicit recognition that, like 
Rodgers, Williams and Wills, he is, at bot- 
tom, a blues singer. 

While many Nashville moguls attempt 
to devitalize country music into a shake- 
and-bake ‘American Music’ (read Muzak) 
and bluegrass fanatics seek revitalization 
in a valid but limited subgenre not much 
older than themselves, Haggard grows, as 
a writer, vocalist and teacher, guiding his 
music and his fans along a path blazed by 
Rogers, Williams and Wills. At the rate 
Merle is going, that trio of giants will 
some day be a quartet.

SUPERSAX PLAYS BIRD (Capitol 
ST-11177) 


Inspired in-part by the great god 
Nostalgia, Supersax Plays Bird is 
revivalism with a rare integrity — the 
motivation for once does not seem to be 


economic. Surely a full reed section (two 
altos, two tenors, baritone sax), supported 
by a lone trumpet and rhythm section 
which concentrates its energies on blow- 
ing arranged Charlie Parker alto solos, 
can’t presume to cash in a la The Pointer 
Sisters and other new boppers. Strangely,

the practice of scoring Bird for sax ensem- 
ble predates the Pleasure — Jefferson — 
LH&R vocalese by a few years, Woody 
Herman’s band having blown Parker’s 
‘Dark Shadows’ chorus in the late forties. 
Once again, the disciples have chosen the 
path of precise performance to honor a 


_master of intuitive spontaneity. 


Supersax’s playing is generally beyond 
reproach; the sound for the most part is. 
clean and full, and the original lines are 
altered only when problems of technique 
decome too extreme for five men to han- 
dle at once. Arrangements are by the 
group’s co-leaders, altoist Med Flory and 
bassist Buddy Clark, with both sticking to 
a reliable formula of giving the melody to 
the first alto and baritone while the se- 
cond alto and tenors fill in the harmony. 
None of the reeds solo, all of the new im- 
provising being left to trumpeter Conte 
Candoli and occasionally pianist Ronnell 
Bright. Candoli has a crackling 
Gillespieish approach in this setting (he 
has also been known to sound like Clifford 
Brown, Miles, Freddie Hubbard — a true 
LA studio horn) which is well mated to 
the reeds and falters only on the interlude 
sections of ‘Ko-Ko.’ Bright is less fleet, 
more ruminative, filling his spots with 
warmth and casual swing. 


Parker’s solos are drawn from a variety 
of sources: original 78 recordings (‘Ko- 
Ko,’ ‘Just Friends,’ ‘Parker’s Mood’), con- 
cert tapes (Lady Be Good’) and com- 
binations of the two (‘Moose the Mooche,’ 
‘Hot House’). Some of the most inspired 
improvisations in jazz history are per- 
formed here, and in impressive fashion, 
but I think it’s important to understand 
why the originals remain superior. For one 
thing, there was Bird’s tone, that 
revolutionary cry of black urban blues 
that expressed so much and contained a 
totally new attitude about the music and 
its circumstances. There was also Bird’s 
attack, the way he hit each note and 
phrase, which I suppose is in part a 
measure of his genius and in part the 
difference between knowing how the last 
eight bars will sound when you go into the 
first eight and hitting each bar fresh. The 
lines, however, those incredible melodic 
inventions, remain, and if only as inspira- 
tion to hear the original recordings this 
album is welcome. In rather glossy form it 
can serve as a textbook of the post-war 
(WWII) era’s basic licks. I mean, sure 
Supersax plays Bird, but doesn’t

Johannes Brahms: VARIATIONS 
FOR PIANO. Daniel Barenboim, 
piano (DG 2530 335) 


The main justification for the release of 
this first venture by Barenboim into 
Brahm’s solo piano repertory is the 
variations transcribed from the opus 18 
sextet. Though DGG gave any jacket 
note space over to big glossies of Danny, 
this appears to be the work’s first recor- 
ding. Brahms wrote the transcription for 
Clara Schumann’s birthday in 1860, but 
it wasn’t published until 1927. Barenboim 
plays it stodgily; it’s ‘lovelier in the 
original, anyway. 

Elsewhere, Barenboim would have us 
think we are listening to the best sort of 
1920s and 30s pianism, but he doesn’t 
convince, nor is that approach particular- 
ly valid anyway. At best, his rubato, pull- 
ing about of phrases, wide dynamic con- 
trasts and clumsy ritards sound almost 
appropriate but still applied from 
without. At worst, they make the perfor- 


mances attected and sv-prisingly dull. 

The well-known Handel variations get 
the worst such trea'ment. The larger, 
louder ones still excite; otherwise, Baren-: 
boim is mannered, inconsistent and not 
attentive to all of Brahms’ brilliant games 
with Handel’s stately theme. The rendi- 
tion of the fugue is ungainly: it meanders 
in a fog. Barenboim wants to sound like 
Edwin Fischer here, but he fails. Even 
those who like the style of his approach, 
however, will be startled to hear that 
Barenboim is fumble-fingered in several 
spots, from his inarticulate opening trills 
to the more difficult octave passagework 
later on. 

Anievas (Seraphim) takes a similarly 
Romantic approach to these variations 
and carries it off suavely; Graffman 
(Columbia) is comparatively stiff. The 
best I know are the lucid, surging perfor- 
mances of Klien (Vox), Frager (new on 
BASF) and Bishop (Philips). The latter’s 
clean technique and powerful momentum 
get the best sound, though Klaus 
Scheibe’s engineering on this Barenboim 
disc is typically rich and resonant, es- 
pecially in the bass. 

The Opus 9 variations on a theme of 
Robert Schumann fare better than 
anything else on this disc, perhaps 
because the piece is shorter and less 
susceptible to the monotony of attitude I 
sense in the Handel variations. Baren- 
boim’s warm, singing performance is fully 
competitive with the rather less graceful 
(but also less soupy) one of Klien.

Within the precincts of a Balinese tem- 
ple, when the sun has set and the only il- 
lumination is cast by flaming braziers, 
the boys and men gather in concentric 
circles around the central torch. There are 
anywhere from fifty to two hundred of 
them, naked above the waist, their hips 
covered with the black and white check- 
patterned cloth seen everywhere in Bali. 
The tablecloth-pattern strikes a 
Westerner at first as almost ludicrous; has 
some terrible mistake been made by an 
Italian manufacturer, have the red 
and white checks come out black and 
white, has Bali bought up all the rejects? 
Those checks cover the torsos of so many 
hundreds of god-statues in Bali that when 
you see them on dancers you know the 
dancers are almost gods, and the pattern 
becomes Bali’s own. 

Those rings within rings of boys and 
men are like those created by a pebble 
dropped in water. But the patterns here 
are more complex; the dancers can sit up- 
right (they never stand, by the way; they 
either sit or lie) with their hands stretched 
toward the central torch, or lean far 
forward with their elbows on the ground, 
or lie back, almost flat, the bodies of each 
circle touching those of the circle behind 
it. From this grand, undulating “ripple” 
comes a sound like nothing else on earth 
— a series of syllables and sighs in precise 
and often syncopated rhythms, ceaseless, 
perfect, staccato: “‘chak, chak, chak, 
chakka, chakka, chakka.”’ This is a 
chanted and choreographed exorcism, a 
bewildering of the evil spirits through 
broken melodies and sudden shifts in 


monkey-warriors of the Ramayana. In the 
course of an hour they will dance and 
total ~ evil king Ravana into 


The witch Rangda, and a minor “‘leyak”’

battles once more. 

The drama itself takes place in the in- 
ner circle, danced upright, spoken, and 
mimed by actors in full character dress. 
They enter from high temple portals, des- 
cend the central staircase, and step into 
the magic circle. The chattering of the 
monk2ys approaches the richness and 
variety of a full gamelan orchestra; the 
rhythmic speed and the control over 
dynamics are prodigious. Occasionally, 
above that hypnotic chatter, a wailing 
solo voice will chant releasing melody. We 
are invited to a spell. 

Dance is Bali’s major tourist attraction, 
but the Balinese would dance even if 
there were no tourists. Each village has its 
own company, made up of the local 
workers and farmers who play in the 
gamelan orchestra, and the young boys 
and girls of six and seven who dance the 
love affairs of bumblebees and flowers in 
disquieting innocence. Some famous 
professional dancers travel from village to 
village. The great classical dances were 
once the exclusive domain of pre- 
pubescent virgins, male and female, 
though now such restrictions have loosen- 
ed somewhat. There was a tradition, that 
boys dance. female roles and girls dance 
male roles — an antidote to eroticism in 
the midst of undulating arms, flashing 
fingers, and a dazzling range of expression 
in the eyes and lips — but boys-as-girls 
has stopped, though girls-as-boys still 
flourishes. 

There are two things about dance in 
Bali that sometimes bother _ tourists. 
First, you know that most of the great 
dances of the past are no longer danced, 
and what you see is of relatively recent 
vintage (the “‘Ketchak, ” for example, is

definitely twentieth-century). Second, 
you begin to feel that everything is “made 
up” just for you, and all the villagers are 
pandering to Western tastes. The latter 
worry is dismissed without too much dif- 
ficulty. Westerners respond readily to 
Balinese taste, and it is Balinese taste 
that is being catered to; the legends, and 
rituals, and dance-movements reflected 
in such dances as the Kebyiar, Legong, 
Baris, and Tamulilingan stem from 
Balinese, not western, culture. True, the 
paying audiences are completely western, 
but — as with the shadow-puppet plays 
— hundreds of Balinese surround the out- 
er rails of every dance-area to peep in on 
the warriors, the monkeys, the flirting 
bees. And most of the dances one sees as 
“theater” performances are also per- 
formed locally at village festivities and 
cremations, and if you’re a passing tourist 
you're still invited to attend. As for the 
criticism of ‘‘newness,’’ even the 
Balinese like new things. Who criticizes 
Balanchine simply for the act of writing a 
new ballet, or says “let us see only the old 
things, only the old things over and over 
again?” Faubion Bowers was beautifully 
right when he wrote: “The tourist who 
never ventures outside the town of Den- 
pasar is not being cheated of genuine 
dance experience in Bali. It is as foolish to 
deplore those performances as it would be 
to refuse to see Margot Fonteyn at 
Sadler’s Wells on the ground that you 
prefer to see her dancing in the woods on a 
summer afternoon unimpeded by a com- 
mercial audience.” 

The dance-drama that comes closest to 
the heart of Balinese religion and life- 
philosophy is the Barong Dance. Almost 
every village you come upon can do it in 


flashiness one sees in the Ketchak, and 
less of the grace one finds in the Kebyiar 
or Tamulilingan. Its theme is frightening 
enough — the head-on conflict between 
good and evil, in the personae of a 
benevolent lion and a malevolent witch. 
These two characters are not the stuff of 
fairytale, but part of every Balineses daily 
life. The islanders are constantly warding 
off predatory demons and malevolent 
spirits; witches inhabit the bodies of 
animals and humans; villagers- walk in 
fear when it is rumored that a witch- 
demon is prowling about. Offerings of 
food on intricately woven palm-leaf 
platters are presented daily to the gods, to 
soothe ruffled egos of bad spirits and in- 
sure the continuing protection of good 
ones; everywhere, you see these colorful 
investments against trouble set before the 


‘statues in temple and household com- 


pounds. 


The Barong himself is sometimes a lion, 


sometimes a tiger (I saw him danced as a 
lion). He is played by two men, one for 
the head and front legs, the other for the 
back legs. His face is an inimical red 


‘wooden mask, with bulbous black eyes 
and fangs (though he is capable of. 


violence, he is nevertheless the protector 
of good people). The Barong sports a rich 
golden mane of hair which covers his 
whole body. He wears above it an ornate, 
mirror-encrusted ‘“‘blanket’’ which 
culminates in a superb crown headdress 


topped with red pom-poms, baroquely.

Chekhov This on Your List 


UNCLE VANYA.

One of the major theater 
productions of the century, the 
Chichester Festival Theater’s in- 
augural presentation of Chekhov’s Un- 
cle Vanya was blessedly preserved for 
posterity by the BBC. This record of a 
nearly perfect theatrical experience is 
on view at the Loeb Drama Center, 64 
Brattle St., Cambridge, for three per- 
formances, on Sunday, September 23, 
at 6 and 9 p.m., and on Monday, 
September 24, at 8 p.m. (For further 
information, call 495-2668.) 

Much is made on paper of the comic 
aspects of Chekhov’s work, yet it is a 
rare production that manages to cap- 
ture its precise, bemused humor. Too 
often the players extend themselves 
after clumsy laughs, dropping the 
irony from their grasp as they reach 
after the broader convention. Above 
all, Olivier’s production is funny, the 
actors so assured that they can bury 
Chekhov’s paralyzing wit deep within 
the everyday despair of the characters. 
The climactic, absurd moment when 
Redgrave’s Vanya tries to shoot his 
tormentor, the old Professor, and mis- 
ses, becomes not merely an instant of 


supreme desperation — it is also 
harrowingly hilarious, a complexly 
moving moment where actor and 
playwright achieve what can only be 
called a comic cartharsis. It is the 
finest thing Redgrave has ever done. 

Olivier makes a compelling Astrov, 
adept at balancing his thought and 
speech even when they threaten to 
declare themselves hopelessly at odds. 
We sense the almost limitless possibili- 
ty inside this Astrov, his charismatic 
ability to command the course of the 
lives around him, and we sense, too, 
the unshakeable self-destructiveness, — 
the missing impetus to make anything 
of himself at all. In their separate 
manners of pursuing the Professor’s 
languid wife (Rosemary Harris, who 
for once avoids the character’s 
customary vapidity), Olivier and 
Redgrave contrast strikingly, the wolf 
without feelings (long subdued by 
overwork) and the slobbering puppy 
brimming with sentiment, the product: 
of too many dashed hopes. 

Joan Plowright’s Sonya mediates 
the others, hopelessly setting her cap 
for the Doctor who barely recognizes 
her existence, and Max Adrian invests 
the Professor with a depth of response 
generally lost in the role of the putative 
heavy. As you read this, the show is 
likely going on; so get out and see it, 
Chekhov’s people may make excuses, 
but you’ll have none.

manship for the tourists; it takes place 
quietly, reverently, almost unseen (unless 
you know to look for it). Only after the 
performance, if you step up to the 
playing-area, might you notice the freshly 


vention that westerners must absorb and 
accept. 

The Barong’s antagonist is a witch. — 
Rangda; the demon leader of the 
“leyaks.”” She is a hideous, sagging- 
breasted, bulging-eyed hag with upward 
curving fangs and a five-foot shock of 
white hair. Rangda’s mask is also of wood, 
-in red, white, black, and gold. She is a 
dangerous character to “play”, for the 
dancer must invite Rangda to possess his 
body during the dance. He goes into a 
trance of possession by the witch, and if 
he is not careful he can come out of it 
mentally scarred. Every performance is a 
religious ritual, and at the end a few 
young girls must sacrifice a live chick to 
placate the spirits of the gods invoked. 
This sacrifice is never done ostentatious- 
ly, or as a bit of local primitive show- 


bleeding dead chick surrounded by little 
food-offerings, and suddenly realize what 
the girls were doing up there. 

The most fascinating aspect of the 
Barong Dance, to me, is that Rangda is 
never. vanquished. The omni-present 
quality of evil in the world is not dismiss- 
ed through facile theatrical coups in Bali. 
The Barong and Rangda fight for a long 
time, and almost every day, but it’s 
always a tie. The witch is even attacked 
by a troupe of “‘kris-dancers’’» — men 
carrying wavey-bladed daggers (kris) with 
carved deerhorn handles — but Rangda 
vanquishes them by putting them in a 
trance and forcing them to stab 
themselves instead of her. She cannot kill 
the Barong, though, and the Barong can- - 
not conquer her. They exist separately —

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Books: The Other Austin Clarke

When He Was Free and Young and 
He Used to Wear Silks, by Austin 
Clarke. Little Brown and Co., 243 
pages, $6.95. 


Austin C. Clarke, a 38-year old Bar- 
bados native working out of Canada, is 
one of the best younger novelists writing 
in English. But because of stingy promo- 
tion budgets and inadequate critical 
notice, he’s virtually unknown outside the 
publishing business. 

His works, unavailable at even large 
public libraries, are dazzling and sensitive 
chronicles of West Indian experience at 
home and abroad. I know of no un- 
established writer as easily accessible and 
as rewarding to a general reader as Austin 
Clarke; and at a time when the Nixon Ad- 
ministration continues to corrupt our very 
sentence structure, when the economy 
forces many readers to be selective about 
fiction purchases and when much of 
America’s superior fiction is being churn- 
ed out by non-fiction writers based in 
New York, it’s unjust that one of the most 
talented writers to come along in years is 
only a name routinely confused with 
science-fiction writer A.C. Clarke. 

In less than a decade, Austin Clarke has 
completed ‘‘The Survivors of the 
Crossing” and “Among Thistles and 
Thorns,” two fine novels about life on the 
Islands that have not been released in this 
country. These two works, which should 
not be considered superfluous “first” 
novels, were followed by a batch of short 
stories and a trilogy about West Indians 
struggung for second-class survival in 
Canada (Little,Brown last year published 
the first two volumes of the trilogy: “The 
Meeting Point” and “Storm of Fortune’’). 
Clarke has written numerous radio 
documentaries and he’s taught black 
culture and creative writing at Brandeis, 
Yale, Smith, Williams and Duke. And, 
finally, he’s rounded off his oeuvre with 
this collection of eleven evenly balanced 
and enjoyable stories that should enter- 


tain even the most militant foe of the 
short story. 

Consistent with the high quality of his 
past works, these stories deal with 
themes, clumsily handled by many other 
black writers, that have become Clarke’s 
hallmark. His characters all seem to be 
victims of a separation of self, so con- 
tinuous with minority experience in a 
majority culture. And haunted, in fact, 
obsessed by this self-alienation, they 
either lash out at those nearest to them in 
impotent rage or adopt ceremonials and 
phantasies to extract new definitions of 
self-worth from the outer world op- 
pressing them. 

In “Leaving This Island Place,’”’ we 
meet a youth, born a bastard, who in 
adolescence is torn between his desire to 
leave home for an education and his 
abstracted love for the father dying in an 
almshouse whom he visits secretly against 
his mother’s wishes. In “Easter Carol,” a 
lyrical, nostalgic story, murky and 
mysterious with an intermingling of sex- 
ual and religious imagery, another child is 
estranged from his mother because to 


“succeed by her standards, he must allow 


the white world to destroy his personality. 
And in ‘‘Griff’’, Clarke posits a 
protagonist who is “a black man from 
Barbados, who sometimes denied he was 
black,” and who “thought of himself as a 
black Englishman.” 

Elsewhere, we see a man who, after be- 
ing mistaken for a burglar by white 
policemen, vows never to speak to another 
black. He then opens small accounts at 
many banks for the illusion of financial 
security, and begins styling himself, 
“B.A., Ph.D., M.A., M. Litt., and 
Diploma of Diplomacy,” in order to es- 
cape the belittlings of white culture at all 
costs. 


Another of Clarke’s characters, after 
coming up to Canada — which is seen as 
the Promised Land — adds a hyphen 
between his names, moves into a fancy

neighborhood and assumes himself 
“different.”” He begins drawing books on 
the walls of his empty house. He drives to 
his janitor’s job in a three-piece suit. And 
while phantasizing the formal affairs he 
would give — affairs, he imagines ‘“‘as for- 
mal as an undertaker.”’ Once set off, his 
mind then turns to funerals as he wonders 
who “would dress him for his coffin’’ in 
cummerbund, gold ring and fancy pocket 
watch. Ultimately, he pays for his ig- 
norant arrogance when he is doomed to 
wander through his “hollow house” in full 
evening dress exchanging civilities with 
imagined guests. 

In almost all of his characters there is a 
tragicomic desperation for new definitions 
as they trap themselves trying to avoid 
the reality of how they’re seen. (And in 


oyoyd 


“Bonanza in Toronto 1972,” Clarke’s 
long, rambling, winedark monologue of a 
domestic climaxes in a breathless state- 
ment that at long last someone, a man, 
treated a lonely woman slaving away in a 
foreign country as if she were a woman in- 
stead of a thing.) 

Few of his characters are content. It’s as 
if they cannot quite understand the im- 
personal victimization that goes along 
with being black and poor. At a crucial 
point in one story, a man wonders with 
the pathetic faith of a believer if God ever 
hears him. As his characters react with 
the primitive means at their disposal, 
they respond in a manner recalling Sar- 
tre’s definition of hysteria as ‘‘a lie when 
there is no liar.” 

Clarke seems to tell us language is the 
key to self-alienation. He appears to see 
the sentence as the most elementary form 
of political and social organization; his 
credo is sounded in “Griff’ when a 
character thinks, “‘language is a funny 
thing, a man could kill a person with 
language, and the accusation can’t be 
comprehended outside of the structure of 
language.” 

In each of these stories — including the 
huge, romantic title piece (“when he was 
free and young and he was wearing the 
silks of indecision and near-failure”’) that 
reads as a single burst of midnight 
lyricism, evocative of ‘“‘Tristan und 
Isolde,’’ and another loosely structured, 
poetic story about a woman hiding out in 


Durham from her husband — in fact, in . 
everything he’s written, Clarke concerns 


himself with the damage wrought on 
blacks by white definitions. 

As a brilliant stylist working with a 
writer’s writer’s sense of precision, Clarke 
details the struggle many of us wage to 
safeguard, at least, a portion of our per- 
sonalities. And underneath the superficial 
difficulties of his maids, mechanics, 
welfare recipients and loafers are huge 
souls besieged and brutalized by an image 
imperialism that affects us all.

context of the inevitable Maria Muldaur 
treatment. Without sacrilege, she disarms 
everything she undertakes, whether it’s 
Memphis Minnie or Billie Holiday. Maria 
does not have to sing very high up the 
scale for her voice to enter falsetto. Most 
singers work to iron out the break so that 
the entry into the upper register is un- 
noticeable. Maria has instead clung to the 
break as her greatest vocal asset. One of 
the most intense vocal moments in pop 
music is when Maria’s voice cracks on 
“‘Gee Babe, Ain’t I Good to You” from the 
Kweskin Band’s revolutionary but 
overlooked Garden of Joy.

It is the new material, however, which 
compels us to overlook the small matter of 
Maria’s not writing anything herself. So 
fully does she inhabit ““The Work Song,” 
which is consciousness-raising according 
to Stephen Foster; “Midnight at the 
Oasis,’’ another balmy thirties number 
with a devastating guitar break by Amos 
Garrett (Maria at the Mall referred to it 
as “Love on the equator—the Arabs are 
eating their dates); and Waldman’s 
“Vaudeville Man” and ‘“‘Mad, Mad Me,” 
that she disposes of the sheer practical 
necessity among other solo artists of com- 
posing songs as the only way to contain 
their idiosyncratic presences. Yet it is 
only in “Mad Mad Me” that Maria steps 
outside her personality and creates a daz- 
ed, staring, luminous portrait.

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A Roll Call of Lost Heroes

Lost heroes present certain 
problems — nor are they made 
any simpler, God wot, by the 
hurry’ the 
hagiographers are in to assign 
the dear departed to the ages. 
The sentimentality becomes 
sticky, the appraisal outrageous. 
Thus, though John F. Kennedy 
may have cut a dashing figure 
and his grace may have been as 
special as Ben Bradlee 
suggested, it is also true that he 
was a lousy President. Whether 
or not he would have improved 
had he finished out two terms, of 
course, is another matter entire- 
ly, and, if it’s all right with you, 
Pll leave it to Little Arthur. 
Unlike persons who perish in the 
fullness of their years, lost heroes 
that poignant British phrase for 
those talents whom the gods 
cherish and gather up when they 
are much too young to die — 
have fresh flowers forever on 
their graves. Our emotions trans- 
cend and obliterate our reason, 
and, as a result, athletes — or 
musicians or novelists or 
whatever — who die young have 
a certain advantage over, for in- 
stance, Picasso. 

To wit? Well, to wit, James 
Agee — especially, above all, 
and damned right well, James 
Agee. True, Agee was a 
marvelous writer, but, for 
Christ’s sake, no writer who ever 
lived was as great as the 
necrophiliac Dwight Macdonald 
insists that Agee was. Let Us 
Now Praise Famous Men is a 
lovely, heartbreaking book, but 
Agee’s movie criticism, while 
awfully good, wasn’t writ on 
vellum. Which, by the ‘bye, 
brings up an intriguing point: Is 
there room in the pantheon of 
lost heroes for only one of a kind? 
One, say, do-one’s-own-thing ac- 
tor — James Dean? One movie 
critic —- Agee? Certainly the 
hyperbolic requiems offered up 
to Agee by such as Macdonald, 
while calling attention to a fine 
talent, have had the effect, 
whether inadvertent or inten-

tional, of denigrating-by- 
ignoring an even finer one. 
James Agee was the best movie 
critic? Balls. Agee wasn’t even 
the best prose stylist among 
movie critics. But, with Mac- 
donald proselytizing for Agee, 
it’s understandable if Otis 
Ferguson is forgotten by all but a 
few. 

Which is really odd and ironic 
and a God-damned shame, for 
Ferguson died at an even earlier 
age than Agee, and, since it was 


in the sinking of the merchant 
marine he was on in the Second 
World War, far more heroically. 
Yet almost every hour, on the 
hour, something of Agee’s is be- 
ing reprinted (even the tiresome 
letters to one Father Fly), while, 
as of now, all we have of 
Ferguson is in the yellowed New 
Republics to which he con- 
tributed regularly, or the 
shamelessly unpromoted Temp- 
ly University Press collection of 
his movie stuff. But this is 


neither here nor there (though it 
certainly would be were it to 
cause anyone, even one person, 
to look up Ferguson). And sooner 
or later I must get to Miss 
Monroe, a lost hero who is lately 
all over the bookshelves, what 
with Mailer’s and Rosten’s works 
and the reprint of Fred Lawrence 
Guiles’s Norma Jean. Yet I’m 
not really digressing, for, after 
all, anyting to do with lost heroes 
has also to do with Marilyn. 
Who are our lost heroes — or 


some of them, anyway? Well, ob- 
viously Thomas Chatterton, who 
was a suicide at such a 
preposterously early age (18) 
that any effort to assess the 
slender corpus of his poetry with 
detachment becomes colored by 
an almost irresistible temptation 
to romanticize. Ditto, though to 
a lesser extent, Sylvia Plath. 
And who else? Well, among 
others, Rupert Brooke; Sam 
Cobeam, a brilliant young New 
Yorker cartoonist; Brooke Bow- 
man, who did East of the Sun for 
a Triangle show; Ernie Davis, 
the Syracuse back who died of 
leukemia before he had a chance 
to play for the Cleveland 
Browns; John Keats; Sam 
Cooke; James Dean; Buddy Hol- 
ly, Jim Morison, Jimi Hendrix, 
and Joplin in pop culture; a 
gifted novelist named Wallant 
(whose first name, I believe, was 
Edward); Carol Haney, of 
‘Damn Yankees”; Agee of 
course; the boy who was so 
marvelous in Hud — what was 
his name? — oh, yes, Brandon 
DeWilde; Hobey Baker, (he 
maybe beyond all others); Bix 
Beiderebecke; Monroe — and 
please feel free to add any names 
that escape me. To one degree or 
another, each of them had the 
credentials to be regarded as-a 
lost hero — for all practical pur- 
poses, each can be described as 
an idol who died too young, in 
some cases, long before his or 
her gifts had achieved their full 
flowering. 

All the same, as with Agee, 
there are some canonizations - 
that fairly cry out for devil’s ad- 
vocates to insist upon more 
evidence of the candidate-for- 
heroism’s having paid his dues. 
If, for example, Janis Joplin is 
entitled to consideration on the 
ground that she stirred a genera- 
tion by her animal vigor and con- 
sumption of Southern Comfort, 
she certainly must be made to 
take a few giant steps backward 
in the matter of talent, for

All She Really N eeded Was a Good. . |

The two most important new 


female film stars to have emerg- 
ed this year are a nine-year-old 
child and a homely no-talent 
who'd be more at home swallow- 
ing swords under the Big Top 
then she is on the screen. As far 
as I’m concerned, that really 
says it all. 

Of all the various women 
who’ve functioned as leading 
ladies over the past few years, an 
alarmingly small percentage 
have had even the vaguest 
preparation for the demands of 
acting. Almost all of them 
started out as either singers 
(Streisand, Ross, Minnelli) or 
models (Ali MacGraw, Jennifer 
O’Neill, Cybill Shepherd, Lois 
Chiles, plus several dozen one- 


shots who never really made it); ° 


the singers know how to project, 
while the models know how to 
look nice, but that seems to be 
about as deep as the talent goes. 
And because their abilities have 
become so uniform, so un- 
interesting and so easily in- 
terchangeable, most women film 
stars now have about as much 
staying power as athletes do: 
play out a few good years, and 
before you know it you’ve outliv- 
ed your usefulness. The short- 
span phenomenon is one of the 
nearly unbreakable ground rules 
of modeling, of course, but it still 
comes as a shock to see one of the 
hottest young feminine talents of 
1968, Katharine Ross, now 
advertising Helena Rubenstein 
no-run mascara without so much 
as an acknowledgement that she 
was ever anything but a 
mannequin. 

Have women really evolved 
into such dullards? No, but they 
have become troublesome 
enough not to want to accept cer- 
tain well-worn stereotypes any 
more, and that’s been enough to 
cause considerable bewilder- 
ment among American film- 
makers. Nobody knows quite 
what to do about women any 
more, which is why all these 
Barbie-doll types come in so 
handy. Jane Fonda is trouble 
enough, but just imagine having 
a new Hepburn or Stanwyck or 
Crawford on your hands these 
days — where on earth could you 
possibly fit her in? Doctors’ 
Wives? Bandolero? Lady Kung 
Fu? 

Parenthetically, the Woman 
Problem seems far more acute in 
America than it is anywhere else 
(although England comes in a 
close second), not just because of 
the women’s movement, but also 
because American films have 
created far more constricting 
stereotypes on either side of the 
gender fence.But as knotty as the 
whole situation has become by 
now, it’s scheduled to get much 


- worse before anyone even thinks 


about improving matters. The 
current film production list 
reads like a police blotter — and 
one of the prime weapons a cop 
picture has in dealing with the 
Problem is that you don’t have 
to have any women in it at all. 

But American filmmakers are 
nothing if not ingenious. And so, 
by way of skirting the situation 
altogether, they have done more 
than merely fall back on sex- 
ploitation, blaxploitation, S-M 
Dream Girls like Cleopatra 
Jones, or catch-alls like The Last 
of Sheila, wherein the women 
can’t be accused fo being any 


‘less interesting than anybody 


else. This year’s filmmakers 
have gone beyond all that, com- 
ing up with relatively untried 
formulas for wedging their 
women into the scheme of 
things. The following list doesn’t 
even pretend to be anything but 
myopic about the overall merits 
of the films in question; rather, 


- it’s just a purely personal com- 


pendium of some of my favorite . 


weak-kneed compromises: 


MEANS OF ADVANCING 
THE PLOT. Sleuth’s story was 
ostensibly predicated on the bat- 
tle for Olivier’s wife’s affections, 
but the wife never even 
appeared, unless you count that 
portrait of Joanne Woodward in 
the living room. Lolly-Madonna 
XXX had backwoods warfare 
triggered by a woman who didn’t 
exist. 

SHE’S NOT EVEN SMART 
ENOUGH TO ADVANCE 
THE PLOT. The Friends of Ed- 
die Coyle weights in as a massive 
offense in this department. The 
novel had the stewardess 
girlfriend in the trailer camp 
overhearing her man bragging to 
Eddie about her sexual 
proclivities, and she also 
overheard a gun-sale transac- 
tion. In the book, she’s angry 
enough about being bragged 
about to report the gun conversa- 
tion to a police captain buddy of 
hers, an act that subsequently 
brings on Eddie’s demise. In the 
movie, Eddie’s bushwhacking is 
attributed to Dillon the 
bartender, which makes Dillon a 
highly improbable triple-spy. 
Also in the movie, the girl sees 
Eddie bring in a bag of groceries, 
hears him cite the bill at $4500, 
and giggles ‘‘that’s an awful lot 
to pay for meat.” 

ALL SHE REALLY NEEDED 
WAS A GOOD SLAP. The 


“Man Who Loved Cat Dancing, 


one of the few films to be co- 
produced by a woman lately (see 
Eleanor Perry’s recent piece in 
the Sunday New York Times for 
an account, fair or otherwise, of 
what happens when women try 
to get uppity on the production 
end of things), had Sarah Miles 
dodging rapists at every turn, 
protected only by monosyllabic 
Burt Reynolds. Finally she gets 
raped anyway, quits putting on 
upper-class airs, and learns to 
cook prairie stew. She and Burt 
don’t talk much, but they fall in 
love. 

ALL SHE REALLY NEEDED 
WAS A GOOD FUCK. A 
Touch of Class introduces Glen- 
da Jackson as an intelligent, wit- 
ty, highly independent woman, 
but of course it can’t last. She 
reads feminist literature and 
hangs out with homos, so we 
know she’s a castrator right off. 
What’s worse, she’s nervy 
enough to make fun of George 
Segal’s sexual prowess (although 
if anyone ever deserved making 
fun of.....). But Segal turns out 
to be just what she needed — 
what else would a lonely divorcee 
need besides a married, 
egotistical junior-executive

type? — and she eventually'sets 
up shop in London’s red light 
district just to be able to ac- 
comodate him. Whenever he can 
sneak out on the wife, of course. 
ALL SHE REALLY NEEDED 
WAS A BABY. Nina Blume 
leaves her husband (once again, 
George Segal) because he 
cheated on hér, finds a new man, 
pursues happiness. But Blume 
knows, in his heart of hearts, 
that she really wants him back. 
She insists she doesn’t, but it 
turns out she doesn’t. really un- 
derstand. Blume does, however, 
and one night Blume rapes her. 
Nina becomes pregnant, thinks 
things over, and decides to go 
back to him after all, even 
though the only discernible 
changes in the man are his 
heightened aggressiveness and 
newly-grown beard. 

SHE’S JUST ONE MORE 
TRUCK STOP ON THE 
HIGHWAY OF LIFE. Pictures 
like Scarecrow, Electra Glide In 
Blue, O Lucky Man! and, to a 
lesser extent, The Heartbreak 
Kid use their women as reflec- 
tors, sounding boards, motel 
substitutes, and insistent proof 
that their leading men aren’t 
limp-wristed after all. The 
women aren’t characters at all, 
just part of the epic scenery. 
MAYBE SHE’D MAKE A 


NICE END TABLE. Soylent 


Green carries the woman-as- 
props notion to its logical ex- 
treme, calling its female 
characters “‘furniture.”’ If you’re 
lucky enough to find the right 
apartment, she comes with the 
building. 

SHE BELONGS TO 
ANOTHER ERA. Sarah Miles 
is the prime exponent of this 
Dark Ages school of pigeonhol- 
ing, what with The Hireling and 
Lady Caroline Lamb. In the 
name of Gothic melodrama, 
Sarah always manages to get 
away with far more sighing and 
wheezing than might otherwise 
be decently permissible. Her 
hsuband, Robert Bolt, writes a 
lot of these screenplays, so Sarah 
can hardly. be excused on 
grounds of not knowing what she 
was getting into. 

SHE’S JUST ON HAND TO 
WIPE YOUR FEVERED 
BROW. Jesus Christ Superstar 
and Pat Garrett and Billy The 
Kid are prime examples of the 
functional approach. For the 
high-voltage angst version, see 
Last Tango In Paris. 

SHE’S A BALLBREAKER, 
BUT SHE’S CUTE. Faye 
Dunaway, in Oklahoma Crude, 
plays a lady oil prospector 
equipped with such quaint 
weaponry as her shotgun (keeps 
the boys away) and long un- 
derwear (ditto), but even she

man (George C. Scott) around 
the well, a lesson she dutifully 
learns by film’s end. 


SHE’S JUST ONE MORE 
OLD CLICHE, BUT OF 
COURSE WE ALL KNOW 
IT’S JUST A JOKE — DON’T 
WE? Robert Altman’s The Long 
Goodbye plays on detective- 
story notions about women 
almost as incessantly as it harps 
on its theme song, but behind all 
that camp lies the nasty notion 
that Altman likes the cliches 
anyway. Those naked girls on 
Marlowe’s front proch. aren’t 
really there for any other reason 
than that Altman, whatever his 
rationale might be, thinks they 
upgrade the scenery. 


SHE WAS A CUTE KID, BUT. 
George Lucas’ American 
Graffiti introduces a spate of 
compelling sixties characters, 
some of them in bobby sox. But 
when it comes time for his 
tacked-on epilogue, one- 
sentencing the fates of each of 
his principals, the women have 
mysteriously evaporated. 


SHE’S A COMBINATION OF 
EXTREMES, AND I, THE 
DIRECTOR, HAVE 
REDUCED HER TO 
COMPONENT PARTS. 
Bogdanovich’s woman is _ half- 
child, half-floozy, always pushy 
and always a schemer. In 
Huston’s Judge Roy Bean, the 
feminine ideal divides itself 
between the beautiful-but-real 
(Bean’s Mexican consort) and 
the impossibly unattainable (Li- 
ly Langtry). In Cries and 
Whispers, she’s an out-and-out 
schizophrenic. In all cases, the 
components are far .90 
simpleminded to synthesize into 
anything but an overly tidy 
whole. 


SHE’S THE BEST THING 
THAT’S HAPPENED 
AROUND HERE IN YEARS. 
She’s Katharine Hepburn, and 
right now she’s hot stuff at the 
revival houses, a phenomenon 
that bodes wonderfully well for 
local audiences. For one thing, 
the better business she does, the 
more of her generally fabulous 
oldies we’re likely to see. For 
another, she reminds casual 
moviegoers that there’s more to 
nostalgia than either Bogart or 
the Marxes. Finally, the fact 
that she’s become such a big 
draw is proof — as if any more 
were needed — that audiences 
are not yet willing to give up on 
captivating, charismatic strong- 
minded movie heroines as a lost 
cause. 
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Wasting a Day at Warhol’s Factory

THE ARRIVAL 


The catatonics were already 
on their benches in Union 
Square when I arrived at 9 a.m. I 
felt like joining them. My eyes 
burned from the crap that New 
Yorkers call air and my body still 
trembled from the previous 
night’s tequila. The desultory 
pack of questions I had assembl- 
ed to put to the Factory crew 
were shuffled in my mind in 
hopelessly random fashion. I 
peered through the early mor- 
ning miasma at the Union 
Building, the home of Andy 
Warhol’s Factory, with funk and 
trepidation. 

Listed under ‘F’ in the Union 
Building Office Directory is Fac- 
tory Additions. Under ‘W’ is the 
more explicit Andy Warhol 
Films Inc. Under a cloud, I took 
the elevator to the sixth floor. 
The elevator doors opened, but 
the floor doors didn’t. They were 
locked. The elevator doors then 
closed on my head. They had 
opened again, to administer the 
coup de grace, when I was 
rescued by Vincent Fremont, 
Warhol’s office manager, who led 
me into the Factory with a 
warm, “Oh, it’s you.” 


THE FACTORY 


Immediately to my left, facing 
the elevator, stood an enormous, 
piebald Great Dane. With ad- 

_ mirable cool, I held my ground 
long enough to determine that it 
was both harmless and stuffed. 
Vincent told me it had once 
belonged to Cecil B. DeMille. 
Now they kept it around to 
frighten away prowlers. I laugh- 
ed and looked for a placé to sit 
down. 

The Factory consists of two 
large rooms occupying the entire 
sixth floor of the Union Building. 
The silver paint and foil of 
legend has disappeared. The 
first room is the office area. One 
wall is composed entirely of full 
length mirrors; another wall 
looks out over Union Square. 
Upon the remaining walls hang 
various art-nouveau posters and 
prints, rather well framed in 
silver and gold. The furniture is 
predominantly art-deco. One 


desk in particular conveyed the 
same sense of solidity as a 
medium sized mountain, and 
looked like a cross between the 
Chrysler Building and the rack. 

The second room is a combina- 
tion screening room and 
warehouse. Stacked against the 
walls are Andy’s silk-screen por- 
traits of Chairman Mao, the only 
graphic work, besides privately 
commissioned portraits, that 


quick sets if a film needs an extra 
scene to bridge ‘the story line. 
The exchange between Sylvia 
Miles and her husband, for ex- 
ample, in the otherwise 
California-based Heat, was shot 
in the Factory. Otherwise, the 
Factory’s glory days are over. 
The Union Building’s wiring is 
too old to handle the demands 
placed upon it by Warhol’s_ ex- 
panded cinematic conceptions. 


Carlo Ponti’s money. Both were 
directed by Paul Morrissey. The 
first is Flesh for Frankenstein, 
starring Joe Delassandro, 
Monique Van Vooren, and Udo 
Kier (known here for The Saltz- 
burg Connection, and’ Mark of 
the Beast). It was shot in 3d. 
(Yes, you get to wear those funny 
glasses.) The second film is a 
vampire story, tentatively titled 
Bad Blood.

Andy does anymore. Money, as 
we all know, is tight and Andy’s 
prices are high. Most of his por- 


trait work is ordered by 
Europeans: In fact, Factory 
operations are shifting more and 
more to the continent. 

Way back when, in the days of 
Eat, Sleep, Kiss and, of course, 


Blow Job, the Factory was a, 


working studio. This is the Fac- 
tory of the mind, turning out 
strange and still evocations of 
silvery, celluloid death. Now the 
Factory is used exclusively for 


The Factory is just a place to 
hang and preen now. The 
superstars drop in on their way 
to and from the continent. Andy 
Warhol Films Inc. is moving into 
the 35mm feature film field. 


ANDY WARHOL FILMS INC. 


The bread is over there. One of 
the recurrent themes in 
L’Amour was using ‘‘other 
people’s money” for your own 
ends. The two new Factory 
products, yet to be released, were 
shot in Italy and produced with 


with the addition of that old 
ghoul groupie, Roman Polanski, 
and Vittorio de Sica. 

Vincent told me that 
Frankenstein would be “in the 
classic form but with new 
twists.”” Pat Hackett, who work- 
ed on the script with Morrisey in 
Rome, told me much the same 
thing about Bad Blood. That 
Warhol is making horror films 
should come as no surprise. The 
horror film is one of Hollywood’s 
greatest genres, and Warhol 
loves Hollywood. Furthermore, 


Warhol has been making horror 
films for a long time. 

The classic horror films of the 
Hollywood studios — Dracula, 
The Bride of Frankenstein, 
The Mummy, King Kong, etc. 
— all concern a monster looking 
for some kind of love and accep- 
tance. The same theme is fairly 
the 
Warhol/Morrissey canon. 
Warhol’s protagonists are geeks; 
set apart from straight society by 
their appearance, sexual 
preference, or sexual identity. 
They are “now” monsters. In 
Trash, Joe and Holly attempt to 
set up a home, complete with a 
child and a source of income. 
The fact that Holly is a 
transvestite and Joe is a junkie 
at once parodies the American 
Dream, and also demonstrates 
the power of its emotional roots. 
Frankenstein’s relationship with 
his bride is at once grotesque and 
moving. So indeed, why not 
horror films? 


ANDY 


At 2 p.m. the Factory was 
forlorn. Vincent sat behind his 
desk, tapping a pencil and look- 
ing quite the Yalie, circa-1940, in 
his blue shirt, white collar and 
cuffs, with his hair slicked back 
in art-deco pleats. Pat pecked at 
her typewriter, earphones on her _- 
head to drown out Union Square. 
I sat underneath a full-color - 
poster of the glamorous Donna 
Jordan with my tape recorder ly- 
ing cold and dead and my eyes 
half-closed behind my’ shades. 
Would Andy come? Vincent 
already told me that he didn’t 
want to be interviewed, but 
maybe I could just ask, “Hey 
Andy, what’s happenning?”’ It 
was two-thirty when Andy arriv- 
ed. 

Actually, Andy’s «dachshund 
Archie arrived, and Andy 
vanished into the screening 
room, closely followed by Pat 
and Vincent. Archie deposited a 
wooden ball at my feet and 
suggested a game of fetch. 
Thinking that perhaps I could 
get into Andy’s good graces by 
playing with his dog, I made a 
great show of frolicking with

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Geez Louise! A Talk with Cindy Williams

Editor's Note: Cindy Williams 
has appeared in Travels With 
My Aunt, Drive He Said, and 
several other noteworthy 
features. She also appeared in 
Beware The Blob and a very 
nice Coca-Cola commercial. 
Cindy is a co-star of American 
Graffiti. 


It sounds like so much 
Hollywood hooey. The crumpled 
bit of paper buried in her levis’ 
pocket with the scrawled phone 
number of two sharpie young 
talent managers, classic 
theatrical roles at Los Angeles 
City College, waitress at the 
International House of Pancakes 
— “TH of P is one of the greatest 
perches for observing people 
there ever could be’ — the 
agents who wouldn’t take her as 
a client, and the marvelous old 
German gentleman who did. 

Maybe it’s not so much the 
elements of familiar show biz 
melodrama as the wonderful way 
that Cindy Williams weaves it 
all together, slipping effortlessly 
in and out of accents and 
gestures, speaking all the parts 
in conversations she clearly 
recalls. Booming, laughing, star- 
ting, and starting over, by turns 
seriously, and flippantly. 

“T had to write an essay in 
school once: ‘What is acting?’ 
And I just told the teacher, I 
wrote down, ‘I don’t know ... 
but when I find out, I'll tell you.’ 
The other night I thought I 
knew, but then I fell asleep, and 
now I can’t remember. But I 
think it was something like 
rhythms that flow through you 
like waves. It’s like a poet, it’s 
observing people and letting all 


that flow through you and out 
again. It’s almost a mission or a 
duty. If you can just let people 
see something of themselves, 
give back to them something 
worthwhile, it’s fulfilling that 
goal.” 

In the beginning, fulfilling 
that goal used to mean TV’s 
Nanny and the Professor, 
Barefoot in the Park, Love 
American Style, and Gene 
Kelly’s short-lived The Funny 
Side.

it.’ I said ‘I want to do Debbie 
(the peroxide fun-lover) or I can 
play the little girl (age twelve or 
thirteen). I'll put braces on my 
teeth, pigtails. I can play the lit- 
tle girl, I’m telling you.’ 

“Well, the casting director 

said, ‘No, I need you for Laurie. 
‘I know you can play the other 
parts, but I need you for Laurie.’ 
Strike that. That sounds very 
pompous. He didn’t say it, but I 
could have played the other 
parts.” 
“Yes, he did say it,” Pat 
McQueeney, Cindy's personal 
manager assured us. ‘He said it 
to me over and over and over 
again.” 

Cindy continued, “And so I 
said, ‘This is the most mealy- 
mouthed, horrendous part. I 
cannot do this.’ He said, ‘Just 
come down and meet George 
Lucas, the director.’ So I did. I 
went down and I met George and 
I thought, ‘Well, that’s the end 
of that.’ He gave me about a ten- 
minute interview, looked at my 
pictures, and sent me on my 
way. And as I was leaving he 
said, “Take the script with you 
and come back this afternoon 
and test.’ 


“I said, ‘No, I don’t want to, 
and I can’t learn this scene 
anyway.’ 

“He said, ‘You can hold 
script.’ 

‘So I went home, and I 
kvetched and kvetched, just like 
the character, and finally I said, 
‘All right. I’m not going to lose 
anything by going down and 
testing.’ 

“So I’ did go down, and I 
wanted the other parts so bad, 
the little girl or Debbie. I could 
play that part opposite Charlie 
(Martin Smith). Geez Louise! 
Although Candy (Clark, who 
plays Debbie) is marvelous, and 
so is Mackenzie (Philips, who 
plays the little girl). 

“So I went, I tested. I thought 
it was a miserable test. I tested 
with Ronny (Howard). And then 
another thing, I was very 
frightened of Ronny. First his 
age. Then my age, which was 24 
at the time, and he had just 
turned 18. 

“IT went home and they offered 
it to me two nights later. And I 
said, ‘No, I won’t, I won’t do it, 
I’m telling you.’ So through a 
series of people calling me, 
managers, Pat called, and my 
agents said, ‘Cindy, what are you 
but an actress?’ He gave me one 
of those, right? ‘What are you 
but an actress?’ And that sort of 
rung in my head, corny as it 
sounds. I am an actress, and I 


can’t just say ‘No’ to something 
that they’ve offered to me when 
there are a million girls who 
would give their eye teeth. I owe 
it to myself, and I owe it to 
whoever believes in me ~-which 
is my mother, a majority of one. 

“So I said, ‘Who’s playing the 
boy?’ They said, ‘Ronny.’ And I 
said, ‘Oh, well, I don’t know, I 
don’t know, I’m afraid of the 
age.’ So then Francis (Ford Cop- 
pola, executive producer: of 
American Graffiti and director 
of such films as The Godfather 
and Finian’s Rainbow) called 
me, and he said, ‘Be in this 
movie. It’s going to be a big 
movie.’ 

And I said, ‘Francis Ford Cop- 


‘pola is talking to you, Cindy, 


over the phone. He’s asking you 
to be in a film that he is going to 
executive produce. You will do 
it.’ So that was sort of the 
clincher. I said, ‘All right,’ and I 
went and I did it. 

“There were choices I made 
about the character that George 
said ‘No’ to. He wouldn’t let me 
be humorous with her. And he 
was totally right. I couldn’t sell 
her short like that. It just 
wouldn’t be right. 

“We had a lot of lee-way 
though. He would say, ‘Show me 
what you have,’ and we would, 
and he would say ‘I like it’ or ‘I 
don’t like it’ or ‘change it just a 
little.’ If we didn’t like our 
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dialogue, we’d: change it. 

“But certain things he’d make 
me say. Like there’s one line 
where I have to say ‘Hard guy,’ 
and I absolutely . . . ‘Can’t I just 
say, ‘‘Geez Louise” or ‘Oh, 
golly” or anything? ‘Don’t make 
me say this line.’ He said, ‘Say 
it.’ And I did, and every time I 
see it in the movie, I cringe, 
because I was cringing inside. 

“IT remember almost drowning 
once in the ocean. And there was 
like this huge undertow, and I 
was pulled under, and it was not 
the fear of the drowning, but the 
fear that was on my face, the 
humiliation that I was frighten- 
ed to meet my death, that I was a 
victim-of the fear that bothered 
me, not the death. It was the em- 
barrassment. What would my 
mother . . . you know, they’d see 
me in some horrible pose and my 
body just washed up on shore, 
and I'd be totally at the mercy of 
. .. no control.” 

In The Killing Kind, Cindy jis 
drowned by a young psychopath. 
In a bathtub, not at the beach. 
Her innate peaceable quality 
made this scene very difficult, 
very troubling for her to do, 
though she is marvelous in the 
film. 

‘‘T don’t mind playing 
characters and depicting things 
that really go on in life. I think 
that’s the job that actors are here 
to do and poets and writers and 
anyone involved in holding life 
up, in holding a reflection up to 
life; to show people and life as it 
is. But I sort of cringe at violence 
and the spilling of blood. People 
actually bonk people around and 


murder them and get vicious. I. 


understand that inherently. I’m 
always interested in why do peo- 
ple do that. I think what it is is 
there’s a fear there. It’s strange, 
always forgive. always 
say, ‘Well, the poor person must 
have been misunderstood or just 
been tormented some way, like 


all these mass murders. It just 
does something to me, and I’m 
not sure what that is. 

“T want to get back to Myrna 
Loy-Cary Grant movies. I want 
to get back to those. I love those 
things. I also liked Rosalind 
Russell when she was younger. 
His Girl Friday is my all-time 
favorite. When she comes skid- 
ding into that room with her hat 
on. I mean there are just things 
in that movie that are inborn in 
me. I'd give my eye teeth for a 
part like that. Billy Wilder’s 
doind a remake of that. God, Bil- 
ly, hire me. He’ll probably use 
Goldie Hawn or somebody.” 

“I love Barbara Harris. Judy 
Holliday. Marilyn Monroe, I 
think she’s a great comedienne. 
A very young Martha Raye, a 
touch of her I really liked. 
Imogene Coca. A touch of Lucille 
Ball.” 

‘Screwball comedies. All 
those. I was born too late. I love 
the idea that they fall. in love 
through harrassing each other in 
that sweet way. I always loved 
that. As a little girl I always 
dreamed I’d fall in love like that. 
In fact I’m a very harrassing 
girl.” 

“I see myself predominantly 
as a comedienne, but I’m never ~ 
cast like that, ever. Just because 
I can make a dramatic part 
sound reasonable and. play a 
reasonable heroine or ingenue. 
But I have the temperament of a 
comedienne, and I’ve always had 
it since I was a little girl. 

Would she turn down roles 
now to wait for comic parts? 

“Ha! I was offered something 
today, and I had to turn it down, 
but only because I’m doing 
something else, a television play, 
a Tennessee Williams script. But 
it’s a marvelous feeling for an ac- 
tress. It’ll only last a day. I'll be 
back at the House of Pancakes 
next week. But who cares? It - 
happened. It happened once.”

His filmography runs to 108 
films, not including two pictures 
he co-directed. He made 38 films 
before the advent of sound. He 
played John Wilkes Booth in 
D.W. Griffith’s The Birth of a 
Nation and, between 1915 and 
1961, made at least one film a 
year with the sole exception of 
1934, a record of longevity and 
sustained prolificacy equalled 
only by John Ford, Allan Dwan 
and Henry King among major 
American directors. He is Raoul 
Walsh, now — depending on to 
whom you talk — anywhere from 
81 to 87 years old, an 
acknowledged master of the 
Hollywood action film, a director 
of whom, his long-time boss Jack 
Warner remarked, tender 
love scene to Raoul Walsh is bur- 
ning down a whore house.” 

Walsh, whose films The Thief 
of Baghdad, The Roaring 
Twenties, They Drive By 
Night, High Sierra, They Died 


With Their Boots On, 


Gentleman Jim and White 
Heat are perennial revival 
favorites, appeared for this inter- 
view decked out in a blazer, 
scarf, cowboy hat and black 
eyepatch, the latter necessitated 
by an early auto accident which 


finalized his transition from ac- 


tor to director. 

Walsh’s early and seemingly 
easy vault to the director’s chair 
would certainly provoke envy in 
many aspiring young directors 
today, as he accomplished it 
when he was scarcely twenty 
years old. Walsh had managed to 
carve out a living for himself as 
an actor for several years before 
1912, but the prevailing system 
for choosing directors at the time 
was, to Walsh’s advantage, 
haphazard at best. ‘“‘They’d try 
certain people in private life, 
maybe an ex-college professor or 
something. They’d try this fellow 
and that, and they didn’t make 
good. So finally they called me in 
one day and said that Mr. Grif- 
fith was going to let me’ direct a 
picture, so I happened to hit it 
because I’d been watching the 
old man. I knew his technique 
and I knew what movement 
meant to a picture, so I just 
emulated that. I’d say that this 
feel for movement was what I 
mostly learned from Griffith.” 

‘Fortunately, one picture 
after another made good and 
they gave me other ones. At this 
point, though, I was acting more 
than I was directing, and in a 


couple of the early ones I 
directed myself, because they 
only had three or four people in. 
the studio and they were working 
on other pictures.” 

The Thief of Baghdad and 
another of his silents, What 
Price Glory? (with Victor 
McLaglen and Dolores del Rio), 
remain two of Walsh’s favorite 
pictures. As with many direc- 
tors, however, his movigoing 


habit diminished as he grew in-' 


creasingly active professionally. 
“T found that it can be dangerous 
to see another picture when 
you’re working on one of your 
own. I remember one time while 
we were working on The Thief of 
Baghdad, Charlie Chaplin, who 
was a chum of mine, had an 
opening — I think it was A 
Woman of Paris. Doug Fair- 
banks and I went to the opening 
and when it received this terrific 
applause, Doug turned to me 
and said, ‘I wonder if we’re doing 
the right kind of picture!’ So you 
see, it’s bad to go see something. 
We were very despondent 
because there was such a terrific 
difference between A Woman of 
Paris and The Thief of 
Baghdad. So that’s why I never 
went any more to see pictures.” 


Despite their popular images, 
Walsh sees little similarity 
between America’s two favorite 
swashbucklers, Douglas Fair- 
banks and Erroll Flynn. ‘Doug 
was a man who was interested in 
everything in the picture 
because it was his own money 
and his own project, while Flynn 
was only interested in his part 


and the girl who was going to be 


opposite him.” 

, Walsh and Flynn were very 
close friends and the nature of 
this friendship is’ perhaps 


epitomized by an incident Flynn ~ 


vividly describes in his excellent 
but sadly out-of-print 
autobiography, My Wicked, 
Wicked Ways. John Barrymore, 
a comrade of both Walsh and 
Flynn, had been expected to die 
for a long time and managed to 
delay his passing for such a 
prolonged. period that many 
began to believe he was immor- 
.tal. Barrymore finally died in 
1942 and, as Flynn tells it, “A 
group of us gathered at a bar 
called The Cock and Bull” — 
which is still in operation on 
Sunset Boulevard — “for a 
general expression of our sadness 
at the passing of the great 
romantic. With our group was 
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the great and imaginative direc- 
tor, Raoul Walsh, a man with an 
offbeat sense of humor. 

“Walsh left The Cock and Bull 
early in the evening.” 

“ ‘I’m feeling badly, fellows. 
I’m so broken up at John’s pass- 
ing, I’m going home.’ ” 

Instead of retiring, however, 
Walsh and two companions paid 
a visit to the local undertaking 
parlor where Barrymore’s body 
was resting and bribed the 
caretaker to let them have the 
corpse for an hour. 

“Walsh and his friends took 
John’s body out of the back exit 
of the mortuary in a rough box. 
They stored the box in the back 
of the station wagon and drove 
John to my house,’ continues 
Flynn. 

“They got into the house and 
brought the corpse inside. They 
moved my favorite chair in front 
of the door, so that I would see 
the chair as I entered. They sat 
Jack in the chair, propping him 

“T was drunk — sad drunk — 
when I reached home. I walked 
in, sad and alone.” 

“As I opened the door I press- 
ed the button. The lights went 
on and my God — I stared into 
the face of Barrymore! His eyes 
were closed. He looked puffed, 
white, bloodless. They hadn’t 
embalmed him yet.” 

“] let out.a delirious scream.” 

“T turned to run out of the 
house. I intended getting into my 
car to flee down the hill away 
from my place,- away from 
myself.” 


“As I got out on the porch I — 


heard voices behind me, from 
the inside. Out came Walsh and 
the others.” 

“ ‘Hold on, Erroll, it’s only a 
gag.’ 

“A gag! I went back in, still 
shaking.” 

“Yet, I forgave Walsh. He 
brought this distorted touch of 
genius to his films. In his films 
he always introduced strange lit- 
tle ideas, those touches which 
are the mark of the man of true 
talent.” 

Walsh beams when he recalls 
the tale today and maintains 
that “it happened almost the 
same way: Flynn tells it, 
although he didn’t know the 
arrangement I made with this 
undertaker fellow, who used to 
be an actor, by the way. We put 
the guy in the station wagon and 
off we went. We put him up there 
in a settee and Flynn came in 
and went, ‘Christ! Jesus Christ!’ 
and ran out. The funny thing is 
that when I got the body back to 
this guy, he said, ‘What the hell 
did you do with it, what did you 
take it for?’ and I said I’d taken 
it up to Erroll Flynn’s house. He 
said, ‘Why the hell didn’t you 
tell me? I’d have put a different 
suit on him!’ ” 

The director whose career most 
closely resembles Walsh’s would 
be Michael Curtiz. Both were 
highly professional ‘‘all- 
rounders’”’ at Warners, and could 


. be counted upon to bring in a 
~ picture cheaply and quickly. 


Also, both directed such stars as 
Flynn, Bogart and Cagney in 
several pictures each. But Walsh 
stresses the fact that there was 
no sense of competition between 
the two crusty veterans. “Old 
Mike was always complaining. 
He’d say, ‘Look, Raoul, they 
gave me a picture with no 
budget, they gave me a picture 
with lousy actors’ — every actor 
to him was lousy — ‘What can I 
do?’ And I'd say, ‘Mike, you got- 
ta make the best of it. You know 
there’s a scarcity of actors. You 
gotta make the best out of what 
you have.’ ” 

“Sometimes he’d come to me 
and say, ’you got a helluva job 
outta that bum.’ He didn’t like 
Erroll Flynn. But Flynn and I got 
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directed by Tony Richardson. 
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Brock Peters, Melba Moore, 


Cyril Cusak, lan Holm, 
RaymondSt. Jacques in Kurt 


Michael Jayston, Vivien 


along great. I’d have to lift him 
up sometimes, like when we did 
Gentleman Jim. I told him he’d 
have to get into shape, get some 
of that little stomach off there 
and get you in the ring and start 
battling, because this man, Jim 
Corbett, was an idol, particular- 
ly in San Francisco, and if you 


give a lousy performance of him, 


you're liable to get shot. He 
worked hard. I sent him to the 
gym and he worked out. It was 
his favorite picture, and it may 
have been his best perfor- 
mance.” 

It seems as though Walsh 
doesn’t know exactly what to 
make of Mae West even to this 
day. La West is unique among 
comic performers in that she 
received writing credit on her 
films, but Walsh isn’t overly 
helpful in defining her talents. 
“Directing Mae West was a fifty- 
fifty deal. Mae was generally 
surrounded by a staff of writers 
— truck drivers, auto 
mechanics...I’m not sure what 
her contributions were.” 

On the other hand, Walsh says 
that John Wayne, along with 
Robert Mitchum, is one of the 
few actors he’d like to work with 
if he ever directed another film. 
“T’m not quite familiar with a lot 
of the new actors. You see, when 
Gable, Cooper, Flynn and 
Bogart died, it left a big hole in 
the industry. They were great 
personalities and the public 
accepted them. Even down 
toward the end, they were still 
great drawing cards.” 

Walsh worked with the novice 
Wayne in 1930 on one of the first 
sound epics, an on-location 
Western called The Big Trail. 
“T don’t like to talk about that 
picture much. I discovered this 
young boy and put him in the 


picture and then I decided that 
to help him along, I’d get the 
finest actors I could. So I engag- 
ed about four Broadway actors 
and unfortunately they all came 
out and went on a drunk when 
we got on location. Had a helluva 
time. And I had told young 
Wayne that when I’m directing 
these fellows, he could sit beside 
me and watch these great actors. 
And when I saw they were loaded 
and overacting, I told him to go 
over and sit with the Indians!” 

Walsh was quite adept at 
working within the Hollywood 
studio system and he naturally 
defends it as the best and most 
profitable way to make pictures 
yet invented. “I got along with 
Jack Warner and all the 
Warners. Jack’s a very hard fella 
to get to know but he and I are 
very close. Of course we've 
known each other for more than 
fifty years. He was particularly 
fond of me because I always 
made it a pattern to try to come 
in under the budget or on time. 
In fact, twice he gave me bonuses 
for finishing a couple of huncred 
thousand under the budget.” 

“A lot of these pictures I made 
in 22 and 25 days. Today, they 
give some young director two or 
three months to make a picture. 
So we had to be pretty well set to 
finish this thing under budget 
and not lose any time im- 
provising. I never went to see the 
dailies, you know, because I’d 
look at them and say, ‘Jesus, I 
could have done this, but you 
don’t have the time.’ Whereas in 
a stage play, a director can fool 
around for a month, building a 
scene and changing this and 
that. Picture making in those 
days was pretty hard.”

without Big Mama Thornton, 
what would she have contributed 
to contemporary culture — if, in 
fact, she contributed anything? 
But, correctly or otherwise, she is 
enshrined as a lost hero. On the 
other hand, Bix Beiderebecke — 
rather like Otis Ferguson — isn’t 
as securely enshrined as he 
should be, a fact that may or 
may not have a little something 
to do with such black jazz critics 
as have an excess of racist 
hubris. 

What I mean is that it is con- 
venient to overlook Bix if you are 
slyly suggesting — as somebody 
named Clinton or Clayton 
O'Riley or O'Reilly (as if it 
mattered) did in a disgraceful 
New York Times piece on New- 
port in New York — that white 
boys have no business messing 
with jazz. If Beiderbecke, out of 
Davenport, Iowa, and Lake 
Forest Academy — that drunk, 
that poolshark, that cornetist 
beyond compare — is given a fair 
hearing (which can never be all 
that fair, since he must be judg- 
ed by primitive acoustic recor- 
dings), it will be immediately 
recognized that he was 
enchanted and absolutely uni- 
que (or at least until the case for 


Emmett Hardy is documented 
more fully.) Bix in Sweet Sue 
and Melancholy Baby — but one 
must refrain from drooling. The 
point is that we are indeed 
diminished beyond reparations 
by certain early demises. 

It grieves me that I can’t count 
Marilyn Monroe’s among them 
— or not at least under the con- 
ditions that pertained. With 
Some Like It Hot and The 
Misfits, she had, if I may resort 
to that dreadful cant word of 
these years, peaked — or so the 
evidence would appear to in- 
dicate. Sic transit Gloria Wan- 
drous — or, if you prefer, Starr 
Faithful. For there is a time 
when one’s mission, whatever its 
nature, is accomplished, when 
anything that might follow 
would be department of anti- 
climax. Maybe this is the true 
heroism of all lost heroes: that 
their sensitivity, their pride in 
past accomplishments, makes 
them aware that anything en- 
suing might be decline and fall. 
Suicide takes odd forms, being 
not only o.d.-ing, or placing the 
double-barrel Ross shotgun to 
one’s leonine mane, or sticking 
one’s head into the oven, but 
also drinking oneself to con- 
vulsions or recklessly riding a 
motorcycle. 

As to Marilyn Monroe — ah, 
Marilyn Monroe. She seems to 
have been with us forever — and 
yet there is a whole generation 


that has grown up since she 
either deliberately or stupidly 
took an overdose or was, as Norm 
the Mail postulates as a 
titillating possibility, done in by 
the CIA. The kids, I suppose, 
must wonder if she was as big 
alive as dead. She was — 
although, naturally, without the 
mythic quality in which she is 
now being bathed by 
hagiographers and detractors 
alike. For one thing, she was a 
hell of a lot more than a mere sex 
symbol. Unlike Jayne 
Mansfield, who was never more 
than taxi squad, she wasn’t I’ll- 
hate-myself-in-the-morning— or 
not, anyhow, the way she struck 
the public in person! Well, from 
what little I saw of her, she could 
be as sluttish as sweet. Such ugly 
words to come from such a gigg}- 
ing little girl! If Wiagara is my 
own favorite among her movies, 
it is because it seems to me to 
capture her essence. In one way 
or another, she was never 
satisfied, and if Yves Montand 
seemed an improvement over 
some other man, why, Yves 
Montand it was. Moreover, for a 
person who seemed bent upon 
destroying her career, she was 
terribly ambitious. 

Whether or not she ever went 
to bed with Robert Kennedy I 
have no idea, but I do know that 
in him she saw “‘the big catch.” 
And the hell with anything Peter 
Lawford may say. You take 


Peter Lawford, I'll take Joe 
DiMaggio, and nota bene that 
(1) Joe DiMaggio turned his 
back on Bobby Kennedy one day 
at Yankee Stadium (cf. Talese 
on The Clipper) and (2) in an act 
that showed he had class as well 
as splendor-in-the-grass style, 
DiMaggio barred Lawford from 
attending Monroe’s funeral. It is 
possible, of course, that 
DiMaggio can’t stand English 
butlers or pains in the ass, but he 
must have had other reasons, 
don’t you think? 
Parenthetically, I should like 
to point out that, at least in 
retrospect, no two persons would 
seem less suited to each other 
than Monroe and DiMaggio. 
With him, the thing — the big, 
big thing — has always been 
punctuality. He’s been known to 
stop talking to an old friend who 
was five minutes late for an ap- 
pointment. Can you imagine 
anyone of such compulsive 
meticulousness living under the 
same roof with the perennial 
truant that his wife was? And 
yet, if it isn’t a fiction invented 
by somebody like Rona Barrett, 
DiMaggio still has red roses plac- 
ed on the grave. Obviously, there 
was more than met either the eye 
or the alarm clock to Marilyn. 
As for her acting ability, I 
happen to feel that it was im- 
mense — unplumbed, but with 
unlimited potential. Whther, 
given her nagging neuroses, she 


could ever have realized it, 
however, has to be sheer spe- 
culation. I don’t think she could 
have. Like another towering 
figure — Hemingway — she 
sensed her inability to summon 
up her resources for still another 
try. The pitcher had gone to the 
wall once too often. Still, she 
didn’t leave us empty-handed, 
for The Misfits, Some Like It 
Hot, and, for me, Niagara, stand 
up under after-the-fact scrutiny. 
Ther is this to be considered, too: 
In the years since her death, we 
have not looked upon her like. 
Indeed, she may have been the 
end of Hollywood as it was in the 
time of the star system. There 
are some lovely girls around 
these days, but, for one reason or 
another, they seem to lack stay- 
ing power. A Katherine Ross is 
terrific in one movie, but what 
did she do for an encore? Faye 
Dunaway? Whatever happened 
to Faye Dunaway? Sally Keller- 
man? Jennifer O’Neill? 
Katharine Houghton? Katharine 
who? 

And this, of course, is very 
perplexing, for it was Marilyn 
Monroe, wasn’t it, who couldn’t 
have cared less? Who, with each 
new movie, renewed her deter- 
mination to self-destruct? 
Ultimately, of course, she did, 
but not before having touched 
the lives of everyone who saw 
her. As lost heroes go, I’d say 
that she belongs.

Revival Houses Stake Out Their Turf

Theodore Sturgeon, the best 
science-fiction writer in the 
world, and Kurt Vonnegut’s 
model for Kilgore Trout, once 
stated that nine-tenths of 
everything is crap. Sturgeon’s 
Law is particularly applicable 
when considering the first-run 
films that sleaze up to Boston in 
the summer. For summer, a 
generally rotten time for movies, 
is however the best time for 
movie going. It’s hot, and movie 
theatres are air-conditioned. 
Movies are, for a good many peo- 
ple, the staff of entertainment. 
But if the first-run houses are 
showing movies at their usual 
outrageous prices, what’s a poor 
boy to do? Fortunately, Boston 
and Cambridge are blessed with 
viable alternatives to the plastic 
pleasure domes of modern 
moviedom — revival theatres. 
Summer's over, but the theatres 
are still here. 

(I use the term “revival” out of 
convenience. A better word is, 
perhaps, “alternate.” “Revival” 
conjures up images of dessicated 


films roused from well-deserved 
graves, dripping tedium with 
menacing arms of pretension 
outstretched to throttle the un- 
wary film goer). 

Revival theatres are different 
from their first-run cousins and 
have different problems. The 
manage~ of a revival theatre 
must find his films before he can 
show them. It’s not always an 
easy task. One theatre manager 
described the process to me as a 
cross between grave-robbing and 
treasure hunting. 

American film studios have 
long regarded their films as 
merchandise, pure and simple. 
This engenders an attitude 
which is antipathetic to the con- 
cept of revival theatre. If you ap- 
proached the Ford Motor Co. 
and suggested that they reissue 
the Model ‘A’, you would be 
regarded, at the very least, as a 
dangerous lunatic. The fact that 
the Model ‘A’ would probably be 
a raving success today would 
only threaten them. Hollywood, 
like Detroit, has always

marketed its products as 
novelties. Nothing, to their 
minds, is deader than last year’s 
novelty; who wants yesterdays 
papers, etc. To suggest that last 
year’s product is competitive 
with this year’s is heresy. When 
revival theatres approach 
studios for old films, they are 
met with incomprehension and 
hostility. 

Revival theatres are also sur- 
prisingly expensive to operate. 
Although the studios may not 
understand or appreciate the 
revival phenomenon, they sure 
know how to make a buck, and 
the cost of old films has risen 
astronomically. 

In first-run theatres, the dis- 
tributor covers a percentage of 
the costs of showing a film. He 
handles much of the advertising. 
Such is not the case with revival 
theatres. A revival house must 
advertise heavily, at its own ex- 
pense, in order to attract an 
audience. It’s not sufficient to 
run an ad saying, The Capitain 
From Kopinick is here!” The 


theatre must explain what the 
Capitain from Kopinick is, and 
why the hell anybody should 
want to see it. To a great extent, 
the revival house must create 
and educate an audience in order 
to attract patrons. 

The three major revival houses 
in Boston/Cambridge are the 
Brattle, on Brattle Street in 
Cambridge, the Orson Welles, at 
1001 Mass. Ave. in Cambridge, 
and the Park Square, at 31 St. 
James Ave. in Boston. Although 
these three theatres show revival 
films, they are differentiated by 
their histories, their programs, 
and their embience. 

The Park Square, situated 
within cruising distance of the 
Combat Zone and the 
Greyhound Bus Terminal, at- 
tracts its share of gays as well as 
P.L.U. (People Like Us.) When I 
mentioned this to the Park 
Square’s manager he became, 
understandably, defensive. A 
good part of the charm of a 
revival theatre is, however, the 
fact that it attracts an in- 


teresting audience. It comes with 
the territory. 

The dope trafficking that goes 
on outside the Orson Welles on a 
given night would probably rival 
the Casbah. Inside the lobby, 
various freaks french fry their 
brains playing Pong. During 
shows, particularly Marx 
Brother shows, a high-pitched 
squeal will indicate that another 
Welles patron’s mind has gone 
off to merge with the great void. 

The Brattle is a Harvard 
house. Its programming is 
designed to coincide with the 
needs of the Harvard audience. 
The Brattle attracts juiceheads 
and preppies. If one is sharp- 
eyed and lucky, it’s possible to 
catch the indigenous preppie’s 
mating ritual with the native 
Cliffie. Good hunting. 

The Brattle is the granddaddy 
of all the revival houses. In the 
1800’s, a church, in the twenties, 
a police gymnasium, a legit 
theatre through the forties, the 
Brattle became an art house in

the Frappeur Theory 


By Howard Marks 

It is a prevailing conception 
that films are a collective 
product that everyone, from the 
miners who bring forth the 
celluloid from the ground on up 
to the actors, and even the direc- 
tors, might be responsible for the 
final effect of a completed pic- 
ture. I will argue that it is in fact 
the slate-men, or frappeurs as 
they are called in French cinema 
criticism, who determine the 
power, pacing, and impact of 
motion pictures. It is they who 
coordinate the words of the 
writers, the actions of the actors, 
the tapes of the soundmen, the 
cuts of the directors and 
cameramen, and the budgets of 
the modern producers. 


This has not always been ap- 
parent. Traditional movie 
reviewing has been derived from 
the -dualisms of silent films, in 
which pure action (film) was 
alternated with pure literature 
(titles). With the development of 
talkies, there came the dialec- 
tical struggle between movers 
(Chaplin) and talkers (Jolson). 
The resulting synthesis was the 
modern actor (Newman), and 
the master slateman (Archimet- 
ti). 

Not all slatemen are 
frappeurs. Anyone with hands 
can write out the scene and take 
numbers on a slate, open the bar, 
and snap it down to provide a 
reference point for film and 
soundtrack. In the history of 
flicks, many people have done 
so, without visible effect on the 
product. 


It was only with the develop- 
ment of politique des frappeurs 
in the pages of Mallets du 
Cinema, that the forests of film 
personnel were examined to find 
the hidden vines of slate-work. A 
look at my personal pantheon of 
frappeurs should show the value 
of retrospective criticism on this 
distinction. These are men with 
personal visions — oracles, if 
you will — who have transcend- 


ed the physical world of wrist- 
action and arm placement to 
evoke a self-contained world 
with its own sense of speech and 
mouth-movement. 

Alford Clapworthy is the 
supreme technician of the slate.

advances his noise faster than 
his visual closing of the slate so 
that the character’s voice 
precedes mouth movement 
slightly) Leigh at the beginning 
of the scene to indicate her ner- 
vous searching.

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straint, it was precisely here, free 
from ambitious producers and 
monomaniacal directors, that 
great innovations were possible. 
Chalkin’s musical extravaganzas 
are show, and eccentric; they are 
also the most extraordinary un- 
ities of form and song in the en- 
tire world of kitsch. This is not 
to be taken lightly. 


Chalkin’s work on Backstage 
(1938) is perhaps the apotheosis 
of his career. In the crucial 
scene-within-a-scene Chalkin 
confronts the problem of presen- 
ting a slateman on screen. The 
actor playing the slateman was a 
muscle-boy with overdeveloped 
wrists who kept banging the 
prop-slate together so hard as to 
produce a lingering sound. 
Should Chalkin have presented a 
slateman putting the voices of 
actors ahead of mouth 
movements? His solution was to 
overpace the entire scene such 
that the slateman was seen to 
make a precisely coordinated 
(flat) presentation, but the ac- 
tors were overpaced. This figure 


of a slateman vainly working in 
an overpaced world is perhaps 
the most profound moment of 
social criticism in movies. That 
it happens in a B-Musical will be 
no surprise to followers of 
frappeurs like Chalkin. 


George Boardman deserves 
mention, if only for his avant- 
garde piece, Plasterblaster. It is 
a, quasi-documentary, rarely- 
shown, of the men who tear down 
stucco houses. The Pirandellian 
situation of these anti-slatemen 
(banging white walls for destruc- 
tion, as the slateman bangs 
black slates together for coor- 
dination) could have dissolved 
into schlock, had not Boardman, 
one of the first blacks to enter 
the field, added a vital social 
dimension. 


Like minority 
technicians, Boardman came in 
through a side door. He first at- 
tracted attention for his ex- 
perimental work in dubbing 
studios. Many late-night TV ad- 
dicts have seen some of Board- 
man’s masterpieces, and tuned 
out thinking the soundtrack was 
misdubbed. They do not stay on 
long enough to perceive a rare in- 
telligence at work, placing words 
so far ahead and behind the ac- 
tion track as to make them com- 
ment on the films in a new way. 


All of this was but preliminary 
to Plasterblaster, in which the 
social dimension is added 
through the character of a black 
painter who enters through the 
side door and is totally mute. 
The character is used only at the 
backs of crowd scenes, and has 
no lines. In a visual parody of 
Boardman’s own slatework, the 
painter is uncoordinated. This 
vitriolic attack on Boardman’s 
critics did not pass altogether 
unnoticed. But it almost did. 


Boardman is now said to be at 
work on a pure avant-garde work 
involving ex-members of the 
Disney organization. He has 
studied Yoga and Tai-Chi, as 
well as Ceylonese contemplative 
wrist-building, and in a recent 
statement said, “I believe I will 
soon attain enough mental coor- 
dination and wrist control to 
make significant personal 
statements at ten-thousand 
frames per second.”

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The Soundtrack Comes into Its Own

There is a new craze now for 
rare recordings of film scores of 
the past (a copy of A Streetcar 
Named Desire brings in $30 or 
more), and to supply this sudden 
demand several companies have 
begun to reissue the works of the 
most celebrated film composers. 
Besides the work of Bernard 
Herrmann, whose music has 
been available on disc for a few 
years, we can now purchase the 
scores of Erich Korngold, Charlie 
Chaplin, William Walton, Franz 
Waxman and even — God help 
us — Max Steiner, whose wildly 
indicative themes for Warner 
Brothers I keep trying to put out 
of my mind. But the point is that 
music for the movies is big 
business, and the rage for it isn’t 
limited to nostalgia. Recordings 
of Last Tango in Paris, The 
Harder They Come, Pat 
Garrett and Billy the Kid and 
O Lucky Man! are big sellers, 
and they reflect, I think, a new 
attitude on the part of film- 
makers as well as consumers 
toward the role of music in film. 

At various points in the 
history of sound film, music has 


been employed unusually and 
creatively. I think that the 
earliest score I’ve ever en- 
countered that was truly con- 
gruent with the pace and the 
nature of the movie for which it 
was commissioned was the 
bright, satiric, whimsical music 
for Jean Vigo’s Zero de Con- 
duite in 1933. Aaron Copland’s 
Of Mice and Men (1939) is still 
the closest to symphonic music 
an original American film score 
has come, and in the forties 
Rimsky-Korsakov was scoring 
the films of Sergei Eisenstein 
(Ivan the Terrible and Alex- 
ander Nevsky). And then, with 
the advent of the New Wave 
directors in France in the late fif- 
ties came a new era in music for 
movies as well. Francois Truf- 
faut (especially in Shoot the 
Piano Player and Jules and 
Jim) and Jean-Luc Godard 
(especially in Breathless and 
Band of Outsiders) returned to 
the concept Vigo had used a 
quarter of a century earlier — 


that music should not merely 


underscore and heighten the plot 
elements of a movie, but should 


also comment on it, add another 
dimension. 

This concept has been 
modified in today’s film scores, 
but the intent of the New Wave 
filmmakers remains clear. More 
than ever, music in movies 
remarks upon the film, but the 
difference is that more than ever 
the music is easily and con- 
veniently (for mass consump- 
tion) separated from the film. 
The reason for this development 
is that most of the memorable 
music in recent movies has been 
pop and rock, folk, jazz and 
blues, and a great deal of it has 
been vocal. From a purely finan- 
cial point of view, this is an im- 
portant sales device; buying the 
score from Pat Garrett or Elec- 
tra Glide in Blue is the same as 
investing in the latest album by 
Bob Dylan or Chicago. And one 
can’t be naive enough to imagine 
that this additional financial 
boost doesn’t appeal to the 
producers of a new movie; in 
fact, their concern with the 
music is often more justified 
than their concern with the 
script material. This was es- 


pecially true a few years back, 
when college revolution pictures 
were in style, and the score for a 
dreadful film like The 
Strawberry Statement seemed 
to be a lot more carefully 
prepared than the movie itself. 


However, setting vocal scores. 


to non-musical or not-strictly- 
musical films can be extremely 
effective; it can add another 
layer of meaning to a film, or en- 
force certain shades of meaning 
less explicit in the material, 
rather more forcefully than an 
instrumental background score 
(even one as inventive as, say, 
Georges Delerue’s for any one of 
the several Truffaut pictures 
with which he was involved). I 
don’t know whether it was that 
consideration or the money fac- 
tor that precipitated Mike 
Nichols’ hiring Simon & Gar- 
funkel to score The Graduate; 
probably it was a combination of 
the two. But it began the trend, 
and people went out to buy the 
soundtrack album in droves, 
despite the familiarity of all of 
the songs except “Mrs. Robin- 
son,” and the fact that all of the 
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songs (and more complete ver- 
sions of some of them) were 
available on other Simon & Gar- 
funkel albums. (It should be 
noted here that The Graduate 
was not the first movie to have a 
vocal pop score, only the first one 
to catch on. The preyious year 
The Lovin’ Spoonful had written 
a number of songs for Francis 
Ford Coppola’s You’re a Big 
Boy Now.) 

After The Graduate came 
Poor Cow, with its music by 
Donovan, and scores of others 
(forgive the pun), not all of them 
as unsuccessful. This is the kind 
of score that has persisted most 
strongly in the past few years, 
and it is represented in 1973 by 
Pat Garrett and Billy the Kid. 
Bob Dylan’s music for Peckin- 
pah’s dumb, erratic, -occasional- 
ly magnificent western is not 
only beautiful on its own; it 
serves the film as few vocal on- 
the-track movie scores do. It 
provides a distinct and startling- 
ly appropriate aural complement 
to the imagery, especially in one 
sequence: after one of the gun- 
fights, when Katy Jurado cries 
silently as her husband dies 
slowly from a stomach wound, a 
particularly haunting song by 
Dylan completes Peckinpah’s vi- 
sion of extreme, unrelieved pain 
and loneliness. Dylan’s acting in 
the film must have been a mis- 
take; his elusive personality is 
carried intact onto the screen 
and I don’t believe he looks at 
the camera once during any of 
his scenes; But as composer, his 
contribution to Pat Garrett is 


equal to that of the 
cinematographer, John Co- 
quillon. 


Alan Price’s songs for O 
Lucky Man! are pretty for- 
midable on their own, too, but in 
Lindsay Anderson’s painstaking 
epic allegory they serve a rather 
unusual purpose. If Anderson 
had merely placed them on the 
soundtrack, like Peckinpah did 
with Dylan’s music, they would 
have provided a sharp, acid run- 
ning commentary on David 
Sherwin’s script (which is so ob- 
vious it doesn’t exactly require 
an explanation). But Anderson 
has the songs introduced as 
separate segments in the movie, 
performed by Price (playing 
himself) and a group of 
musicians whom the quasi- 
Candide-type hero, Travis 
(Malcolm McDowell), finally 
meets up with in the latter half 
of the film. This Brechtian 
method of breaking down the ac- 
tion in order to keep the 
audience at an objective dis- 
tance must have looked rotten on 
paper, but it turns out to be the 
only device in the film that ac- 
tually works. The main reason 
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for this is, more than the songs 
themselves (which 
marvelous), Alan Price’s sly, 
amused presence; seeing him 
perform is half the fun, and hav- 
ing him emerge as a personality 
in the film in his own right was 
the best idea Anderson had in 
preparing O Lucky Man! 
(Perhaps Peckinpah was working 
on the same kind of idea with 
Dylan, but it fell through 
because Dylan is not the screen 
natural that Price is.) 

The Harder They Come, 
which is becoming Cambridge’s 
junior division equivalent to the 
never-ending King of Hearts, is 
an odd, intriguing, mixed-up, 
atrociously tailored foray into 
Jamaican low life that is almost 
wholly dependent upon the 
music of its star, Jimmy Cliff, to 
make its points. The driving 
reggae rhythms of the title song 
and “You Can Get It If You Real- 
ly Want” are the only beacon 
light in the movie; they provide 

the jagged cut-out pattern 
through which the life in the film 
(which is considerable, even if 
the talent is not) spills. I know 
.next to nothing about Jamaican 
life styles, but I strongly suspect 
that reggae is pulsingly reflective 
of young Jamaica in the same 
desperately comic and_ tragic 
ways in which rock speaks of 
young America. That is, Cliff’s 
‘tough, shimmering, break-out 
style is a real gesture of rebellion, 
like Dylan’s was and Mick 
Jagger’s still is; the steady-on 
showmanship is only form, not 
falsification. 

Another example of music 
creating the rhythm of a film is 
the unjustly neglected Payday. 
Payday is a taut, economically 
(and skillfully) written movie 
about a particularly trying 
period in the life of a superstar 
country singer named Maury 
Dann (Rip Torn). What makes 
the film memorable, aside from 


its knife-edged dialogue and 
solid patina of supporting perfor- 
mances, is the fascinating, 
soured personality of Rip Torn, 
so perfectly suited to the role (I 
think Torn has negative 
charisma), and the unique inter- 
pretation he gives to the songs he 
sings. In Maury Dann’s story, 
music is everything: it tells us 
what lies beneath this man’s sur- 
face, what makes him tick, when 
a simple catalogue of his 
relations with his colleagues and 
mistresses leaves us puzzled.

Dann’s corrupted brain and 


the exaggeration works in the 
film’s favor, turning the music 
inside out and exposing the lie 
behind the good country living in 
the lyrics. 


Easy Rider was the first film I 
can remember to have used a 
compilation of songs by different 
artists on the track; since then 
it’s become common practice 
and a practice that has been en- 
couraged by the success of the 
albums released in conjunction 
with rock concert movies like 
Woodstock and Bangla Desh). 
This year, however, Peter

filled with thirties songs, with 
Crosby and Paul Whiteman and 
a perfectly accurate 
(Bogdanovich is nothing if not 
accurate) sampling of the white- 
suit-and-bow-tie 
representative of a period of 
which America has in the past 
few years found itself growing 
fonder. The music in Paper 
Moon sets the mood (a lot more 
clearly than Lazlo Kovacs’ strik- 
ing but glum black-and-white 
photography), but in George 
Lucas’s warmly received 
American Graffiti the music is 
as important an element as the 


curdled heart. There’s 
something decadent about coun- 
try music anyhow, but it’s a 
different sort of decadence from 
that of jazz or rock; it’s lazier 
and more passive, and it’s never 
(to my knowledge) been explored 
before. There may never have 
been a country singer as unplea- 


sant as Torn’s Maury Dann, but 


Bogdanovich and George Lucas 
have introduced large patch- 
work scores made up entirely of 
nostalgia. Bogdanovich’s 
summer entertainment Paper 
Moon, in which even the title is 
lifted from an old (Harold 
Arlen’s and E.Y. Harburg’s “It’s 
Only a Paper Moon,” from the 
1933 film Take a Chance), is 


almost uniformly fine, 
‘naturalistic performances of the 


virtually unknown young cast. 
American Graffiti is set at a 
high school prom in 1962, and 
the screenplay seems to pick up 
its buoyant, punchy, self- 
kidding flavor from the music 


that is packed solidly behind the 
action.(There aremore than forty 


music 


selections from the pre-Beatlé 
rock ‘n’ roll era played on the ~ 
soundtrack.) Like every othe 
detail in the movie (especially 
the dialogue), the scoring is . 
stunningly accurate, complete 
with breathless AM radio-style, 
programming. Rember — this 
was the era of the music orgies, 
the twenty 45’s on the turntable, 
the blaring transistors that were 
never shut off. 


Movie scoring has reached a 
point of such maturity that, as 
my record collection continues to 
grow, I am eagerly awaiting new 
developments and new twists. In 
The Long Goodbye, Robert Alt- 
man tried to parody the title 
‘song mania that hit Hollywood 
in the fifties by introducing, at 
every possible interval, a 
nauseating theme rendered by a 
wispy songstress who might have 
been one of Elliott Gould’s ston- 
ed neighbors in the movie. The 
idea backfired (because it’s the 
kind of innocuous song that 
could become popular by acci- 
dent) but it was an interesting 
attempt. There are many ex- 
amples of this type of ex- 
perimentation; the seven-minute 
concert number that ends Elec- 
tra Glide in Blue is apparently 
another (but I'll reserve com- 
ment on it, since I haven’t seen 
the film as yet). Perhaps in the 
next few years we will see more 
advanced treatments of music as 
a social force (The Harder They 
Come, like Gimme Shelter 
before it, didn’t delve deeply 
enough into the problem) and as 
a lifestyle (in a film with more 
powerful reverberations than the 
limited Payday). And in the 
meantime, we can continue to 
stack up record albums and ad- 
mire, as well as these ground- 
breakers, more traditional scores 
like Gato Barbieri’s passionate 
jazz setting for Last Tango in 
Paris. 
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So You Want to be a Director...

Now that there is general 
awareness that the film director 
_is that medium’s primary ar- 
tistic force, there are conse- 
quently many young people who 
would like to some day direct 
films, just as ten and twenty 
years ago so many of us aspired 
to being novelists. There is 
magic to the concept of directing 
Marlon Brando in Last Tango 
in Paris. 

But if you want to dance, you 
have to pay the fiddler. If you 
want to be a film-maker in this 
country, a feature filmmaker, 
then you will eventually have to 
reconcile yourself to the money 
establishment, because it costs a 
lot of money to make films. 

Recently, Pauline Kael, film 
critic for the New Yorker, urged 
a group of young filmmakers, in- 
cluding myself, at the American 
Film Institute Center for Ad- 
vanced Film Studies to work 
outside the Hollywood industry. 
She criticized the AFI’s 
dependence on the industry. 

She was asked what the alter- 
natives were. She said that each 
person had to find his or her own 
way. 

She was asked for some ex- 
amples, some possibilities, even 
theoretical ones. She didn’t 
answer. She couldn’t answer. 

Of course, Pauline Kael is ab- 


solutely right — because if you. 


work with the Hollywood in- 
dustry, you’re going to sell your 
soul, or at best you’re going to 
have to bend your vision to 
‘satisfy commercial interests. All 
of us listening to her that after- 
noon agreed that financial in- 
dependence was desirable. No 
one sets out to be a studio hack. 

Commercialism, to me, is the 
dark side of free enterprise. I 
have spoken to many filmmakers 
from Eastern European coun- 
tries who prefer their brand of 
political censorship to the 
American kind that says no 
matter how artistic your films 
may be, they must make a profit.

This seems to paint the 
prospects of independent film- 
making into a corner, and yet 
there are a handful of directors 
who have succeeded at main- 
taining artistic control over their 
films. In his book Film Director 
as Superstar, (Doubleday, 
$3.50) Newsday film critic 
Joseph Gelmis interviews sixteen 
directors who have managed in 
some way to get their personal 
vision down on celluloid. 

Of these men, Stanley 
Kubrick has perhaps the ideal 
situation, total artistic control 
over his films with big studio 
backing. And while he was ob- 
viously very talend as a young 
filmmaker, the quality that 
seems to have brought him 


ahead of much of the field is one 
of mulish persistence. 

Kubrick was a precocious kid 
from the Bronx, hired by Look as 
a still photographer when he was 
seventeen. He quit four years 
later to make a documentary 
which he sold to the “March of 
Times” television series for a 
$100 profit, and then he made 
another documentary. 

Raising money from his family 
and friends (his father was a 
physician}, Kubrick put together 
$10,000 for his first feature film, 
Fear and Desire, which played 
in some art houses but failed to 
make money. His second feature, 
Killer’s Kiss, lost half of its 
$40,000 budget, yet he managed 
to put together a $320,000 
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budget for The Killers, which 
brought in no money although it 
was made with Sterling Hayden 
and a professional crew. With 
this shaky record of earnings, he 
had a hard time finding anyone 
in Hollywood interested in back- 
ing Paths of Glory until Kirk 
Douglas saw and liked the script. 
Then United Artists was willing 
to put up the money. 

For all its critical acclaim, 
Paths of Glory didn’t earn 
Kubrick anything tangible, but 
the important thing was that he 
was developing as a filmmaker. 
After a two-year lay-off, he was 
hired to direct Spartacus, again 
with Kirk Douglas, and although 
that is the only one of his films 
that Kubrick says he had little 
control over, it demonstrated 
that he was now an acceptable 
director by Hollywood stan- 
dards. 


Francis Ford Coppola is one of 
the first American film school 
graduates to direct a Hollywood 
film; in fact, his feature, You’re 
A Big Boy Now, was done with 
commercial backing as his 


| masters thesis project at UCLA. 


He won a screenwriting award 
at UCLA, and for a while made a 


lot of money writing scripts that 
were eventually rewritten. Still, 
he was developing enough of a 
reputation as a young and im- 
aginative screenwriter for Twen- 
tieth Century Fox to hire him to 
write the screenplay for Patton, 
for which he was paid $50,000. 

But he wanted to be a director 
and he managed to put together 
a package for You’re A Big Boy 
Now, although this time he had 
to settle for only $8,000 for both 
directing and writing it. The film 
was shot for a mere $800,000 and 
established Coppola’s reputation 
as a whiz kid during a time when 
Hollywood was going througn its 
youth movement. His reputation 
in Hollywood drooped con- 
siderably with The Rain People 
and Finian’s Rainbow, both of 
which deserved better box office 
than they got. But his 
screenwriting ability and his 
Italian heritage led to his being 
hired to co-author and direct 
The Godfather, and that film’s 
incredible financial success has 
guaranteed Coppola his in- 
dependence for a long time to 
come. 

Of course, you don’t always 
have to be as persistent as 
Kubrick or Coppola if you have 
already established a reputation 
in a related context. Laurence 
Olivier was considered one of the 
greatest actors in the world 
before being given the chance to 
direct. Arthur Penn had es- 
tablished an excellent reputation 
as a television director, earning 
$25,000 a year on “Playhouse 90” 
when he was given the chance to 
direct The Left-handed Gun. 
Mike Nichols evolved from a 
great improvisational performer 
to a Broadway director to a film 
director. 


But if you don’t have a reputa- © 


tion or contacts or a lot of 
money, you can learn better from 
the careers of Kubrick, Coppola 


and Brian DePalma, who made - 


an underground film called 
Greetings for $40,000 which 
eventually netted about a 
million. They all combined 
talent, persistence, education 
and then took a leap of faith to 
become filmmakers. 

Film school is by no means the 
only way to devetop the basis for 
filmmaking, but it is the most 
convenient. There is equipment 
and instruction available in an 
environment where most of the 
people around you are also

1953. 

The Brattle is more than the 
first of Cambridge’s alternate 
cinemas; it was one of the first in 
the country to show foreign 
films. Cy Harvey, the founder of 
the Brattle, and one of the truly 
seminal figures in art theatre 
programming, began the Janus 
Films Co. in 1956. It was under 
the Janus aegis that the first 
Fellinis and Bergmans were im- 
ported. The Brattle also means 
Bogart. The Bogart cult began at 
the Brattle in January of 1960, 
with a retrospective that lasted a 
week and is now repeated at 
exam time every year. 


When the Orson Welles open- 
ed in the spring of ‘69, the Brat- 
tle had had the scene to itself for 
thirteen years. It was only 
natural that the opening of a fF 
competitive revival house | 
around the corner should cause

consternation. In the beginning 


there were some incidents that 
both theatres now regard as 
regrettable. A Renoir festival 
that ran concurrently at both 
theatres still causes shudders at 
both ends of the proverbial 
block. Eventually, the Welles 
and the Brattle worked out a line 
of communication to prevent 
such disasters. The Welles would 
play the Marx Brothers, the 
films of Orson Welles, and 
basically American fare. The 
Brattle would retain its 
hegemony in the foreign field 
and in Bogart. 


The “new kid on the block” 
syndrome is still affecting the 
relationship between the Park 
Square and the Orson Welles. 
All is not sweetness and light, 


although the situation has 
become ameliorated in recent 
months. The conflict 
the two theatres, such as it is, is 
exacerbated by the fact that the 
Founder of the Park Square, 
Justin Freed, was a former 
booker for the Welles. When the 
Park Square opened in the Fall 
of ‘72, the Welles felt that the 
newcomer was drawing its 
audience from Cambridge, and 
therefore from the Welles. There 
seems to be a type of Cambridge 
chauvinism that considers 
Boston an unsophisticated, 
boorish town that could never 
support an art theatre. My own 
exceedingly random survey of 
the Park Square audience con- 
cluded that, yes, a good percen- 


tage of the audience did come 
from Cambridge. That same 
night, however, the Orson Welles 
was packed. My conclusion is 
that a lot of people go to movies, 
and that both the Park Square 
and the Welles are doing very 
well. 

The fact that Justin Freed 
came to the Park Square from 
the Welles made it almost in- 
evitable that the new theatre 
would resemble the other, at 
least in the beginning. This past 
summer, for example, the Park 
Square played the Marx 
Brothers on eleven dates while 
the Welles played them on nine. 
To Be Or Not To Be played at. 
both theatres within a few days 
of each other in July. In short, 


communications between the 
two theatres are not what they 
might be. 

The Park Square, cognizant of 
its identification as a Welles 
offshoot, is attempting to 
proclaim its individuality. It 
features shorter runs than the 
Welles, and is concentrating its 
programming in the area of the 
films of the thirties and forties, 
the films of Katharine Hepburn, 
the Astaire/Rogers musicals, 
and the whole field of 
sophisticated comedy. 

The Welles itself is undergoing 
some organic changes. Cinema II 
at the Welles is being established 
as a home for outre, first-run 
films. They will be given a longer 
run than the usual Welles fare, a

thinking about film. You can ex- 
periment with short films and 
make a lot of mistakes without 
doing any permanent damage to 
your reputation. 

According to the American 
Film Institute’s Guide to 
College Courses in Film and 
Television (Acropolis Press, 
Washington D.C., $5.95), there 
are 613 universities and two-year_ 
colleges offering courses in film 
and/or television. The Guide 
lists courses available, degrees 
offered and who’s on the faculty. 
It is obvious that the most exten- 
sive film programs are at New 
York University, U.C.L.A. and 
University of Southern Califor- 
nia, but there are many 
reputable, albeit smaller, 
programs. 

One of those is the AFI’s 
Center for Advanced Film 
Studies. Housed in a beautiful 
mansion in Beverly Hills, the 
Center only accepts about 25 of 
400 applicants every year. 


Although there are very specific 
requirements, most of those 
accepted are over 25 years old 
and have already made films or 
distinguished themselves in 
related fields, such as acting or 


_playwriting. 


The Center is modeled loosely 
on the Eastern European film 
schools that spawned Roman 
Polanski and Milos Forman, and 
in fact its Dean, Frantisek 
Daniel, was formerly the Dean of 
the Prague film school. Although 
there is no degree offered and no 
formal classes, there are exten- 
sive seminars, film analysis 
sessions, writing and acting 
workshops, and a program in 
which the fellows direct actors 
from the Screen Actors Guild in 
scenes from plays and 
screenplays. 

The biggest advantage of the 
Center over other programs is 
that, because of government and 
foundation backing, the direc- 
ting fellows are given about $13,- 
000 to make two films while they 
are there. They collaborate with 
writers, cinematographers and 
editors who are also at the 
Center, and generally are given a 
small-scale simulation of what it 


is like to direct a feature film. 


Another competitive program 
is an apprenticeship offered 
jointly by the Director’s Guild of 
America and the Association of 
Motion Picture and Television 
Producers. Over 1,000 people 
with either a B.A. degree or 
equivalent experience in the mo- 
tion picture industry applied to 
the program this year, and about 
400 made it as far as the aptitude 
test given last March at U.S.C. 
Of those, 14 were accepted, and 
this month they began 400 days 
of on-the-job paid training, as 
assistants to the second 
assistants to the second assistant 
directors on feature films for 
theaters or television. Upon com- 
pletion of the program, the ap- 
prentices are eligible to join the 
Director’s Guild as second assis- 
tant directors. 


There are two major draw- 
backs to this program if you are 
anxious to become a film direc- 
tor. One is that you have to 
accept the snail’s pace of 
progression through the Direc- 
tor’s Guild’s seniority system 
(three years as a second assis- 
tant, etc.). The second is 


perhaps more serious. As an 
‘assistant director, you deal with 
problems of logistics rather than 
the creative decisions of film- 
making. You make sure that 
schedules are typed every day, 
that actors are on the set on 
time, that spectators are cleared 
away. You are really learning to 
become a production manager 
rather than a film director, and 
you are unquestionably becom- 
ing a product of the system. 

Of course, for every indepen- 
dent film director, there is a 
different life story, a different 
road taken. But if I were to com- 
pile my own experience and the 
experience of successful direc- 
tors, I would give the following 
advice: Go to film school and 
learn how to use the equipment. 
Make some short films, and 
make your mistakes when the 
stakes aren’t high. Write an 


original screenplay or an adapta- 
tion of a second-rate novel (these 
often make the best films, and it 
is much cheaper to get the 
rights). Find a “name” actor to 
commit himself or herself to the 
film if you get the backing. Using 
the script and the “name” as 
bait, find a backer for the film, 
preferably a backer who can also 
handle distribution once the film 
is completed. 

It’s a long shot, to say the 
least, but then if you were the 
type to sort mail for forty years 
or work in an office from nine to 
five, you wouldn’t be toying with 
the idea of becoming a film 
director in the first place. If you 
want to make a feature film, you 
will have to deal with large risks, 
tremendous insecurities — and, 
most important, you will have to 
take that leapof faith in your own 
ability.

of the auteur theory, even 
though many critics of that per- 
suasion have pronounced him 
one of America’s greatest direc- 
tors. Indeed, Walsh was a bone 
of contention between Andrew 
Sarris and Pauline Kael when 
the first stones were thrown in 
the auteur controversy ten long 
years ago. Nonetheless, when 
asked if, despite the legions of 
studio writers, one might expect 
to find a good deal of Walsh in 
any given script he directed, 
Raoul replies, “I would think so, 
yes, because you go over it very 
carefully and you visualize it and 
you say, ‘This is dull. What the 
hell is it all about? There’s three 
pages of gab here. Let’s cut it 
down to a page-and-a-half and 
keep moving.’ And, of course, 
then they get to the star and the 
lady is called in...well, of course, 
I didn’t direct many women, I 
directed men, you know. But 
even a man sometimes, like 
Bogart, you know, he never liked 
pictures. He came from the 
stage, where he went to work at 
eight o’clock and only worked 
until eleven and then went out 
and had a good time all day and 
all night. He didn’t like the idea 
of coming to the studio at seven- 
thirty and working all day. So 
they’d give him the script and 
bring him into the production of- 
fice and ask Bogie what he 
thought of it and he’d say, “‘A lot 
of crap, you know that. It’s aw- 
ful. Who the hell wrote it?’ ” 
Unlike so many other direc- 


tors, Walsh was never bothered 
with studio interference on his 
films. “The thing that hurt me 
was the censors. In every picture 
I made, there was anywhere from 
500 to 1,000 feet cut out. In those 
days, they only let you kiss a girl 
for three seconds. Vou couldn’t 
play a love scene if there was a 
bed anywhere visible, even way 
off in the room. I made one pic- 
ture with Mae West where she 
insisted on having a love affair 
with a Chinaman — that whole 
reel was cut out. And I made one 
with Pola Negri, East of Suez, 
where she played a Eurasian girl 
and that was cut out when she 
had that love affair with the 
Englishman, when she wanted to 
marry him. They cut out a whole 
reel of The Naked and the Dead 
too, where Lily St. Cyr was 
fraternizing with the boys. Cut it 
all out.” 

It isn’t likely that Raoul Walsh 
will come out of his retirement, 
although there are those who 
have urged him to do so. “They 
want me to go to Japan. A 
producer there came to me about 
a year ago, he flew over here, and 
he says, ‘Mr. Walsh, we have 
great picture for you to do in 
Mongolia. We have 1,000 camel, 
2,000 horse, many thousand 
solider — BIG PICTURE!’ And I 
said what about the story? ‘No 
story. Maybe you write!’ So I 
said no. I don’t know anything 
about camels and so forth and so 
on. So I went back to Japan two 
months ago and he caught up 
with me again and he’s still got 
the camels, the horses, the 
soldiers and no story.” 

By no means, however, has 
Raoul Walsh been idle in the 


nine years since he directed his 
last film, A Distant Trumpet. 
Last year he completed his first 
novel, entitled “The Anger of the 
Just.” To the author’s distress, 
however, it has thus far been 
printed only in French. 
“American publishers seem to 
think it follows a pattern as 
though it were a motion picture 
script.”” The idea for the book 
contains slight echoes of a 
transplanted version of The 
Roaring Twenties. “It takes 
place after the Civil War. Three 
buddies come out of it and then 
they go through the whole 
story.” 

“I did write it with the inten- 
tion of turning it into a film. I 
wouldn’t direct it, though. It’s a 
bit tough on me to direct because 
a lot of it takes place down in the 
Grand Canyon and, you know, 
you have to go down there and 
hibernate for a long time and my 
wife didn’t want me to do it. And 
of course with the set-up now 
with the young directors around, 
it’s too big a project for a lot of 
‘em. They’re all right with indoor 
things, but you get ’em outdoors 
— this picture is about seventy 
percent exteriors and it’s very 
fast — some drama, some excite- 
ment and chase, and then back 
into the drama again.” 

Despite his experience with 
producers there, Walsh savors 
the fact that his film White Heat 
with Cagney is a particular 
favorite in Japan. ‘Whenever I 
go into a restaurant there, they 
come after me saying, ‘Mr. 
White Heat, Mr. White Heat!’ ” 


Which is a pretty good way, even 


today, to describe Mr. Raoul 
Walsh.

Just when it seemed darkest, 
Andy emerged. Now we all know 
that Andy Warhol] is not your 
average-looking being; silver 
hair and everyihing, you know. 
But I was ill prepared for how 
stoned weird the man looked. He 
looked as if he had just been ex- 
humed. He cannot weigh over a 
hundred pounds. His skin has 
obviously never seen the light of 
day. He’s as spectral as an old 
junkie, and his voice has no 
resonance. He told me that he 
was quite busy. He eyed my 
_— suspiciously. I shut it 
off. 

Hey Andy, whatcha doin’? (A 
friend once told me that the way 
to talk to people who intimidate 
you is to pretend that you’re not 
intimidated.) 

Well, Andy told me. He’s do- 
ing a cameo bit in a Liz Taylor 
vehicle called The Driver’s 
Seat. It’s being filmed in Italy. 

“T play a creep she meets on an 
airplane.” 

Typecasting, Andy? 

How do you like acting, Andy? 

“It’s very boring, sitting 
around waiting for something to 
happen. In our films, the kids 
made it up as it went along. It 
was interesting. But with a script 
it’s different. Very boring. I 
won’t do it again.” 

Andy started walking around 
aimlessly, obviously staggered 
by my perspicacious questioning 
and dynamic style. I followed. 

How is it working with Liz 
Taylor, Andy? 

Andy said that he was doing 
the part because he had always 
wanted to meet her. He told me 
that she was “fantastic,” very 
professional, always knew where 


the camera should be, always 
knew her lines, and never needed 
more than one or two takes. 

“I told her she should direct.” 

Andy seemed quite taken with 
her. I bored in. 

Did she talk to you about the 
Burton thing, Andy? 

“She asked me not to discuss 
it. I’m sorry, I have to go now.” 

Sure. Thanks, Andy. 

I turned to go and walked right 
into the full length mirrors. 
When I turned around, ready 
with a quip concerning illusion 
and reality, the office was emp- 


ty. 
AFTERMATH 

The catatonics were still 
arrayed in Union Square like 
turnips in a stall. I sat down and 
joined them. One thing about 
catatonics, they leave you alone. 

Well, David, was Warhol 
pleasant? 

Sure he was pleasant, but 
communication is predicated 
upon similarity. That’s why it’s 
so hard to talk to cows. They’re 
pleasant, but different. Pat, Vin- 
cent, and Andy are into an art- 
deco head. It’s all gilt and silk 
with a dollop of decadence. It’s a 
gossip columnist’s mentality. I 
can’t get into it. 

But they’re artists, David. 
They make movies. 

That doesn’t mean they’re in- 
teresting. In fact, it doesn’t 
mean anything at all. The 
movies, taken by themselves, are 
trite, banal, and idiotic. It is only 
in the context of other films that 
they become meaningful. 
Warhol’s soup cans were nothing 
by themselves. Only within the 
context of art history do they 
become important 

Are you saying that the critic 
is more important than the ar- 
tist? 

I’m just saying that Warhol 
knows what he’s doing. 

But what is Andy Warhol real- 
ly like, David? 

He’s like a fountain. Now 
leave me alone. 
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
